There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  report  of  Probationary  Appoint- 
ments was  approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department. 


Submitted  requests  for  Leaves  of  Absence  with  Pay  for  Deputy  Chief  Emmet  D, 
Condon  and  Assistant  Chief  Robert  E.  Rose,  for  the  period  January  11  and  12, 
1978,  in  order  to  attend  Fireboat  Bid  Conference,  Tacoma,  Washington.  Funds 
for  this  trip  will  be  provided  from  1977  Fire  Protection  System  Improvement 
Bonds.    Estimated  cost  of  trip  is  $480. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 


Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  if  we  were  contemplating  the  purchase 
of  a  new  fireboat.    Chief  Casper  responded  affirmatively,  and  further  stated 
that  Proposition  "B",  which  was  passed  by  the  voters  on  November  8,  1977, 
among  other  things  contained  an  estimated  allowance  of  $1,250,000  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  fireboat.    The  leaves  of  absence  will  be  useful  because 
we  will  learn  from  the  Tacoma  experience  and  it  will  help  us  establish  a 
program  preparatory  to  constructing  a  new  fireboat. 

Commissioner  McClain  wanted  to  know  if  Captain  Roberts  of  the  Fireboat 
Phoenix  had  participated  in  any  discussion  regarding  fireboat  specifications. 
Chief  Casper  said  no.    Deputy  Chief  Emmet  Condon  is  a  former  fireboat  captain  and 
he  has  been  working  closely  with  representatives  of  the  Tacoma  Fire  Department. 
As  we  develop  more  information  we  expect  to  involve  the  Captain  of  the  Fireboat 
in  consultation  concerning  specifications  and  related  matters. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  requests  for  leaves 
of  absence  with  pay  were  approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department.

December  20,  1977. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business  (Continued) 


2)    Discussion  of  1978-79  Budget. 

The  budget  was  discussed  from  0915  Hours  to  0948  Hours.  Secretary 
Connors  began  the  discussion  by  briefly  explaining  the  eight-page 
Work  Program  Overview.    The  first  page  was  a  summary  sheet  setting 
forth  expenditure  history,  revenue  detail,  total  cost  and  employment 
summary,  as  well  as  employment  categories.    The  following  seven  pages 
contained  data  for  each  of  the  seven  Fire  Department  programs.  Each 
program  was  broken  down  into  a  program  description,  program  outputs 
and  the  expenditure  and  employment  detail  necessary  to  support  that 
program. 

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  the  Work  Program  Overview,  touching  on 
several  of  the  Program  highlights.    At  this  point  President  Figone 
requested  comments  from  his  fellow  commissioners.    Each  Commissioner 
raised  questions  about  various  aspects  of  the  1978-79  budget.  Most 
of  the  questions  related  to  the  68-page  Budget  Estimates  Workbook, 
while  the  balance  dealt  with  the  Work  Program  Overview. 

Commissioner  McClain  expressed  his  support  of  Chief  Casper's  request 
for  89  new  uniformed  employees.    He  felt  that  acquisition  of  these 
employees  was  more  important  than  receiving  overtime  funds.    He  felt 
that  when  budget  reductions  are  made  in  the  Mayor's  Office  and/or  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  Office,  that  new  employment  requests  in  the 
non-uniformed  force  should  be  deleted  before  reductions  are  made  in 
the  request  for  new  employments  in  the  uniformed  force. 

Commissioner  Ream,  in  acknowledging  the  pressure  that  will  be  brought 
to  bear  to  keep  ad  valorem  expenses  to  a  minimum,  wanted  to  know  if 
the  Arson  Detection  and  Identification  System  could  be  funded  from 
Federal  sources  and  suggested  LEAA  funds  as  a  possible  source. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  would  investigate  this  further  and  reminded 
the  Commission  that  the  Arson  Detection  Program  began  with  Federal 
funds  from  the  Criminal  Justice  System. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  to  explain  the  $100,000  increase 
in  the  category  "Other  Professional  and  Special  Services"  (OE  269). 
Chief  Casper  explained  that  that  item  consists  of  seven  separate 
requests  totaling  $173,822.    The  three  major  items  of  increase  are 
Arson  Detection  and  Identification  System,  station  Uniform  Cleaning, 
and  Janitorial  Services  for  Headquarters. 

President  Figone  also  noted  that  our  request  for  materials  and  supplies 
for  next  year  was  $175,000  more  than  this  year's  allocation.  Chief 
Casper  replied  that  the  bulk  of  the  increases  were  represented  by  two 
items  -  protective  clothing  and  uniform  allowance.    President  Figone 
also  asked  some  questions  in  the  category  of  replacement  and  new 
equipment. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  wanted  to  know  if  it  was  possible  to  fund  the 
Arson  Detection  System  from  Community  Development  sources.  Chief 
Casper  said  no,  because  the  Arson  Detection  System  covers  all  of  the 
City,  and  Community  Development  funds  can  be  spent  only  on  those 
sections  of  the  City  identified  as  Community  Development  areas. 

President  Figone  asked  the  Chief  to  comment  on  the  status  of  the 
fireboat  funding.    Chief  Casper  commented  that  based  on  the  meeting 
held  in  his  office  last  Friday  with  Supervisor  Molinari  and  Port 
officials,  he  felt  that  the  Port  Commission  would  be  requested  to 
fully  fund  the  fireboat  next  fiscal  year.

Chief  Casper  also  stated  that  staff  from  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments 
will  meet  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  next  H2  Firefighter  eligible  list 
to  discuss  ways  of  improving  communication  between  the  two  departments 
concerning  uniformed  members  who  may  wish  to  switch  from  one  department 
to  the  other.

I)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Public  Discussion  and  adoption  of  Fire  Department's  1978-79  Budget. 

President  Figone  asked  if  his  colleagues  had  any  questions  before 
the  budget  was  opened  for  public  discussion.    Commissioner  Ream 
asked  Chief  Casper  to  explain  Item  46,  "Other  Professional  and 
Special  Services",  Paragraph  "D"  -  Planning  and  Research.  Subsequent 
to  Chief  Casper's  explanation  she  expressed  a  desire  to  change  the 
language  of  this  item  and  indicated  that  she  would  make  a  motion  to 
that  effect  before  the  meeting  concluded. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  to  summarize  his  budget  for  the 
benefit  of  members  of  the  public  in  the  audience.    At  the  conclusion 
of  Chief  Casper's  explanation,  President  Figone  invited  the  public 
to  express  comments. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  rose  to  express 
his  support  for  the  budget  as  submitted  by  Chief  of  Department  Andrew 
Casper.    He  stressed  the  importance  of  obtaining  the  82  new  firefighters 
and  reiterated  the  Union's  opposition  to  the  continued  use  of  overtime 
funds  in  lieu  of  hiring  additional  firefighters. 

Commissioner  McClain  repeated  his  comments  on  the  82  firefighters 
for  the  benefit  of  those  persons  in  the  audience  who  did  not  attend 
last  week's  Fire  Commission  meeting.    Commissioner  McClain  fully 
supports  the  request  for  82  new  firefighters  and  believes  that  before 
any  of  these  firefighters  are  negotiated  out  of  the  budget  as  the 
document  is  reviewed  by  the  Mayor's  Office  and  Board  of  Supervisors, 
consideration  be  given  to  eliminating  new  non-uniformed  employees 
before  any  cut-back  is  negotiated  in  new  uniformed  employees. 

Mr.  Walter  O'Donnell  commented  that  any  decreases  in  next  year's 
budget,  particularly  in  personnel,  could  have  the  effect  of 
increasing  fire  insurance  rates. 

Commissioner  Ream  reiterated  her  support  for  the  request  for  82 
new  firefighters  and  expressed  a  belief  that  the  continued  use  of 
overtime  in  lieu  of  hiring  the  necessary  new  firefighters,  increases 
the  incidence  of  on-duty  injuries,  and  therefore  the  savings  envisioned 
by  not  hiring  new  employees  is  an  illusion. 
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I)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)  Continued. 

Mr.  Robert  Morgan,  President,  City  Janitors  Union,  asked  to  speak 
on  Item  46,  "Other  Professional  and  Special  Services",  Paragraph  "G", 
Janitorial  Services  -  Headquarters.    He  asked  the  Fire  Commission  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  insure  that  the  two  City  janitors 
presently  performing  service  at  Fire  Department  Headquarters  be 
continued  next  fiscal  year.    Chief  Casper  explained  the  background 
which  led  to  his  request  that  janitorial  services  be  contracted 
outside  of  City  service.    He  explained  that  in  November,  1976,  a 
Charter  amendment  was  passed,  allowing  for  the  use  of  contractual 
services  in  lieu  of  City  services  when  the  former  reflected  a 
savings.    Subsequently  the  Controller  sent  out  a  departmental 
instruction  requesting  each  department  head  to  examine  its  operations 
to  determine  if  any  services  could  be  provided  in  compliance  with 
Charter  Section  8.300.1.    We  responded  and  indicated  that  the 
janitorial  services  at  Headquarters  could  be  provided  at  less  cost 
by  going  outside  to  a  private  contractor.    Therefore,  the  1977-78 
budget  included  funds  to  employ  outside  janitorial  services.  Due 
to  various  delays,  no  contract  has  beed  awarded  to  date  and  we  have 
continued  to  employ  the  two  City  janitors. 

Recently  the  Purchaser  advertised  for  bids  for  this  service.  The 
bids  have  been  opened,  though  no  award  has  been  made.    Based  on  this 
series  of  events,  the  budget  submitted  for  next  fiscal  year  contains 
the  sum  of  $26,000  which  would  allow  the  Fire  Department  to  employ 
outside  janitorial  services  next  fiscal  year.    We  have  received  a 
letter  from  Mr.  S.  Myron  Tatarian,  Director  of  Public  Works,  informing 
us  that  effective  June  30,  1978,  he  will  no  longer  provide  inter- 
departmental janitorial  services. 

For  the  next  fifteen  minutes  members  of  the  Commission  exchanged 
questions  with  Chief  Casper  and  Mr.  Morgan  on  this  subject. 

AT  2000  HOURS  THE  FIRE  COMMISSION  RECESSED  INTO  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

TO  FURTHER  DISCUSS  THIS  ISSUE  WITH  RESPECT  TO  ITS  IMPACT  ON  PERSONNEL 

SERVICES. 

THE  FIRE  COMMISSION  RECONVENED  AT  2025  HOURS. 

Commissioner  Ream,  following  up  on  her  previous  comments,  made  a 
motion  to  amend  Item  46  "Other  Professional  and  Special  Services", 
Paragraph  "D"  -  Planning  and  Research.    She  moved  to  change  the 
title  from  "Planning  and  Research"  to  "Field  Testing  and  Research", 
and  that  the  first  sentence  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"To  provide  for  the  purchase  of  equipment,  tools,  protective 
breathing  equipment  and  other  devices  for  the  purpose  of 
field  testing  and  evaluation  by  the  department  for  possible 
production  of  firefighting  equipment." 

The  motion  to  amend  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  McClain.  There 
were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  to  amend 
was  unanimously  approved. 

The  issue  of  Janitorial  Services  -  Headquarters  (Item  46,  Paragraph  "G") 
was  discussed  for  another  ten  minutes,  and  the  Fire  Commission,  after 
exploring  all  the  options,  concluded  that  additional  information  was 
required,  particularly  concerning  the  significance  of  Mr.  Tatarian's 
letter.    The  Fire  Commission  instructed    Chief  Casper  and  staff  to 
contact  Mr.  Tatarian  for  a  explanation  of  his  letter  and  to  come  up 
with  a  cost  analysis  concerning  janitorial  services  provided  by  the 
City  as  compared  to  outside  janitorial  services. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)  Continued. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson  of  Firefighters  Local  798  supported  Mr.  Morgan's 
position  and  requested  that  the  budget  include  sufficient  funds  to 
continue  the  present  policy  of  employing  City  janitors  to  maintain 
Fire  Department  Headquarters. 

Commissioner  McClain,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Ream,  moved  that 
the  Fire  Commission  defer  action  on  adopting  the  1978-79  budget 
until  its  meeting  of  January  18,  1978.    There  were  no  further 
questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 


Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President;    Mr.  Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary;  and

were  present  at  this  meeting.

Dear  Sir: 

Friday,  December  23,  at  11:00  p.m.,  the  house  adjoining  mine  was  gutted  by 
fire.    I  want  to  tell  you  of  my  extreme  admiration  for  the  professional 
way  your  people  handled  the  fire,  and  express  my  appreciation  for  their 
courtesy  while  doing  so. 

I  must  admit  that  just  prior  to  your  firefighters'  quick  response,  I  almost 
committed  the  mental  heresy  of  wishing  I  didn't  live  in  one  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's legendary  abutted  houses.    Your  people's  arrival,  however,  quickly 
quieted  my  frantic  survey  of  possible  alternate  places  to  spend  the  night. 
Everyone  knew  exactly  what  to  do,  and  each  did  his  job  as  quickly  and 
efficiently  as  possible. 

A  well-meaning  young  neighbor  rushed  into  the  burning  house  searching  for 
victims,  and  was  gently  restrained  by  your  men.    I  overheard  a  firefighter 
telling  him,  "You  meant  well,  but  it's  very  dangerous  to  enter  a  burning 
building."    He  then  introduced  himself  and  asked  the  young  man  his  name 
before  returning  to  his  duties. 

I  had  moved  my  car  and  left  my  garage  doors  open  so  the  firefighters  could 
get  to  the  rear,  where  the  blaze  seemed  to  be  concentrated.    They  did  so 
with  dispatch,  and  were  very  careful  not  to  disturb  anything  on  the  way. 
They  also  climbed  on  my  roof  to  quell  any  sparks  that  might  come  from  the 
burning  house.

A)  Continued. 


Initially,  I  had  worried  that  a  leftover  spark  or  piece  of  bare  wiring 
might  rekindle  the  fire  after  your  people  left,  but  this  worry,  too,  was 
quickly  laid  to  rest.    The  flames  were  out  in  about  fifteen  minutes,  yet 
your  people  spent  another  two  hours  sifting  the  rubble,  poking  in  the 
beams  and  removing  all  combustible  material  from  the  interior  of  the  house. 
I  know  how  difficult  it  is  to  do  a  routine,  dull  job  well,  and  I  was  very 
impressed  by  the  thoroughness  your  men  gave  the  task. 

A  man  whom  I  presumed  to  be  the  battalion  chief  (he  arrived  in  a  passenger 
car)  sought  me  out  to  reassure  me  that  everything  was  safe,  so  I  could 
return  to  my  home.    Finally,  after  everything  was  over,  the  firefighters 
covered  the  hole  in  the  roof  of  the  burned-out  home,  and  boarded  up  the 
door  so  none  of  the  neighborhood  children  could  enter  and  be  hurt.  As 
they  were  leaving,  I  overheard  some  firemen  expressing  sorrow  for  the 
family  that  would  face  Christmas  without  a  home  to  enjoy  it  in. 

The  firefighters  have  received  the  brunt  of  some  bad  publicity  and  feeling 
lately.    I  doubt  if  anyone  who  saw  them  at  work  that  Friday  night  would 
begrudge  them  any  reasonable  raise,  despite  the  fact  that  we  are  all  con- 
cerned with  inflation  and  fiscal  economy.    I  heard  one  young  woman  say, 
"This  is  the  best  fire  department  in  the  country,  isn't  it?"  Several 
homeowners  standing  by  said,  "Yes",  with  pride  and  confidence  that  the 
finest  possible  job  was  being  done. 

This  is  a  racially  mixed  neighborhood,  made  up  of  quiet,  respectable 
working  families.    The  family  who  lived  in  the  burned  home  is  black,  yet 
neighbors  of  all  ethnic  backgrounds  were  concerned  only  with  the  family's 
safety  and  the  question  of  where  they  would  spend  the  night.    I've  lived 
in  San  Francisco  for  seven  years,  and  originally  came  from  Washington 
state.    The  people  up  there  have  their  minds  made  up  about  big-city 
Cal ifornians ,  without  having  met  any  of  them.    We  are  crazy,  unfriendly, 
doped  up  all  the  time,  and  live  in  a  blighted  area  where  you  can't  drink 
the  water  or  breathe  the  air,  according  to  the  average  Washingtonian . 
I  wish  I  could  have  bottled  the  concern  and  humanity  I  witnessed  that 
night  and  send  it  up  there  to  dispel  a  few  myths. 

Herb  Caen  is  fond  of  saying  San  Francisco  isn't  what  it  used  to  be; 
that  everything  has  gone  to  hell  since  World  War  II.    Some  things  do 
change,  since  life  is  change.    One  thing  that  hasn't  changed  is  the  courtesy 
and  bravery  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department,  or  the  concern  of  the 
people  of  all  backgrounds  for  the  victims  of  misfortune. 

My  thanks  to  your  men  for  saving  my  home.

President  Figone  asked  Dr.  Bonfilio  if  he  had  any  statements  to 
make.    Dr.  Bonfilio  reported  on  the  status  of  the  ten  to  twelve 
firefighters  who  suffered  smoke  inhalation  at  a  coffee  warehouse 
fire.    All  the  men  involved  are  back  on  duty  and  the  investigation 
continues.    Dr.  Bonfilio  reported  that  he  has  been  in  consultation 
with  public  health  officials  to  determine  if  a  system  can  be 
devised  so  that  warehouses  would  be  properly  posted  so  that  fire- 
fighters summoned  to  the  scene  would  know  something  of  the  warehouse 
contents  by  reading  from  a  list  posted  on  the  warehouse  exterior. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Fire  Department  report  on  this  incident 
is  not  finalized;  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  to  submit 
a  report  also.  He  explained  that  the  incident  occurred  at  an  old 
coffee  warehouse  and  that  the  firefighters  were  not  wearing  Scott 
Air  Paks  during  the  overhauling  procedure.  An  in-depth  report  is 
being  prepared  also  by  Assistant  Chief  Burnham. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Dr.  Bonfilio  for  a  status  report  on 
the  Physical  Fitness  Program.    Dr.  Bonfilio  replied  that  the 
Request  for  Supplemental  Appropriation  to  fund  this  pilot  program 
has  not  been  approved  by  the  Mayor's  Office.    The  Mayor's  Office 
is  awaiting  additional  comparative  cost  data  to  determine  which 
institution  will  conduct  the  physical  examinations  which  are  part 
of  the  Physical  Fitness  Pilot  Program. 


2)  Report  on  Toy  Program  presented  by  James  Ferguson,  President, 
Firefighters  Local  798,  and  Lieutenant  John  D.  McDermott,  Toy 
Program  Chairman. 

Mr.  Ferguson  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  opportunity  to  make 
this  report  and  introduced  Lt.  John  D.  McDermott,  Toy  Program 
Chairman,  who  presented  each  Commissioner  with  a  written  financial 
report  for  the  1977  Toy  Program. 

In  summarizing  this  report,  Lt.  McDermott  noted  that  the  value  of  toy 
donations  equaled  $37,800,  that  $59,936  had  been  received  in  cash, 
that  1,650  families  with  a  combined  total  of  9,900  children  were 
recipients  of  63,000  toys.    He  noted  that  $32,367  has  been  deposited 
in  two  banks,  for  use  in  the  1978  Toy  Program. 

Lieutenant  McDermott  expressed  his  appreciation  to  Commissioner 
Del  Carlo,  who  donated  several  hours  of  her  time  during  the  height 
of  the  Toy  Program  distribution. 

Mr.  Ferguson  thanked  the  Fire  Commission  and  Chief  of  Department  for 
their  support  and  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  use  of  Station 
35  and  the  quarters  of  former  Station  30  as  distribution  outlets  for 
the  Toy  Program. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Ream,  that  a 
plaque  be  presented  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Toy  Program,  expressing 
the  Fire  Commission's  appreciation  for  the  outstanding  civic  and 
humanitarian  endeavors  performed  by  representatives  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Fire  Department  Toy  Program.    There  were  no  questions  or  further 
discussion  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  also  noted  that  there  were  several  women 
volunteers  who  worked  long  hours  during  the  toy  program  distribution 
and  asked  Lieutenant  McDermott  to  invite  them  to  the  Fire  Commission 
meeting  when  the  plaque  is  presented  to  the  Toy  Program.

3)    Public  discussion  and  adoption  of  Fire  Department's  1978-79 
Budget    (Continued  from  meeting  of  January  11,  1978). 

Commissioner  BarnhiU,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Ream,  moved  to 
adopt  Chief  Casper's  recommended  budget  for  fiscal  year  1978-79, 
with  the  deletion  of  Item  40,  Paragraph  "G",  Janitorial  Services- 
Headquarters,  in  the  amount  of  $26,000,  which  will  be  decided  upon 
during  discussion  of  next  year's  supplemental  budget.    The  amended 
budget  total  is  $69,795,754. 

Commissioner  Barnhill,  in  explaining  the  reason  for  her  motion, 
cited  the  uncertainty  about  the  correct  procedure  to  be  used  in 
determining  the  issue  of  janitorial  services  for  Fire  Department 
Headquarters.    She  noted  that  the  Charter  Amendment  was  passed 
in  November,  1976,  and  that  the  Controller  had  not  yet  determined 
that  this  service  could  be  performed  at  a  savings  to  the  City 
through  outside  contractors;  that  conflicting  cost  estimates 
had  been  submitted  to  the  Fire  Commission  for  consideration;  that 
she  would  insist  upon  "prevailing  wages"  as  part  of  any  contract 
that  may  have  to  be  let  out  to  bid;  and  that  she  would  insist  upon 
bonding  requirements  for  the  low  bidder. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  was  in  agreement  with  this  motion, 
since  there  are  still  several  questions  which  remain  to  be  answered. 
The  Controller  has  not  yet  set  up  a  list  of  the  employees  who 
perform  duties  which  can  be  awarded  on  outside  contract  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  must  pass  a  resolution  to  this  effect.  Deleting 
this  item  from  the  Fire  Department  Budget  at  this  time  gives  us  two 
months  before  the  item  must  be  approved  in  our  Supplemental  Budget. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  Fire  Department' 
Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1978-79  was  adopted  as  amended. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


4)    Request  by  Universal  Studio  to  film  San  Francisco  Fire  Department. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  he  had  been  in  contact  with  Ms.  Jeanne 
Gartland,  Motion  Picture  Coordinator,  Mayor's  Office,  regarding  a 
request  by  Universal  Studios  to  film  a  pilot  for  a  possible  series 
on  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and  the  Emergency  Ambulance 
Service.    This  project  is  still  in  the  planning  stages.    Chief  Casper 
suggested  that  the  Commissioners  may  wish  to  meet  with  the  producer 
of  the  film  when  he  arrives  in  San  Francisco.    Certain  details  must 
be  worked  out,  such  as  the  wages  for  off-duty  firefighters  used  in 
the  film,  the  cost  to  use  Fire  Department  equipment,  and  the  possi- 
bility of  receiving  a  gift  in  the  way  of  equipment  that  the  Fire 
Department  may  need  from  the  studio. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  the  film  would  be  a  documentary  or  a 
television  series.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  pilot  film  is 
for  a  television  series  similar  to  the  series  "Emergency". 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  this  project  is  only  in  the  preliminary 
stages  and  he  will  report  back  to  the  Commission  as  further 
developments  occur. 


5)    Discussion  of  proposed  Charter  amendments. 

Commissioner  McClain  noted  that  the  Commissioners  had  received  copies 
of  four  proposed  Charter  amendments  that  may  be  placed  before  the 
voters  in  June,  1978.    He  asked  Chief  Casper  if  he  might  receive 
a  brief  explanation  at  this  time. 

Chief  Casper  referred  the  question  to  Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President, 
Firefighters  Local  798,  as  they  had  introduced  three  of  the  four 
proposed  Charter  amendments. 

Mr.  Ferguson  stated  that  he  hoped  to  have  these  Charter  amendments 
calendared  for  Fire  Commission  consideration  prior  to  February  23, 
1978.    The  three  Charter  amendments  introduced  by  Firefighters 
Local  798  refer  to  a  change  in  the  pay  formula,  impasse  procedure, 
and  restoration  of  the  24-hour  tour  of  duty.    The  fourth  Charter 
amendment,  introduced  by  Supervisor  Robert  E.  Gonzales,  deals  with 
promotions  in  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments.    It  is  a  complicated 
amendment  which  changes  some  of  the  language  supported  by  the  Fire 
Commission  in  the  recently  adopted  Proposition  "M". 


The  Fire  Commission  recessed  to  convene  in  Executive  Session  at 
0940  Hours  to  discuss  Item  "D"  -  Termination  of  Probationary 
7334  Stationary  Engineer  Pedreu  C.  Lewis. 

The  Fire  Commission  reconvened  at  0955  Hours. 


Commissioner  Mclain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Ream,  that 
the  termination  of  Probationary  7334  Stationary  Engineer,  Pedreu  C. 
Lewis,  effective  January  17,  1978,  be  approved  on  recommendation 
of  Chief  of  Department.    There  were  no  further  questions  or 
discussion  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 


Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  was 
present  at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  0958  Hours.

Commissioner  McClain,  expanding  on  the  previous  item,  noted  that 
each  Commissioner  had  received  a  letter  from  Chief  Casper  containing 
a  request  for  a  substitute  leave  of  absence.

3)  Report  from  Assistant  Chief  John  H.  Sherratt  on  Safety  Survey  Program. 

Assistant  Chief  Sherratt  reported  that  as  a  result  of  a  random  sampling 
of  the  hundreds  of  homes  surveyed  recently  throughout  the  City  by 
firefighters,  he  has  found  that  the  public's  reaction  to  this  program 
is  very  positive.    He  wanted  the  firefighting  Assistant  Chiefs  sitting 
in  the  audience  to  know  that  the  sampling  demonstrated  that  the 
firefighters  were  very  courteous  when  dealing  with  the  public  during 
this  Home  Safety  Survey  Program.    He  commented  that  the  results  of  the 
program  were  very  gratifying,  that  the  homeowners  were  receiving  fire 
safety  information,  as  well  as  information  on  how  and  where  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Fire  Department  in  the  event  of  a  fire,  and  the  advantages 
of  smoke  detectors. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  Assistant  Chief  Sherratt  and  Director  Gage 
are  to  be  commended  on  the  success  of  this  program. 

4)  Universal  Studios  Pilot  Program  Up-Date. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  if  he  had  any  further 
information  on  Universal  Studios'  request  to  film  a  pilot  program 
in  San  Francisco.    Chief  Casper  replied  that  the  statements  contained 
in  his  January  21  memorandum  reflect  the  current  status  of  the  request. 


5)    Status  of  Firefighter  Kevin  Gonzalves. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  if  Firefighter  Gonzalves 

was  recovering  from  his  gunshot  wound  which  he  received  on  duty 

during  a  fire  at  Fifth  and  Clara  Streets  on  December  14,  1977. 

Chief  Casper  replied  that  he  is  doing  quite  well  and  is  presently 

participating  in  a  therapy  program  with  the  expectation  that  he 
will  be  restored  to  full  health.

6)    Report  on  National  Fire  Protection  Association  School  Program. 

Chief  Casper  informed  the  Commission  that  last  night  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  had  for 
its  consideration  the  proposed  Fire  Prevention  Pilot  Program  for 
elementary  and  secondary  schools.    This  program  would  be  the  primary 
responsibility  of  teachers,  with  occasional  assistance  provided  by 
members  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  in  the  form  of  class  lectures. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  between  him  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  all 
members  of  the  Board  of  Education  had  been  contacted  and  their 
support  solicited  for  this  worthwhile  program.    He  also  stated 
that  he  had  a  conversation  with  Dr.  Cornacchia  concerning  the 
feasibility  of  having  this  program  presented  in  Spanish  and 
Cantonese . 


7)    San  Francisco  Chronicle  -  Article  on  Tuesday,  January  24,  1978, 
concerning  Police  Academy  graduates. 

Commissioner  McClain  noted  that  the  subject  article  stated  that 
the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  was  up  to  strength  as  a  result  . 
of  its  most  recent  graduating  class  of  police  officers.    He  expressed 
a  wish  that  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  would  also  be  up  to 
full  strength  at  the  conclusion  of  the  current  budgetary  process.

There  was  a  brief  discussion  on  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative  scheduled 
to  be  on  the  State-wide  ballot  on  June  6,  1978.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  he  soon  would  be  meeting  with  representatives  of  Firefighters 
Local  798  to  discuss  the  three  proposed  Charter  amendments  introduced 
by  Local  798  for  possible  inclusion  on  the  June  6  Ballot.  After 
this  discussion,  the  Chief  stated  that  he  would  report  to  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  results  of  this  meeting  and  that  the  Charter  amendments 
would  be  calendared  for  public  discussion  next  month.

Dr.  Bernard  had  statistics  regarding  firefighters  which 
seem  to  demonstrate  that  a  reduction  in  injuries  occurs  after  a  physical 
fitness  program  has  been  in  effect.    Our  program  is  still  not  operational 
due  to  the  lack  of  funding.    Once  the  supplemental  appropriation  is 
approved  we  can  begin  our  pilot  program. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Dr.  Bonfilio  for  a  status  report  on  his 
attempt  to  have  commercial  buildings  posted  with  a  list  of  hazardous 
substances  that  they  may  contain.    Dr.  Bonfilio  stated  that  there  was 
nothing  new  since  the  report  he  gave  to  the  Commission  last  week,  and 
that  Dr.  Dritz  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  will  be  in  touch  with 
Environmental  Control  personnel  and  that  they  will  contact  Chief  Casper 
when  a  plan  is  drawn  up.    Commissioner  Ream  asked  that  the  Commission 
be  kept  informed  as  to  the  progress  of  this  plan. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  commented  that  yesterday  she  was  at  City  Hall 
and  noticed  a  sign  indicating  that  eye  tests  were  being  conducted 
for  H2  Firefighters.

Assistant  Chief 
Traversaro  is  assisted  by  Inspector  Mike  Patterson  of  the  Bureau 
of  Fire  Prevention,  and  meets  periodically  with  the  City's  Office 
of  Emergency  Services  to  develop  these  procedures. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  that  this  matter  be  calendared  for  future 
discussion  as  it  relates  to  the  problem  of  posting  commercial  estab- 
lishments that  contain  hazardous  substances.

Commissioner  uei  Cario  made  reference  to  Chief  Casper's  letter  dated 
January  23,  1978,  addressed  to  Mr.  Robert  Won  of  the  Mayor's  Office 
of  Manpower,  concerning  a  request  for  a  CETA  position  to  function  as 
Curator  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  Museum.    She  wondered 
if  this  position  were  filled,  whether  the  Museum  would  then  be  able  to 
remain  open  full-time.    Commissioner  Del  Carlo  indicated  that  she  had 
other  questions  to  raise  and  at  the  suggestion  of  Acting  Chief  Condon 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Fire  Commission,  the  matter  will  be 
calendared  for  discussion  on  February  8,  1978. 


5)    Board  of  Education  Meeting  -  Fire  Safety  Curriculum. 

Commissioner  Ream  informed  the  Commission  that  she  attended  last 
week's  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  where  they  discussed  and 
approved  the  Fire  Department's  Fire  Safety  Curriculum.    She  cited 
this  program  as  an  example  of  effective  interdepartmental  cooperation 
for  the  benefit  of  San  Francisco  school  children.    She  complimented 
Assistant  Chief  John  H.  Sherratt,  Director  Earl  Gage,  and  Inspector 
Robert  Willett  for  their  efforts  in  making  this  program  a  success.

1)    Report  from  Chief  Casper  re  request  for  Curator  (CETA),  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department  Museum,  655  Presidio  Avenue. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  to  explain  some  of  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Curator.    Chief  Casper  indicated  that  he  would 
catalog  the  items  contained  in  the  Museum  as  well  as  those  items  not 
on  display  due  to  the  lack  of  space.    He  would  be  responsible  for 
opening  the  Museum  each  day  and  he  will  be  supervised  by  the  officer 
in  charge  of  Station  10. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  the  Museum  presently  is  open  on 
weekends.    Firefighter  William  Koenig,  representing  the  St.  Francis 
Hook  and  Ladder  Society,  replied  that  the  Museum  is  open  365  days  a 
year.    He  stated  that  with  the  addition  of  the  Curator  and  the  new 
program  of  City  guides,  the  Museum  would  be  staffed  by  non-f irefighting 
personnel  every  day. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  to  explain  the  procedure 
used  when  a  class  of  school  children  desires  to  visit  the  Museum. 
The  Chief  replied  that  the  school  contacts  Fire  Department  Headquarters 
and  a  date  and  time  is  arranged  through  the  cooperation  of  the  officer 
in  charge  at  Station  10.    When  the  City  guides  program  is  established, 
they  will  conduct  the  tours  under  the  Fire  Department's  direction. 

President  Figone  wanted  to  know  how  the  Museum  is  publicized.  Chief 
Casper  replied  that  various  periodicals  mention  the  Museum  and  that 
it  is  publicized  by  the  San  Francisco  Convention  &  Visitors  Bureau. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  how  many  CETA  employees  are  currently 
working  in  the  Fire  Department.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  there  are 
presently  thirteen  employees,  most  of  whom  are  clerical  workers,  with 
two  janitors. 


2)    Report  from  Chief  Casper  on  his  meeting  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
January  5-6,  1978,  as  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Fire 
Training  and  Education  for  the  National  Fire  Academy. 

Chief  Casper  provided  each  Commissioner  with  a  one-page  memorandum 
dated  February  8,  1978  (with  attachments).    He  briefly  touched  on 
this  report  by  explaining  that  accreditation  of  fire-related  courses 
in  community  col  leges  throughout  the  United  States  does  not  seem  to 
be  an  insurmountable  problem.    However,  a  major  unresolved  issue 
faced  by  this  Committee  is  whether  or  not  there  will  be  accreditation 
for  training  courses.    He  also  discussed  the  composition  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  was  in  attendance  in  New  Orleans. 


3)    Report  from  Chief  Casper  on  his  meeting  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
January  9-10,  1978,  as  a  member  of  the  Fire  Safety  and  Disaster 
Preparedness  Task  Force,  Urban  Consortium. 

Chief  Casper  provided  the  Commission  with  a  two-page  memorandum 
with  attachments,  dated  February  8,  1978.    Chief  Casper  explained 
that  the  Urban  Consortium  represents  cities  in  the  United  States 
with  populations  greater  than  500,000.    He  commented  on  his  specific 
assignment.    As  a  member  of  this  Consortium  he  will  be  responsible 
for  reporting  on  the  impact  of  the  Insurance  Services  Office  revised 
fire  rating  procedure.    The  previous  system  of  a  grading  schedule  has 
been  discontinued  for  cities  of  500,000  and  a  five-year  incurred  loss 
procedure  will  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  grading  schedule.    He  also 
stated  that  cities  will  be  surveyed  concerning  the  eight  major  topics 
contained  in  his  memorandum.    The  data  obtained  from  these  cities  will 
be  fed  into  a  computer,  compiled  and  distributed. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  as  a  Task  Force  member  of  the  Urban  Consortium, 
he  was  representing  Deputy  Mayor  Bernard  Teitelbaum. 

President  Figone  compliment  Chief  Casper  on  his  thorough  report.

a)    File  #96-78,  Charter  Amendment  (Second  Draft)  amending 
Sections  3.530,  3.533,  3.534,  8.327  and  8.340,  relating 
to  promotions  in  uniformed  forces  of  police  and  fire 
departments  (Supervisor  Gonzales). 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Phil  Ward  was  present  and  explained  the  reasons 
why  the  language  in  Charter  Section  8.327  adopted  by  the  voters  in 
November  1977,  as  Proposition  "M",  was  being  proposed  for  change  in 
this  Charter  amendment  (Page  8).    The  effect  of  this  language  change 
would  be  to  alter  the  Fire  Commission's  role  in  promotional  examina- 
tions from  making  a  recommendation  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  being  consulted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

For  the  next  fifteen  minutes  there  was  an  exchange  of  views  from 
among  the  members  of  the  Fire  Commission,  Chief  Casper,  Deputy 
City  Attorney  Ward  and  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters 
Local  798. 

Mr.  Ferguson  didn't  think  the  Fire  Department  should  be  mentioned 
at  all  in  this  proposed  Charter  amendment  and  urged  the  Fire 
Commission  not  to  support  this  Charter  amendment  in  its  present 
form. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Ward  expressed  his  concern  as  an  attorney 
over  the  possible  ambiguity  contained  in  Proposition  "M",  speci- 
fically that  because  the  Fire  Commission's  recommendation  is 
permissive  (the  use  of  the  word  "may"), a  failure  to  recommend  any  kind 
of  examination  might  severely  restrict  the  Civil  Service  Commission's 
ability  to  construct  an  appropriate  promotional  examination. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  worked  extensively  with  the  Fire 
Commission  and  the  Union  on  the  formulation  and  passage  of  Proposition 
"M"  and  that  his  concern  is  that  if  this  language  is  changed  it  will 
have  a  diluting  effect  on  the  Fire  Department's  educational  incentive 
program  and  the  committee  which  has  to  be  formed  as  part  of  Proposition 
"M".    He  also  commented  that  he  was  less  concerned  about  the  Fire  Com- 
mission's ability  to  make  appropriate  recommendations  concerning  pro- 
motional examinations  than  the  Civil  Service  Commission  staff's 
ability  to  construct  an  examination  in  a  timely  fashion.    He  reminded 
the  Commission  that  he  has  written  several  letters  attempting  to  get 
an  eligible  list  for  the  positions  of  H20  Lieutenant  and  H30  Captain. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill,  that 
the  Fire  Commission  go  on  record  in  opposition  to  Charter  amendment 
File  No.  96-78  (Second  Draft)  in  its  present  form,  specifically  that 
language  proposed  to  be  deleted  and  added  on  Page  8  thereof.

President  Ferguson  explained  that  these  proposed  Charter  amendments 
were  introduced  on  January  3,  1978  in  time  to  be  considered  for 
inclusion  on  the  June  6,  1978  ballot.

President  Ferguson  wondered  if  the  Fire  Commission  would  consider 
appointing  a  sub-committee  of  two  Commissioners  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  with  representatives  of  Local  798  and  Chief  Casper  in 
the  next  day  or  so  in  order  to  fully  explore  these  two  Charter 
amendments.

Chief  Casper  suggested  that  Deputy  City  Attorney  Phil  Ward 
review  the  two-page  document  and  make  some  general  comments. 

Mr.  Ward  stated  that  payment  for  use  of  Fire  Department  equipment 
in  this  film  will  be  submitted  in  the  form  of  a  gift  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  that  only  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
has  the  power  to  accept  a  gift.    He  suggested  that  a  resolution  to 
this  effect  be  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
as  soon  as  possible.    He  also  noted  that  Paragraph  4  of  the  proposed 
agreement  dealing  with  insurance  should  be  altered  to  include  the 
City  and  County  as  an  additional  insured. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  talked  to  Dianne  Feinstein,  President, 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  that  she  requested  a  letter  of  explanation 
concerning  the  filming  of  this  pilot  program. 

Vice  President  Ream,  expressing  the  consensus  of  the  Commission, 
indicated  that  the  Fire  Commission  generally  was  supportive  of 
this  agreement  and  would  enter  into  the  agreement  if  it  met  legal 
requirements.    She  suggested  that  this  matter  be  re-calendared  for 
the  meeting  of  February  22,  1978,  as  she  understands  that  Universal 
Studios  wishes  to  begin  filming  on  that  date.    She  further  instructed 
Chief  Casper  to  meet  with  Deputy  City  Attorney  Phil  Ward  to  draft  new 
language  prior  to  next  week's  Commission  meeting. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill, 
that  a  resolution  accepting  a  gift  be  prepared  and  transmitted  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  immediately  and  that  the  matter  be  re- 
calendared  for  consideration  at  the  Fire  Commission  meeting  of 
February  22,  1978.     There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion 
and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved.

5)    Fire  Safety  Survey  Memorandum. 

Commissioner  McClain  made  reference  to  a  memorandum  from  Assistant 
Chief  John  H.  Sherratt  to  Chief  Casper,  dated  February  13,  1978, 
concerning  a  fire  safety  survey. 

He  noticed  that  in  Paragraph  4,  Assistant  Chief  Sherratt  suggested 
that  if  funds  were  available  to  assist  the  poor  in  purchasing  smoke 
detectors  it  might  result  in  a  sharp  reduction  in  the  loss  of  life. 
He  felt  that  this  subject  matter  was  something  that  should  be 
publicized  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  that  it  is  something 
the  Fire  Commission  should  support  as  a  reflection  of  their  concern 
for  the  safety  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  McClain  suggested  that  his  colleagues  read  this  report 
and  express  themselves  at  a  later  time.    Chief  Casper  commended 
Commissioner  McClain  for  his  comments  and  stated  that  he  would  like 
to  seek  Federal  funds  to  provide  smoke  detectors  for  the  poor.  He 
suggested  that  HEW  might  be  a  proper  source  for  funds  and  that  he 
would  contact  members^  of  Congress  to  determine  the  availability  of 
Federal  funds. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


5)    Fire  Safety  Survey  Memorandum  (Continued). 


Commissioner  McClain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Del  Carlo, 
that  Chief  Casper  be  authorized  to  investigate  funding  sources  for 
the  possible  acquisition  of  smoke  detectors  for  the  poor  and  that 
this  matter  be  re-calendared  for  the  meeting  of  February  22,  1978. 
There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  Supervisor  Dianne  Feinstein  had 
introduced  an  ordinance  regarding  smoke  detectors.    Chief  Casper 
stated  that  after  the  Sincere  Hotel  fire  in  November,  1976,  where 
people  were  trapped  who  might  have  escaped  in  time  if  there  had 
been  smoke  detectors  in  the  building,  former  Supervisor  Nelder 
looked  into  the  possibility  of  requiring  smoke  detectors  in  Type  3 
and  5  occupancies.    An  ordinance  is  now  in  effect  which  requires 
smoke  detectors  in  the  halls  and  stairways  of  apartment  houses  and 
hotels  of  this  type,  if  they  do  not  have  a  sprinkler  system. 

Vice  President  Ream  suggested  that  the  Fire  Commission  go  into  this 
matter  in  greater  depth  at  the  next  Commission  meeting. 

Chief  Casper  recommended  having  the  Fire  Marshal  do  a  study  of 
the  smoke  detector  requirements  in  other  counties  and  report  back 
to  the  Commission. 


6)    Accidents  Caused  by  Flaming  Desserts. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  stated  that  she  had  received  a  report  from 
Chief  Casper  on  the  recent  tragic  accident  at  the  Hyatt  Regency 
Hotel  caused  by  a  flaming  dessert.    She  understood  that  accidents 
of  this  nature  due  to  flaming  drinks  or  desserts  are  fairly  common, 
though  not  usually  as  serious  as  this  incident,  and  also  commented 
on  the  danger  of  flaming  torches  as  used  at  the  Fairmont.  She 
suggested  that  some  action  be  taken  to  correct  this  situation  before 
more  serious  accidents  occur. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  shared  Commissioner  Barnhill 's  concern 
and  commented  that  the  use  of  flaming  torches  is  illegal  under  the 
current  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Code. 

Chief  Casper  informed  the  Commission  that  a  letter  is  being  sent 
to  hotel  and  restaurant  owners  informing  them  of  Fire  Code  regula- 
tions regarding  flaming  torches  in  places  of  public  assemblage,  and 
advising  that  legislation  is  being  contemplated  regarding  stricter 
regulations  for  flaming  drinks  and  desserts. 


7)    Self-Service  Gas  Stations. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  made  reference  to  articles  which  have  appeared 
recently  in  the  newspaper  regarding  Supervisor  Kopp's  proposed  ordinance 
allowing  self-service  gas  stations  in  San  Francisco,  which  state  that 
the  proposal  has  been  approved  by  the  Fire  Commission.    She  noted  that 
this  matter  had  been  the  subject  of  discussion  by  the  Fire  Commission, 
but  that  the  Commission  took  no  formal  action  to  approve  or  disapprove 
the  proposal . 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


7)    Self-Service  Gas  Stations  (Continued). 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  was  asked 
to  draft  requirements  for  self-service  stations,  and  the  Department 
was  not  asked  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  proposal.    The  Fire 
Department  did  insist  on  certain  provisions  to  make  such  self-service 
stations  as  safe  as  possible. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  McClain, 
that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Fire, Safety  and  Police  Committee  and 
to  Supervisor  Quentin  L.  Kopp  informing  them  that  the  Fire  Commission 
did  not  take  any  action  on  this  proposal,  making  it  clear  that  the 
Commission  neither  approved  nor  disapproved  the  proposed  ordinance. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  was 
unanimously  approved. 


8)    Hazardous  Conditions  at  Airport  Fire  Station. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  he  had  received  a  copy  of  a  letter 
dated  February  8,  regarding  safety  hazards  at  the  Airport  Rescue 
Station,  and  asked  Chief  Casper  if  any  action  had  been  taken  to 
improve  the  situation. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  he  has  been  in  contact  with  Airport 
Director  Richard  Heath  on  this  subject.    He  described  the  improvements 
needed  at  the  Airport  Fire  Station  and  cited  the  particularly 
hazardous  situation  existing  in  heavy  rains  when  the  floor  of  the 
station  is  flooded.    The  Chief  stated  that  a  new  Airport  Fire  Station 
is  needed,  and  attempts  are  being  made  in  that  direction. 

Vice  President  Ream  asked  Chief  Casper  to  continue  to  report  to 
the  Commission  on  this  situation. 


President  James  Ferguson,  Vice  President  Anthony  Sacco,  Secretary 
Leon  Bruschera,  Directors  Ernest  Aitken  and  Elmer  Ballard  of 
Firefighters  Local  798  were  in  attendance  at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  1030  Hours.

over  terms  and  conditions  of  employment. 

b)  File  #108-78,  Charter  Amendment  (Third  Draft),  Section 
8.452,  relating  to  work  schedules  and  tours  of  duty  in 
the  Fire  Department. 

NOTE:    These  two  Charter  Amendments  were  discussed  on  Thursday, 

February  16,  1978.    Persons  who  attended  this  meeting  were 
Commissioners  Agnes  Barnhill  and  Curtis  McClain,  Chief  of 
Department  Andrew  C.  Casper,  Secretary  Raymond  G.  Connors; 
and  James  Ferguson,  President;  Anthony  Sacco,  Vice  President; 
Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary;  and  Elmer  Ballard,  Legal  Repre- 
sentative, Firefighters  Local  798. 

Secretary  Connors  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Legislative  and 
Personnel  Committee,  at  its  meeting  of  February  17,  1978,  had 
suggested  additional  changes  to  both  Charter  amendments  and  that 
neither  Charter  amendment  in  its  revised  form  was  available  today 
for  discussion.    He  further  informed  the  Commission  that  Mr.  James 
Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  had  requested  a  con- 
tinuance for  these  two  Charter  amendments. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill,  that 
these  proposed  Charter  amendments.  File  Nos.  97-78  and  108-78,  be 
continued  for  one  week  and  that  each  Commissioner  be  provided  a  copy 
of  the  current  drafts  of  these  two  Charter  amendments  so  that  sub- 
stantive discussion  can  be  made  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Fire 
Commission.    There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the 
motion  was  unanimously  approved.

2)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  Andrew  C.  Casper  concerning  the 
availability  of  Federal  funds  -  Health.,  Education  &  Welfare  or 
Community  Development  -  for  purchase  of  smoke  detectors  for  the 
poor.    (Reference:  Memorandum  from  Assistant  Chief  John  H.  Sherratt, 
entitled  Fire  Safety  Survey,  dated  February  13,  1978,  Paragraph  4. 
Continued  from  meeting  of  February  15,  1978). 

Chief  Casper  informed  the  Commission  that  he  had  a  telephone  con- 
versation with  an  aide  to  Congressman  Phillip  Burton.  Preliminarily, 
Chief  Casper  noted  that  the  use  of  smoke  detectors  in  low-income  areas 
is  significantly  less  than  other  areas  of  San  Francisco  that  were 
surveyed. 

During  his  conversation  with  Congressman  Burton's  aide,  three  items 
were  covered:  (a)  a  method  of  providing  smoke  detectors  for  the  poor, 
for  example,  through  the  use  of  funds  provided  by  HUD;  (b)  possibility 
of  receiving  Federal  funding  for  the  Fire  Department's  Braille  program; 
and  (c)  possibility  of  obtaining  Federal  funding  for  the  bilingual  fire 
alarm  box  decals. 

Congressman  Burton's  aide  was  very  receptive  to  all  three  Fire  Depart- 
ment programs  and  promised  to  investigate  sources  of  funding.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  he  would  report  back  to  the  Fire  Commission  with 
additional  information  once  Congressman  Burton's  aide  has  completed 
his  research  into  the  availability  of  Federal  funding    for  these 
three  programs. 


OFF  CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


3)    SoB.  90 

Commissioner  Ream  requested  that  S.B.  90  be  calendared  for  consideration 
at  a  Fire  Commission  meeting  so  that  the  Commission  can  be  informed  as 
to  what  on-going  programs  are  mandated  by  State  law  from  which  identi- 
fiable costs  may  be  recovered  from  State  funds. 


4)    Up-dating  Administrative  Procedures  and  Inspection  Forms  for  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention. 

Chief  Casper  informed  the  Commission  that  he  has  started  a  program 
to  improve  administrative  procedures  and  inspection  forms  for  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  and  invited  the  Fire  Commission  to 
participate. 

Commissioner  Ream  suggested  that  President  Figone  appoint  an  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  to  work  with  the  Chief  on  this  matter.    President  Figone 
announced  his  intention  to  appoint  such  a  Committee. 


5)    Fire  Hydrant  Parking  Citation  Program. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  to  report  on  the  status  of  the 
program  where  Battalion  Chiefs  were  allowed  to  issue  citations  to 
motorists  who  illegally  park  in  fire  hydrant  zones. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  is  an  on-going  program  and  that  monthly 
reports  by  Battalion  District  are  forwarded  to  his  office. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION 


5)  Continued. 

A  copy  of  the  file  was  obtained  and  shown  to  President  Figone,  who 
noted  that  in  September,  1977,  approximately  230  citations  were 
issued,  whereas  in  subsequent  months  the  average  dropped  to  40  or  50 
per  month.    He  wondered  why  there  was  such  a  marked  decrease. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  citations 
reflected  an  increase  in  the  Battalion  Chiefs'  workload.    For  example 
the  new  CRISP  program  and  increased  public  assemblage  inspections 
take  up  a  great  deal  of  the  Battalion  Chiefs'  time  which  means  they 
have  less  time  available  to  ticket  motorists  parking  in  fire  hydrant 
zones . 

Chief  Casper  also  pointed  out  that  even  though  the  Battalion  Chief 
tags  an  illegally  parked  vehicle,  it  is  not  always  easy  to  have 
the  Police  Department  take  the  steps  to  have  the  vehicle  towed  away. 
Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  enact  legisla- 
tion empowering  the  Battalion  Chiefs  to  not  only  ticket  illegally 
parked  cars  but  also  have  the  cars  removed  from  the  hydrant  zone. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  could  foresee  a  problem  in  that  the 
Battalion  Chiefs  would  have  to  take  a  police  officer  training 
course  in  order  to  have  authority  to  have  vehicles  towed,  plus 
the  vehicle's  contents  would  have  to  be  cataloged.  This  would  be 
a  time-consuming  process. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Del  Carlo,  that 
a  letter  be  sent,  over  the  President's  signature,  to  the  President 
of  the  Police  Commission,  informing  him  of  the  problem  encountered 
by  the  Fire  Department  where  vehicles  illegally  parked  at  fire 
hydrants  are  ticketed  by  the  Fire  Department  but  frequently  not 
towed  away.    President  Figone  also  directed  that  the  President 
of  the  Police  Commission  be  requested  to  respond  to  our  letter. 
There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

President  Figone  commented  that  he  frequently  sees  Fire  Department 
automobiles  parked  in  fire  hydrant  zones  and  suggested  that  the 
Fire  Department  set  an  example  for  the  people  of  San  Francisco  by 
refraining  from  parking  in  these  zones. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  quite  often  it  is  necessary  for  an 
inspector,  as  an  example,  to  use  a  fire  hydrant  zone  in  order  to 
inspect  a  building  in  his  area.    He  commented  that  he  would  address 
the  concerns  expressed  by  President  Figone  through  internal  adminis- 
trative action. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  to  determine  if  these 
parking  tickets  issued  by  Battalion  Chiefs  are  being  dismissed 
when  the  driver  gets  to  court.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  would 
call  the  Traffic  Commissioner  and  report  back  to  the  Fire  Commission. 


Mr.  Ernest  Aitken,  Director,  Firefighters  Local  798,  was  present 
at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  0935  Hours.

Commissioner  McClain  informed  the  members  of  the  Commission  that 
he  and  his  colleague  on  the  Subcommittee,  Commissioner  Barnhill, 
had  met  twice  with  representatives  of  Firefighters  Local  798, 
Chief  Casper  and  Secretary  Connors.    The  draft  before  the  Commis- 
sion for  consideration  has  undergone  two  changes  since  the  first 
meeting  held  by  the    Subcommittee.    He  informed  his  colleagues 
that  Pages  1-10  simply  delete  what  is  now  known  as  Charter 
Section  8.405.    Pages  11  -  20  add  the  new  language  dealing  with 
salary-setting  procedures  and  impasse  procedures  concerning  wages, 
hours  and  other  terms  and  conditions  of    employment.    This  Charter 
amendment  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  people  of  San  Francisco  are 
opposed  to  Police  and  Fire  Department  strikes.    The  Legislative 
and  Personnel  Committee  gave  this  Charter  amendment  a  "do  pass" 
recommendation  by  a  vote  of  two  to  one. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  indicated  that  there  would  be  a  Fourth 
Draft  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  typographical  errors.  She 
also  commented  that  some    type  of  impasse  procedure  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  police  officers  and  firefighters 
as  workers  for  the  City  and  County  of  San    Francisco.    She  recommended 
that  the  Fire  Commission  unanimously  support  this  Charter  amendment. 


3)    Discussion  of  proposed  Charter  amendments, 
a)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  would  be  very  important  to  prevent  the 
relinquishment  of  the  day  to    day  operations  of  the  Fire  Department 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  that  it  would  be  essential  if  this 
Charter  amendment  passes  to  establish  a  memorandum  of  understanding 
to  protect  the  Fire  Commission's  rights  in  the   daily  management 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary,  Firefighters  Local  798,  supported  Chief 
Casper's  concern  and  stated  that  a  memorandum  of  understanding 
would  be  one  of  the  first  orders  of  business  and  that  Firefighters 
Local  798  wishes  to  continue  dealing  with  the  Fire  Commission  and 
the  Chief  of  Department  on  non-monetary  matters  affecting  the 
firefighters  and  Fire  Department  operations. 

Mr.  Bruschera  cited  two  major  deletions  in  this  draft  which  were 
present  in  the  original  document  prepared  by  Local  798.  The 
no-strike  provision  was  removed  from  this  Charter  amendment  at 
the  suggestion  of  Supervisor  Molinari,  primarily  because  the 
no-strike  provision  already  is  included  in  the  Charter  and  he 
saw  no  reason  to  include  a  no-strike  provision  along  with  an 
impasse  provision.    Also,  the  "sunset  clause"  which  would  have 
allowed  voter  review  at  the  end  of  three  to  five  years  has  been 
striken  on  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney's  office. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  noted  that  Paragraph  "D''  on  Page  16  (by 
referencing  California  Government  Code  Sections  3500  to  3510) 
effectively  limits  the  scope  of  representation  and  what  can  be 
the  subject  of  meet  and  confer  sessions. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Mr.  Bruschera  to  review,  in  a  general 
sense,  the  history  of  this  type  of  legislation  as  it  has  applied 
to  other  Fire  Departments  who  sought  to  establish  impasse  pro- 
cedures concerning  wages,  hours  and  working  conditions.  She 
stated  that  people  are  concerned  that  this  type  of  legislation 
would  result  in  increased  costs  to  government. 

Mr.  Bruschera  stated  that  this  proposed  procedure  is  different 
than  the  meet  and  confer  procedure  used  in  most  other  cities 
since  this  is  based  on  "last  best  offer".    In  Oakland,  for  example, 
in  a  recent  settlement  the  people  bargaining  for  the  City  of 
Oakland  were  not  experienced  negotiators  and  the  result  was  a 
costly  settlement  to  the  City  of  Oakland.    It  has  balanced  itself 
out  in  subsequent  years.    The  City  of  Vallejo  and  Hayward  also 
have  this  procedure.     He  stated  that  the  last  offer  or  final 
offer  format  included  in  this  Charter  amendment  would  tend  to 
prevent  the  extreme  type  of  decision  that  occurred    during  the 
first  year  that  Oakland  had  its  impasse  procedure  in  effect. 

Mr.  Elmer  Ballard,  Legal  Representative,  Firefighters  Local  798, 
stated  that  this  type  of  legislation  is  in  effect  in  14  states 
in  the  United  States.    In  Michigan,  prior  to  this  there  were  over 
60  public  employee  strikes.    After  this  type  of  legislation  went 
into  effect,  there  was  not  a  single  strike  to    the    best  of  his 
knowledge.    He  also  noted  that  Page  17  of  the  proposed  Charter 
amendment  directs  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Impasse  Resolution  Board 
must  come  from  one  of  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties.    This  would 
insure  obtaining  someone  who  is  familiar  with  San  Francisco  and 
the  Bay  Area  in  general. 
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3)    Discussion  of  proposed  Chdrcsr  Anenart'onts . 
a)  ConL.iiuej. 

Comrii ss ioner  Ream  made  reference  r:.o  a  Chronicle  editorial  dated 
February  28,  1978.    This  editorial  stated  that  the  Charter 
amendment  would  enable  the  Board  of  buoervisors  to  avoid  their 
elected  responsibilities  by  na^'ing  a  neut*^dl  third  party  make 
important  monetary  decisions.    She  commented  that  the  present 
Charter  lanyudge,  oy  directing  that  five  cities  in  California 
be  surveyed  before  the  wages    for  police  officers  and  firefighters 
of  San  Francisco  can  be  established,  equally  is  an  abrogation  on 
the  part  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  its  responsibility  to 
deal  with  City  employees,  based  upon  the  specific  and  unique 
circumstances  that  exist  in  San  Francisco.    She  further  stated 
that  she  enthusiastically  supports  this  proposed  Charter  amendment. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill, 
that  the  Fire  Commission  endorse  and  support  this  Charter 
amendment  and  directed  the  Secretary  of  the  Fire  Commission  to 
send  a  letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  expressing  the  Fire 
Commission's  endorsement. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion 
to  endorse  and  support  the  proposed  Charter  amendment  was 
unanimously  approved. 


b)    File  #108-78,  Charter  Amendment  (Fourth  Draft),  Section  8.452, 

relating  to  work  schedules  and  tours  of  duty  in  the  Fire  Department. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Fourth  Draft 
of  this  Charter  amendment  simply  establishes  a  maximum  average  work 
week  not    to  exceed  48.7  hours.    She  stated  that  the  Legislative 
and  Personnel  Committee  had  approved  this  Charter  amendment  by  a 
vote  of  three  to  nothing  and  she  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
McClain,  that  the  Fire  Commission  support  and  endorse  this  proposed 
Charter  amendment. 

President  Figone  asked  if  there  were  any  further  questions  or 
discussion.    Mr.  Bruschera  commented  that  the  Legislative  and 
Personnel  Committee  had  amended  the  original  proposal  by  re- 
inserting the  H-hour  tour  of  duty  limitation  and  that  the  Charter 
amendment  presently  before  the  Commission  only  establishes  a  maximum 
work  week  of  43.7  hours  and  he  stated  that  the  Legislative  and 
Personnel  Committee  had  unanimously  approved  this  Charter  amendment. 

Chief  Casper  asked  the  Union  representatives  to  comment  on  the 
effect  of  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative.    If  both  the  initiative  and 
the  Charter  amendment  were  to  pass,  which  one  would  be  in  effect. 
For  example,  if  the  department  were  forced  to  take  a  substantial 
cut  in  budget  because  of  the  initiative,  could  the  work  week  be 
lengthened? 

Mr.  Bruschera  stated  that  che  objective  of  this  Charter  amendment 
is  to  prevent  an  extension  of  the  work  week  which,  during  the  last 
two  budget  sessions,  had  been  used  as  a  threat  by  certain  members 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    He  felt  that  the  Charter  amendment 
would  prevail  and  the  work  week  could  not  be  lengthened.  Elmer 
Ballard  stated  that  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative  would  have  no  direct 
effect  on  this  Charter  amendment.    He  felt  that  the  48.7  hour  work 
week  would  preserve  jobs. 
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3)    Discussion  of  proposed  Charter  Amendments, 
b)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  last  Friday  he  met  with  his  staff  to 
discuss  the  possible  impact  of  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative.  Based 
on  a  projected  10%  reduction  as  a  minimum,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  deactivate  eleven  firefighting  companies  and  one  division. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  passage  of  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initia- 
tive would  result    in  cuts  in  all  public  jobs,  and  that  he  preferred 
not  to  think  negatively  but  rather  in  terms  of  defeating  the 
initiative.    He  felt  that  the  Charter  amendment,  if  passed,  would 
preserve  jobs,  and  he  didn't  think  we  should  make  a  determination 
on  this  Charter  amendment  based  upon  what  may  or  may  not  happen  if 
the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative  passes. 

Chief  Casper  responded  that  as  a  department  head,  he  had  an  obliga- 
tion to  alert  people  before  they  vote  on  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative 
just  exactly  what  impact  the  passage  of  the  initiative  would  have 
on  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Department  and  its  ability  to  deliver 
necessary  services.    For  this  reason,  he  is  preparing  contingency 
plans. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  stated  that  she  supports  the  proposed 
Charter  amendment  because  she  is  opposed  to  wage  cuts  "through 
the  back  door"  by  forcing  workers  to  work  longer  hours  for  the 
same  amount  of  money.    She  stated  that  she  agreed  with  Chief 
Casper  that  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  should  know  what  the 
affect  of  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative  will  be. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  to 
endorse  and  support  the  proposed  Charter  amendment  was  unanimously 
approved  and  the  Commission  Secretary  was  directed  to  send  a 
letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  expressing  the  Fire  Commission's 
endorsement.

4)    Chief  Casper  introduced  Dick  Sheridan,  Chief,  Treasure  Island  Fire  Depart- 
ment.   Chief  Sheridan  extended  best  wishes  and  congratulations  to 
Assistant  Chief  Joseph  A.  Sullivan. 


5)    President  Figone  acknowledged  the  presence  of  Firefighter  Kevin  Gonzalves 
and  expressed  the  Commission's  pleasure  in  seeing  him  here  today. 
Firefighter  Gonzalves  thanked    the  Commission  and  stated  that  he  hopes 
to  return  to  duty  sometime  next  week. 


Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary;  Elmer  Ballard,  Legal  Representative;  and 
Ernest  Aitken,  Director,  Firefighters  Union  Local  798,  were  in 
attendance  at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  0955  Hours.

F)    Submitted  for  discussion  and  adoption  1978-79  Supplemental  Budget. 

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  his  March  8,  1978  letter,  which  was 
presented  to  each  member  of  the  Commission.    The  attachment  to  this 
letter  consisted  of  two  options,  "A"  and  "B",  for  janitorial  services 
at  Headquarters  for  next  fiscal  year. 

Chief  Casper  recommended  Option  "A",  which  would  establish  a  new 
position  of  Custodian  in  the  Fire  Department's  budget  effective 
July  1,  1978.    Presently  two  janitors  are  provided  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  through  work  orders.    This  service  will  be  discontinued 
effective  July  1,  1978,  pursuant  to  a  directive  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Works.    Option  "B"  would  allow  for  outside  contractual  services. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  costs  for  Options  "A"  and  "B"  are  virtually 
the  same,  particularly  since  Option  "B"  is  still  based  on  an  estimate. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill, 
that  Option  "A"  be  approved  and  incorporated  as  the  Fire  Department's 
Supplemental  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1978-79.    (Option  "A"  costs  $18,180, 
and  would  involve  the  employment  of  one  new  custodian.) 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  there  were  any  questions  on  this  issue. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  one  of  the  janitors  currently  working 
for  the  Fire  Department  would  be  employed  under  Option  "A".  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  the  janitor  who  has  worked  here  for  13  years  would 
be  employed  under  Option  "A". 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  if  Option  "A"  were  approved,  would  the 
Fire  Department's  janitor  no  longer  be  under  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  but  would  be  a  Fire  Department  employee.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  was  correct. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  how  close  to  retirement  age  is  the  current 
custodian.    Chief  Casper  replied  that  he  did  not  know  his  specific 
length  of  service  but  estimated  that  it  was  between  13  and  15  years. 

Commissioner  McClain  wondered  if  the  senior  janitor  presently  working 
at  Fire  Department  Headquarters  would  suffer  any  reduction  in  benefits 
as  a  result  of  Option  "A".    Chief  Casper  responded  that  he  would  not 
lose  any  benefits;  that  his  service  would  continue  and  he  would  merely 
be  placed  on  the  Fire  Department  timeroll  rather  than  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  timeroll. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  to  adopt 
the  Supplemental  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1978-79  (Option  "A")  was 
unanimously  approved.

impractical.  This  has  always  been  my  feeling  regarding  Lieutenants 
and  Captains  examinations  and  I  have  stated  it  many  times. 

Within  the  next  several  weeks,  the  Civil  Service  staff  will 
provide  me  with  the  completed  job  analysis  material  so  that  I 
may  present  it  to  the  Fire  Commission.    The  Commission  may  then 
study  the  material  and  recommend  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
the  construction  and  content  of  the  examinations. 

A  delay  in  the  examination  date  because  of  the  need  to  meet 
validity  requirements  has  occurred.    You  may  recall  I  sent  several 
letters  to  the  General  Manager  of  Personnel  urging  that  the  tests 
be  given  no  later  than  this  spring.    This  is  now  an  impossibility. 
However,  the  Civil  Service  staff  has  committed  themselves  to  the 
holding  of  both  examinations  in  October,  1978.    In  reality,  this 
could  be  done  late  in  the  summer  months  but  October  has  been 
targeted  so  as  not  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  vacation  schedules 
of  most  firefighters  and  their  families.    This  will  eliminate 
an  additional  hardship.

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  the  content  of  this  report.  He 
explained  that  the  Fire  Department  Administration  has  been  doing 
everything  it  can  to  expedite  this  examination  process,  but  that 
because  of  the  chance  of  court  action  against  the  examination  if 
it  is  not  properly  validated,  the  Fire  Department  must  comply  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  City  Attorney  and  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion which  result  in  a  delay. 

A  formal  job  analysis  must  be  conducted  by  Civil  Service  Commission 
staff,  which,  when  completed,  will  be  submitted  to  the  Fire  Commis- 
sion.   Under  current  Charter  provisions  established  by  Proposition 
"M",  the  Fire  Commission  will  have  an  opportunity  to  study  this 
material  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
concerning  the  type,  construction  and  content  of  the  examination. 

Chief  Casper  mentioned  that  the  subject  of  oral  examinations  was 
also  discussed.    Chief  Casper  believes,  and  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  staff  agreed,  that  no  oral  examination  should  be  given 
as  part  of  the  examination  for  Lieutenants  and  Captains. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  Civil  Service  Commission  staff  has  indica- 
ted that  an  examination  could  be  ready  by  late  summer.    Because  of 
the  objections  raised  in  the  past  by  members  participating  in 
examinations  held  during  the  summer  months,  it  was  decided  that 
the  exam  should  be  held  in  the  fall.    The  General  Manager  of 
Personnel  made  a  convnitment  that  this  examination  will  be  held  in 
October,  1978. 

Commissioner  McClain,' referring  to  the  meeting  held  in  the  General 
Manager, Personnel 's  Office  on  February  23  to  discuss  these  examina- 
tions, asked  if  Firefighters  Union  Local  798  participated  in  this 
decision.    Chief  Casper  replied  that  the  Union  has  been  kept  informed 
of  the  progress  of  this  examination  and  the  anticipated  date  on 
which  it  was  to  be  held.    The  Union  did  not,  however,  participate 
in  that  particular  meeting.

Mr.  Jaines  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  expressed 
the  Union's  dismay  that  they  were  not  involved  in  the  decision 
to  delay  this  examination  until  October.    He  reviewed  the  history 
of  delays  experienced  with  this  examination,  which  was  originally 
scheduled  to  be  held  in  the  fall  of  1977,  delayed  until  January 
or  the  spring  of  1978,  and  now  October,  1973.    He  mentioned  the 
Union's  continued  dissatisfaction  with  the  length  of  time  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  takes  to  conduct  an  examination  and  produce  a 
list  of  eligibles.    He  cited  one  instance  where  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  took  nine  months  just  to  grade  an  examination. 

Mr.  Ferguson  stated  that  he  felt  there  is  sufficient  time  before 
the  summer  for  the  Fire  Commission  to  receive  the  Civil  Service 
job  analysis  information  and  make  its  recommendation  regarding  this 
examination.    He  mentioned  the  Charter  amendment  on  the  June  ballot 
which  proposes  to  remove  the  Fire  Commission's  power  to  recommend 
to  Civil  Service  on  examinations,  and  suggested  that  the  examina- 
tion be  held  this  summer  while  the  Commission  still  has  the  option 
to  make  such  recommendations.    Mr.  Ferguson  asked  Chief  Casper 
if  this  was  one  of  the  reasons  given  for  the  delay  of  the  examina- 
tion. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Charter  amendment  affecting  the 
Fire  Commission's  role  in  the  examination  process  was  not  a  reason 
for  the  delay.    The  main  reason  was  to  meet  all  legal  requirements 
as  to  the  validity  of  the  examination.    We  have  to  allow  sufficient 
time  for  the  Civil  Service  staff  to  collect  the  job  analysis  raw 
data,  review  the  material,  and  prepare  a  job  analysis  draft  for 
presentation  to  the  Fire  Commission. 

Mr.  Ferguson  asked  if  there  is  a  validated  Fire  Department  entrance 
or  promotional  exam  in  existence  in  the  United  States.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  the  State  of  California  has  a  validated  exam 
for  firefighters. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  how  firm  was  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion's corranitment  to  hold  an  examination  in  October,  1978.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  he  felt  it  could  be  considered  as  a  firm 
commi  tment. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  she  would  hesitate  to  make  any 
recommendation  to  delay  the  examination  from  the  summer  to  the 
fall  because  it  might  constitute  a  hardship  to  the  members  involved, 
without  first  asking  for  their  opinion.    She  asked  Mr.  Ferguson  if 
it  would  be  possible  for  him  to  consult  the  Union  membership  for 
their  opinion  on  this  subject.    Commissioner  McClain  agreed  that 
the  Fire  Commission  should  give  Mr.  Ferguson  the  opportunity  to 
consult  his  membership  on  this  matter. 

Mr.  Ferguson  stressed  again  the  hardship  that  this  further  delay 
in  the  examination  causes  to  the  members  involved,  and  the  amount 
of  time  they  have  already  spent  studying.    He  also  mentioned  the 
serious  manpower  problem  in  the  field  because  there  is  no  eligible 
list  for  H20  Lieutenant  and  H30  Captain.    He  stated  that  he  would, 
however,  consult  the  membership  on  this  subject  at  their  next 
meeting  (March  9,  1978),  and  hoped  to  report  back  by  this  Friday, 
March  10.

Chief  Casper  commented  again  on  the  need  for  a  validated  examination, 
as  recommended  by  the  City  Attorney.    He  mentioned  the  Charter 
amendment  on  the  June  Ballot  which  would  allow  the  Chief  of  Police 
to  appoint  to  six  command  positions  from  any  rank  in  the  uniformed 
force.    He  explained  that  the  Fire  Department  administration  is 
making  every  effort  to  avoid  that  in  the  Fire  Department. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  he  sympathizes  with  the  men  who 
have  been  studying  for  so  long  for  this  examination,  and  stated 
that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  should  have  been  making  the 
attempts  to  have  this  examination  validated  prior  to  this  date. 
He  expressed  the  dissatisfaction  of  the  Fire  Commission  over  the 
lack  of  progress  made  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  this 
examination  process. 

Lieutenant  Tony  Rodriguez  addressed  the  Commission  and  expressed 
a  view  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  might  be  in  violation 
of  Charter  Section  8.332,  last  paragraph,  by  failing  to  hold 
an  examination  in  a  timely  fashion,  or  perhaps  failing  to  request 
the  necessary  funds  through  supplemental  appropriation. 

Lieutenant  Vic  Shannon  expressed  his  concern  over  the  latest 
delay  of  this  examination  and  stated  that  he  had  been  studying 
since  last  year.    He  had  already  ruined  his  last  summer  because 
of  this  examination  and  will  probably  have  to  do  the  same  this 
year.    He  felt  that  anyone  who  had  been  seriously  studying  would 
want  to  have  the  examination  held  as  early  as  possible,  even 
this  summer.    He  also  wondered  what  the  examination  scope  would 
be  and  if  it  would  be  changed  from  the  one  which  was  issued 
last  year. 

Chief  Casper  responded  that  as  far  as  he  knew  the  scope  would 
remain  unchanged  with  the  possible  addition  of  supervision 
material . 

Lieutenant  Dan  McDermott  asked  Chief  Casper  if  he  could  state 
definitely  what  "late  summer"  would  mean.    He  stated  that  it 
might  make  a  big  difference  to  the  members  involved  if  an  exam 
were  held  in  June  rather  than  October,  or  did  it  mean  September 
rather  than  October.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  did  not  receive 
any  firm  commitment  regarding  a  date  in  the  summer,  but  assumed 
that  late  summer  would  mean  August  or  even  September. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  wondered  if,  based  on  the  conversation 
she  had  heard  thus  far  concerning  dates,  perhaps  we  were  really 
only  discussing  a  difference  of  30  to  60  days  when  we  talk  about 
"late  summer"  or  "early  fall". 

Mr.  Ferguson  stated  that  he  would  attempt  to  get  a  clarification 
from  the  General  Manager,  Personnel,  as  to  what  probable  date 
in  the  summer  an  examination  could  be  held,  and  would  also  bring 
this  question  before  the  Union  membership  at  their  meeting 
tomorrow  evening. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  the  Commission  would  wait  for 
the  Union's  preference  regarding  a  summer  examination  vs.  an 
October  examination  before  making  any  recommendation  on  this 
subject.

2)  Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  contract  with  Triple  "A" 
Machine  Shop  for  firefighting  services  provided  at  Hunters  Point 
Naval  Shipyard. 

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  the  three  types  of  jurisdiction 
at  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  and  explained  that  two-thirds 
of  the  area  is  leased  by  the  Navy  to  Triple  "A"  Machine  Shop. 
In  that  area  the  Fire  Department  cannot  provide  any  services 
unless  there  is  a  contract.    The  Fire  Department  has  been 
trying  for  two  years  to  negotiate  such  a  contract.    The  Depart- 
ment has  a  moral  obligation,  however,  to  provide  firefighting 
protection  at  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard. 

Triple  "A"  Machine  Shop  has  hired  a  private  fire  department 
which  is  now  on  strike.    The  proposed  agreement  before  the 
Commission  is  now  in  its  sixth  draft.    It  is  still  not  in  final 
form  and  is  presented  to  the  Fire  Commission  for  informational 
purposes  only. 

The  Fire  Department  is  concerned  about  several  items  contained 
in  the  contract,  particularly  with  certain  provisions  regarding 
fire  prevention  standards.    The  Department  wants  to  insure  that 
firefighters  are  not  exposed  unnecessarily  to  hazardous  conditions. 
The  Chief  explained  that  these  negotiations  have  involved  Triple 
"A"'s  attorney  and  the  City  Attorney  with  the  Fire  Department 
acting  as  advisor. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  would  like  the  Fire  Commission  to 
review  this  draft  and  at  a  later  date  a  final  draft  of  the 
contract,  acceptable  to  the  Fire  Department,  will  be  presented 
to  the  Commission  for  approval. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  the  Sixth  Draft  of  this 
proposed  contract  is  accepted  by  the  Commission  for  informational 
purposes . 

3)  EXECUTIVE  SESSION  -  To  discuss  personnel  matters. 

This  item  is  continued  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Fire  Commission  on  March  15,  1978.

Chief  Casper: 

I  was  born  in  San  Francisco  nearly  fifty  years  ago  and,  except  for  a  couple 
of  years  of  Military  service  (Korea)  I  have  lived  here,  in  the  area,  all 
my  life.    Last  Thursday  night  I  did  something  I  had  not  done  previously  - 
I  called  the  Fire  Department. 

I  was  awakened  last  Thursday  night  by  the  presence  of  smoke  in  the 
bedroom.    A  quick  run  through  the  house  confirmed  the  fact  but  failed 
to  reveal  the  source.    Conditions  in  the  kitchen  -  the  stove,  refrigerator, 
were  normal.    All  the  walls  were  cool  to  the  touch,  yet  the  front  room 
and  dining  room  were  filling  with  smoke. 

I  ran  next  door  to  alert  my  neighbor  and  he  came  into  my  house  and  made 
the  same  inspection,  but  also  was  unable  to  identify  the  source.    I  live 
alone,  am  a  non-smoker,  and  had  not  had  company  for  several  days,  so  I 
knew  it  would  not  be  a  cigarette  or  cigar  smouldering  in  the  furniture. 

By  now  five  minutes  had  passed  since  I  was  awakened,  so  we  decided 
to  call  the  Fire  Department,  even  though  there  was  no  evidence  of 
flames.    We  were  both  concerned  about  spontaneous  combustion  and  the 
resulting  holocaust.    In  what  seemed  like  less  than  two  or  three  minutes 
the  men  were  there.    They  quickly  accompanied  me  upstairs,  made  the  same 
inspection  my  neighbor  and  I  had  done,  and  quickly  checked  the  rugs  and 
furniture.    One  of  the  men  thought  it  might  be  coming  from  the  heating 
furnace  ventilator.    A  quick  dash  downstairs,  a  speedy  inspection  of 
the  furnace,  and  it  was  confirmed  that  the  problem  was  the  motor  wiring. 
The  unit  was  immediately  removed  and  the  problem  handled. 

There  were  a  few  handshakes,  a  couple  of  smiles,  a  lot  of  "thank-you 's" 
and  a  number  of  apologies  for  having  to  bother  them  over  something  so 
simple.    In  less  than  five  minutes  it  was  all  over  and  the  men  were 
returning  to  the  fire  liouse. 

I  am  writing  to  you  since  I  thought  you  might  like  to  know  how  much  I 
appreciate  the  help  i  received  that  night.    The  man  on  the  switchboard 
that  received  my  phone  call,  the  men  that  responded  in  person,  their 
professional  demeiuors  tlieir  concern  over  the  property  and  personal 
belongings,  while  looking  for  the  source,  were  very  much  appreciated. 

I  hope  I  will  not  have  to  bother  the  Department  again,  but  it  is 
comforting  knowing  that  you're  there,  ready,  willing  and  able,  not  only 
for  me  and  my  neighborhood,  but  for  all  the  citizens  of  our  city. 

Please  accept  my  heartfelt  thanks,  and  tell  your  Department  how  much 
they  are  appreciated.

Dear  Supervisor  White: 

On  March  9  your  Committee  will,  for  the  second  time,  consider  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  supported  by  the  Fire  Department, 
the  Police  Department,  and  others,  that  White  street,  a  narrow,  short, 
dead-end  street  be  declared  a  Tow-Away,  No  Parking  at  Any  Time  zone. 

I  wish  it  were  possible  for  you  and  Supervisors  Hutch  and  Pelosi  to  be, 
at  this  moment,  standing  at  the  corner  of  Russell  and  Eastman.    This  is 
another  "typical  alley"  somewhat  similar  to  White  Street.    Last  night, 
late  (past  midnight)  my  wife  and  I  were  wakened  by  the  fire  engines.  From 
our  roof  deck  we  could  see  the  blaze  and  the  billowing  clouds  of  smoke 
rising  a  block  and  a  half  away  from  us.    We  were  both  sure  we  heard  the 
screams  of  a  frightened  child,  and  we  were  aware  that  something  had  burned. 

Tonight  three  families  (unhurt,  thank  goodness)  are  homeless,  burned  out. 
I  visited  the  scene  and  talked  with  two  of  those  families.    They  had 
nothing  but  praise  for  the  Fire  Department       the  speed  of  thier  arrival, 
their  efforts  --  but  I  was  told  that  the  damage  was  so  severe  because  the 
fire  truck  equipment  could  not  get  down  into  the  street  and  the  firemen 
had  to  lug  their  hoses  from  the  entrance  to  Russell  Street  at  Hyde.  And, 
you  may  ask,  why  couldn't  the  equipment  get  through?    Russell  Street  is 
posted,  on  one  side,  as  No  Parking.    The  other  side  is  posted  for  2-hour 
Permit  Parking,  and  last  night  that  side  was  filled  with  parked  cars. 

The  tenant  of  one  of  the  three  flats  that  were  destroyed  told  me  "there 
was  a  yellow  Chevrolet  parked  on  Russell,  right  where  one  enters  from  Hyde 
Street.    The  rear  of  the  car  protruded  onto  the  Hyde  Street  sidewalk.  The 
fire  trucks  could  not  make  the  turn.    That,  combined  with  there  being  no 
hydrant  at  Russell  and  Eastman,  made  it  necessary  for  the  firemen  to  take 
the  time  to  haul  hose  down  thG  street.    Tfiat  time  was  the  difference 
between  a  blaze  that  could  have  been  put  out  almost  at  once  and  our  being 
homeless  tonight."

2)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  preferential  parking  permits 
for  uniformed  members  assigned  to  Station  28. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  Station  28  is  in  an  area  where 
preferential  parking  has  been  instituted  -  the  only  area  in  San 
Francisco  at  this  time  to  have  such  a  program.    In  order  to  obtain 
a  permit  a  person  must  be  a  resident  of  the  area  and  pay  a  $10  fee. 
Firefighters  assigned  to  Station  28  are  not  considered  residents 
of  that  area  and  there  are  no  exceptions  allowed  under  the  present 
ordinance  regarding  permits  to  non-residents.    This  affects  not  only 
firefighters  assigned  to  that  station,  but  also  schoolteachers,  nurses, 
restaurants  and  other  businesses  and  employees  in  this  area. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  there  is  one  officer  and  a  minimum  of  three 
firefighters  on  duty  at  Station  28  who  need  parking  space.  Certain 
relief  equipment  has  been  moved  from  Station  28,  but  additional 
space  is  still  required.    If  no  permits  are  obtained  and  the  fire- 
fighters park  on  the  street,  their  cars  will  be  ticketed  or  towed 
away . 

Chief  Casper  asked  that  the  Fire  Commission  direct  a  letter  to 
Supervisor  John  L.  Molinari  of  District  3,  with  a  copy  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  requesting  exemptions  for 
firefighters  assigned  to  Station  28.

Commissioner  Ba'-^ 1  commented  that  the  legislation  creating 
this  preferent         rking  area  was  ill -conceived  in  that  it 
neither  considered  the  effect  on  businesses  in  the  area  nor  made 
provisions  for  exceptions. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Del  Carlo, 
that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Supervisor  Molinari,  expressing  the  Fire 
Commission's  concern,  and  request  exemptions  for  Station  28. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  commented 
that  preferential  parking  now  extends  only  as  far  as  the  Broadway 
Tunnel.    He  was  informed  that  the  area  will  be  extended  two  more 
blocks  and  would  then  include  Station  2.    He  suggested  that  the 
letter  to  Supervisor  Molinari  should  be  general  enough  to  make 
provision  for  Station  2  as  well. 

Assistant  Chief  Robert  E.  Rose  reported  that  he  had  investigated 
the  matter  of  extending  the  preferential  parking  area  an  additional 
two  blocks,  when  it  was  first  introduced  before  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors.   He  learned  that  the  proposed  extension  would  merely  allow 
persons  living  in  the  area  two  blocks  south  of  Broadway  to  obtain 
permits  to  park  in  the  designated  permit  area.    Permits,  at  this 
time,  would  not  be  required  for  the  two-block  area  in  question, 
which  would  include  Station  2. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  the  language  of  the  letter  directed 
to  Supervisor  Molinari  should  be  sufficiently  broad  to  encompass 
any  areas  of  San  Francisco  where  this  problem  may  exist  in  the 
future  as  wel 1 . 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion,  and  the  motion  to 
direct  a  letter  to  Supervisor  John  L.  Molinari,  with  a  copy  to  each 
Board  member,  expressing  the  Fire  Commission's  concern  over  the  lack 
of  parking  permits  for  firefighters  assigned  to  work  in  the  preferen- 
tial parking  area,  and  requesting  that  the  regulatory  legislation 
be  amended  to  allow  for  such  an  exception,  was  unanimously  adopted. 


3)    Report  on  Firefighters  Local  798's  position  concerning  the  date 
for  H20/H30  Promotional  Examination. 

Chief  Casper  reviewed  last  week's  discussion  regarding  the  upcoming 
H20/H30  promotional  examination.    At  that  time  the  President  of 
Firefv  'f''^':  Local  798  was  directed  by  the  Commission  to  ask  the 
Union  rship  to  express  their  opinion  as  to  whether  they  would 

prefer  to  have  the  examination  held  during  the  late  summer  or  in 
October,  as  the  Civil  Service  Commission  had  planned. 

Mr.  Ferguson  s'  Union  membership  met  last  Thursday 

evening,  March  j,  u/j.     i         leral  Manager  of  Personnel  sent  a 
representative  to  the  meet.        He  explained  that  due  to  Civil 
Service's  staff  reduction  during  the  summer  months,  it  would  be 
best  if  the  -       'nation  were  held  in  October.    The  Civil  Service 
staff  could  jttempt  to  hold  an  examination  by  late  August, 

but  could  not -make  that  a  definite  commitment.    Mr.  Ferguson 
stated  that  he  felt  it  was  unfortunate  that  the  examination  would 
have  to  be  delayed  that  long,  but  there  doesn't  seem  to  be  any 
alternative.    He  also  expressed  the  hope  that  the  October  1978 
dat     ■      the  examinatioi     ' ' ^  be  met  by  Civil  Service. 


E)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business 


3)  Continued, 

Commissioner  Ream  suggested  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  be 
requested  to  state  in  writing  exactly  when  the  examination  will 
be  held.    Chief  Casper  agreed  that  this  was  a  reasonable  request. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Del  Carlo, 
that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  requesting 
written  assurance  that  the  H20/H30  Examination  will  definitely 
be  held  in  October,  1978.    There  were  no  further  questions  or 
discussion  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 


4)    EXECUTIVE  SESSION  -  To  discuss  personnel  matters.  (Continued 
from  meeting  of  March  8,  1978). 

Secretary  Connors  stated  that  this  item  had  been  calendared 
last  week  at  the  request  of  Commissioner  Ream,  who  v;as  not  present 
at  last  week's  Commission  meeting,  so  it  was  routinely  continued 
on  today's  calendar.    Commissioner  Ream  agreed  that  it  would  not 
be  necessary  to  hold  the  Executive  Session,  and  that  the  item  be 
removed  from  the  calendar  until  further  notice. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


5)    Funding  for  Fireboat,  April  1  through  June  30,  1978. 

Chief  Casper  reported  to  the  Commission  on  the  immediate  problem 
regarding  the  lack  of  funding  for  the  Fireboat.    He  explained 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  passed  an  ordinance  a  few 
weeks  ago  which  rescinded  funds  contained  in  the  Fire  Department's 
permanent  salary  account  to  fund  the  Fireboat  for  the  last  quarter 
of  the  current  fiscal  year  (April  1  through  June  30,  1978).  It 
was  anticipated  at  that  time  that  the  Port  Commission's  surplus 
funds  would  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

At  their  meeting  held  last  Wednesday,  the  San  Francisco  Port 
Commission  voted  against  submitting  a  supplemental  appropriation 
to  fund  the  fireboat  for  the  period  April  1  through  June  30,  1978. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  as  of  April  1,  the  Fireboat  will  be  on 
inactive  status  and  the  personnel  assigned  thereto  will  be  removed 
and  assigned  to  other  duty. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Chief  Casper  if  he  had  any  recommendation 
to  make  regarding  the  appropriate  course  of  action  to  be  taken 
by  the  Fire  Commission  in  this  matter.    Chief  Casper  suggested 
that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Mayor  Moscone  apprising  him  of  the  situa- 
tion, and  that  the  Chief  of  Department  be  directed  by  the  Commission 
to  take  any  action  necessary  to  seek  alternate  funding  methods. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Del  Carlo, 
that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Mayor  Moscone  advising  him  that  as  of 
April  1  the  Fireboat  will  be  on  inactive  status,  and  Chief  Casper 
be  directed  to  continue  to  investigate  any  other  possible  alternate 
sources  of  funding.    There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion 
and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


6)    Interruption  in  Fire  Department's  Emergency  Telephone  Service. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  yesterday  morning  a  malfunction  of 
the  Telephone  Company's  computer  at  the  McCoppin  Central  Office 
caused  an  interruption  of  service  on  incoming  emergency  lines. 
This  break  in  service  lasted  from  approximately  0840  to  0915  Hours. 
There  were  continued  intermittent  problems  for  an  additional  30  to 
40  mi  nutes . 

Chief  Casper  felt  that  the  Telephone  Company  owes  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment an  explanation  for  this  occurrence.    He  recommended  that 
the  Fire  Commission  write  to  the  President  of  Pacific  Telephone, 
with  copies  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Fire,  Safety 
and  Police  Committee,  asking  for  an  explanation  and  assurances  that 
this  type  of  break-down  would  not  happen  again.    Commissioner  Del 
Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  to 
direct  a  letter  to  the  President  of  Pacific  Telephone  was  unani- 
mously adopted. 


7)    Implementation  of  Budget  Cuts  as  a  result  of  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  the  Fire  Department  should  begin 
analyzing  the  implications  of  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative  on  next 
year's  budget,  and  the  issue  of  providing  adequate  fire  protection 
for  San  Francisco  if  this  was  to  occur.    The  Fire  Commission  should 
go  on  record  as  being  aware  of  these  implications. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Department  is  developing  a  plan  and 
will  keep  the  Fire  Commission  informed  as  to  all  developments. 
Chief  Casper  commented  that  if  the  Department  is  required  to  take 
a  huge  budget  cut  --  thirty-three  and  a  third  percent  --  we  would 
have  to  demote  120  uniformed  members  above  the  rank  of  firefighter 
and  lay  off  485  firefighters.    The  Division  of  Fire  Prevention  and 
Investigation  and  the  civilian  work  force  would  also  suffer  demotions 
and  lay-offs. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  how  this  would  affect  the  fire  stations. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  13  engine  companies  would  be  shut  down, 
as  well  as  two  rescue  squads  and  eight  truck  companies.

Chief  Casper  reported  that  he  had  been  in  contact  with  Congressman 

Philip  Burton's  office  and  that  a  meeting  will  be  held  with  the 

Deputy  Director  of  the  EoO,C.  and  Mr.  Bob  Kiyota  of  Congressman 

Burton's  office  regarding  Federal  funding  for  this  purpose. 

Regarding  legislation  to  require  smoke  detectors  in  all  homes  at 
the  time  they  are  sold.  Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  first  step 
would  be  to  invite  interested  parties  to  meet  with  Fire  Department 
staff.    Their  arguments  would  be  heard  and  hopefully  public  support 
would  be  gained.    Once  a  proposal  has  been  formulated,  it  would  be 
presented  through  the  Fire  Commission  to  the  Mayor.    The  Mayor  would 
then  present  it  to  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  intro- 
duction and  referral  to  Committee. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  is  in  favor  of  public  meetings  before 
the  formulation  of  proposed  legislation  in  order  that  many  points 
of  view  may  be  heard.    He  cited  as  an  example  the  meetings  that  have 
been  held  regarding  the  ordinance  regulating  Christmas  trees. 

Chief  Casper  also  stated  that  there  has  been  strong  opposition  to 
legislation  requiring  smoke  detectors  from  the  Real  Estate  industry. 
The  California  Fire  Chiefs  Association  had  attempted  to  get  state- 
wide legislation  and  the  real  estate  lobby  killed  it  in  Washington. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  she  would  like  Chief  Casper 
to  pursue  this  matter  and  report  back  to  the  .Commission. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  also  stated  that  she  had  received  informa- 
tion regarding  an  ordinance  which  would  require  that  all  smoke 
detectors  be  connected  to  an  electrical  system  rather  than  batteries. 

Deputy  Chief  Condon  explained  that  there  is  currently  in  effect 
legislation  which  requires  smoke  detectors  in  the  halls  of  Type  3 
and  5  apartment  houses  and  hotels,  which  was  passed  soon  after 
the  Gartland  Apartment  fire.    It  requires  that  smoke  detectors 
be  tied  into  an  electrical  system.    There  was  a  two-year  enforce- 
ment period,  which  may  be  expiring  this  April,  and  may  be  the 
ordinance  to  which  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  was  referring. 


10)    Commissioner  Ream  expressed  her  delight  concerning  Mayor  Moscone's 
remarks  noted  in  yesterday's  Chronicle  that  there  may  be  an 
exchange  program  between  the  San  Francisco  and  Paris  Fire  Departments. 


11)  Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  introduced 
to  the  Commission  Ms.  Pat  Moreno,  Coro  Foundation  fellow  assigned 
to  Firefighters  Local  798  as  part  of  her  internship. 


Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Mr.  Anthony  Sacco,  Vice  President, 
and  Mr.  Ernest  Aitken,  Director,  Firefighters  Local  798,  were 
present  at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  0945  Hours.

Chief  Casper  explained  that  a  similar  procedure  has  been  followed 
in  the  past  regarding  Central  Shops,  and  also  by  means  of  work 
orders  we  pay  for  the  services  of  certain  other  City  departments. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  stated  that  it  was  her  understanding  that 
under  the  City  Charter  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  required  to 
request  additional  funds  through  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  order 
to  hold  examinations.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  this  was  one  of 
the  points  he  hoped  to  discuss  with  the  General  Manager,  Personnel. 

President  Figone  stated  that  he  agreed  with  Commissioner  McClain 
that  the  Fire  Commission  should  work  in  concert  with  the  Police 
Commission  in  this  matter. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  noted  that  on  Page  9  of  the  subject  request, 
they  were  asking  for  funds  for  overtime  for  certain  employees.  She 
wondered  if  these  employees  should  be  receiving  compensatory  time 
off  in  lieu  of  overtime  pay.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  many  of 
these  employees  did  not  work  directly  for  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion, but  were  persons  hired  for  the  conduct  of  this  particular 
examination. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill, 
that  Chief  Casper  be  authorized  to  obtain  additional  information 
on  this  subject,  contact  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  report  back  to 
the  Commission  at  next  week's  meeting.    There  were  no  further 
questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 


2)    Report  on  Fire  Department  Survey  of  costs  mandated  by  State  Legis- 
lature between  1973  and  1977  --  SB  90. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Commissioners  had  received  a  written 
report  on  this  subject.    He  explained  that  the  Fire  Department 
has  applied  for  reimbursement  of  certain  costs  through  the  pro- 
cedures set  up  by  the  City  Controller's  office.    The  only  costs 
that  are  recoverable  under  SB  90  are  the  salaries  of  three  fire 
inspectors  hired  to  bring  all  high  rise  buildings  up  to  code  by 
April,  1979.    This  was  a  State-mandated  program,  but  there  is 
some  question  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  an  applicable  program 
under  current  restrictions.    The  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Controller,  who  will  forward  the  request  to  the  appropriate 
State  agency. 


3)  Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  interruption  of  Fire  Depart- 
ment's emergency  telephone  service  on  March  14,  1978  (Continued 
from  meeting  of  3/15/78). 

Chief  Casper  reviewed  the  events  of  March  14,  1978,  during  which 
the  Fire  Department's  emergency  line  to  the  Command  and  Control 
Center  was  out  of  service  for  nineteen  minutes  and  there  was  inter- 
mittent trouble  for  almost  one  hour.    Fortunately,  no  major  emergen- 
cies occurred  during  that  time.    At  last  week's  meeting  the  Fire 
Commission  directed  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  President  of 
Pacific  Telephone,  asking  for  an  explanation  of  this  incident,  and 
requesting  that  steps  be  taken  to  prevent  such  an  occurrence  in 
the  future. 


E)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


3)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  been  consulting  with  Telephone 
Company  executives  throughout  the  week,  and  that  there  are  now  three 
more  lines  into  the  Command  and  Control  Center  to  be  used  as  back-up 
emergency  lines.    Chief  Casper  also  explained  that  the  Television 
and  Radio  Association  is  asking  that  a  hot-line  be  installed  at  the 
Communications  Center  so  that  one  call  will  notify  all  radio  and 
television  stations  in  case  of  a  major  emergency.    This  hot-line 
could  be  used  as  a  means  to  get  word  to  the  public  if  there  was 
ever  another  breakdown  in  the  Fire  Department's  emergency  telephone 
line. 

Chief  Casper  introduced  Mr.  Norm  Buller  and  Mr.  Joe  Oeschger  of  the 
Telephone  Company.    Mr.  Buller  explained  that  the  McCoppin  Street 
facility,  which  suffered  the  breakdown  on  March  14,  was  built  in 
1969  and  this  was  the  first  incidence  of  a  breakdown  in  nine  years. 

He  explained  the  reason  for  the  problem,  discussed  the  new  diagnostic 
procedure  in  effect  now  and  the  new  back-up  system  from  another 
central  office  which  should  help  prevent  such  problems  from  happening 
again.    Also,  the  Telephone  Company  has  provided  for  instant  notifi- 
cation of  the  Fire  Department  in  the  event  of  any  problem  in  the 
future.    Mr.  Buller  also  explained  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department's 
three  new  emergency  back-up  lines  to  be  used  in  the  event  of  a 
breakdown. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  a  malfunction  occurs  in  the  Department's 
emergency  line,  is  there  an  automatic  cut-in  to  one  of  the  back-up 
emergency  lines,  or  would  an  operator  have  to  be  reached  to  come  in 
with  the  alternate  number.    Mr.  Buller  explained  that  there  is  no 
automatic  cut-in  provision  at  this  time,  but  they  are  working  on 
one  now. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  in  an  emergency  situation  where  every 
second  lost  could  be  a  matter  of  life  and  death,  it  would  certainly 
be  important  to  have  an  instant  means  of  communication  with  the 
Fire  Department's  Communications  Center,  even  though  a  malfunction 
may  have  occurred.    Commissioner  Ream  asked  Mr.  Buller  to  continue  to 
pursue  the  matter  of  an  automatic  cut-in  to  the  back-up  emergency 
lines  in  the  case  of  a  breakdown,  and  to  furnish  the  Fire  Commission 
with  a  progress  report  as  to  when  this  might  be  implemented.  Mr. 
Buller  agreed  to  keep  the  Fire  Commission  informed. 

President  Figone  asked  if  other  emergency  services  were  notified 
immediately  by  the  Telephone  Company  in  the  case  of  a  breakdown 
in  emergency  lines.    Mr.  Oeschger  stated  that  the  Police  Department 
has  another  group  of  numbers  to  be  used  as  a  back-up  in  the  event 
of  a  failure.    The  Fire  Department  has  never  had  this  type  of  system 
until  now. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  how  the  Fire  Department  will  be  notified 
in  the  event  of  an  equipment  malfunction.    Mr.  Oeschger  stated  that 
the  Communications  Center  will  be  notified  directly. 

President  Figone  thanked  Mr.  Buller  and  Mr.  Oeschger  for  coming 

to  today's  meeting  and'responding  to  the  Fire  Commission's  questions. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


4)    Supplemental  Appropriation  for  funding  the  Fireboat,  April  1  through 
June  30,  1978. 

Chief  Caspe,     ^..o.  ceu  that  as  of  April  1  ,  1978,  the  Fire  Department 
has  no  funds  appropriated  for  the  operation  of  the  Fireboat,  and 
the  Port  Commission  has  refused  to  submit  a  supplemental  appropriation 
request  for  this  purpose.    Chief  Casper  has  been  in  contact  with  the 
Mayor's  Office,  and  has  been  advised  to  request  the  Fire  Commission's 
permission  to  draft  a  tentative  request  for  supplemental  appropria- 
tion to  fund  the  fireboat,  using  the  permanent  salary  account.  The 
Mayor  will  be  meeting  this  week  with  Supervisor  Molinari  and  the 
President  of  the  Port  Commission  in  an  attempt  to  resolve  this 
situation,  and  there  is  still  the  possibility  that  the  Port  Commis- 
sion will  re-introduce  a  request  for  supplemental  appropriation  for 
this  purpose.    The  Fire  Commission  would  submit  a  request  for  supple- 
mental appropriation  only  as  a  last  resort  measure. 

President  Figone  asked  how  much  money  is  involved.    Chief  Casper 
stated  that  $240,726  is  needed  for  the  last  quarter  of  this 
fiscal  year. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  rescinded  this 
amount  from  the  Fire  Department  account  when  it  was  learned  that 
the  Port  Commission  had  a  large  surplus.    The  Port  Commission  was 
asked  to  submit  a  supplemental  appropriation  for  this  amount,  and 
the  Port  Commission  refused  to  do  so. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  asked  Chief 
Casper  if  there  is  no  supplemental  appropriation  request  approved 
by  April  1,  would  the  Fire  Department  be  forced  to  remove  members 
assigned  to  the  Fireboat.    Chief  Casper  replied  that  they  would 
be  removed,  since  he  could  not  legally  sign  a  timeroll  to  pay 
members  assigned  to  the  Fireboat  if  no  funds  were  appropriated 
for  that  purpose.    He  stated  further  that  he  hoped  the  Port  Commis- 
sion would  put  the  fireboat  on  a  standby  basis  rather  than  allow  it 
to  be  put  out  of  service  completely.    Chief  Casper  is  opposed  to 
putting  the  fireboat  on  a  standby  basis,  however,  since  it  would  be 
difficult  to  restore  it  to  a  full-time  basis  again  in  the  future. 
Chief  Casper  commented  that  several  long  finger-piers  which  are 
covered  by  sheds  are  not  sprinklered  and  present  a  severe  fire 
hazard  without  adequate  fireboat  protection.    He  also  described 
the  extensive  fireboat  services  and  related  costs  provided  in  other 
areas  in  California. 

Mr.  Fergus.:  that  the  Fire  Commission  direct  a  letter  to 

the  Mayor  and  Supervisors  asking  that  immediate  action  be 

taken  to  cr'  s  situation,  and  also  requesting  that  an 

ordinance  i  i  which  would  mandate  that  all  piers  be 

sprinklered.

Regarding  Mr.  Ferguson's  recommendation  that  a  letter  be  sent  to 
the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors,  Chief  Casper  suggested  that  the 
Fire  Commission  defer  action  until  after  Thursday's  meeting  with 
the  Mayor,  Supervisor  Molinari,  and  the  President  of  the  Port  Commis- 
sion.   The  Fire  Commission  could  today  authorize  Chief  Casper  to 
proceed  with  the  Fire  Department's  request  for  supplemental  appro- 
priation in  the  event  it  becomes  necessary,  following  Thursday's 
meeting  in  the  Mayor's  office. 

President  Figone  informed  Mr,  Ferguson  that  a  letter  concerning 
the  fireboat  was  sent  to  the  Mayor  on  March  16,  1978. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill,  that 
Chief  Casper  be  authorized  to  draft  a  tentative  request  for 
supplemental  appropriation  to  fund  the  fireboat  for  the  period 
April  1  through  June  30,  1978.    There  were  no  further  questions 
or  discussion  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  for  the  record  that  she  was  reluctant 
to  be  forced  into  a  position  where  the  Fire  Commission  is  required 
to  take  this  action,  since  the  Port  Commission  has  a  responsibility 
to  protect  life  and  property  in  the  area  under  its  jurisdiction. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  under  the  1969  Transfer  Act  which 
transferred  the  Port  from  the  State,  required  the  City  to  maintain 
the  same  level  of  fire  protection,  and  it  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Port  Commission  to  maintain  that  level. 

Commissioner  Ream  requested  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  City 
Attorney  requesting  an  opinion  as  to  the  Port  Commission's  legal 
responsibility  regarding  fire  protection  at  the  Port  as  well  as 
the  Fire  Department's  authority  to  enforce  fire  protection 
regulations  on  Port  property. 


5)    Request  by  Chief  Casper  for  Permission  to  Leave  the  State. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  plans  to  submit  to  the  Commission  at 
its  next  regular  meeting  a  request  for  a  leave  of  absence  with 
pay  in  order  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  National  Fire  Academy, 
at  no  expense  to  the  City.    Since  the  meeting  date  has  been 
advanced  to  April  2  through  April  4,  1978,  Chief  Casper  asked 
to  be  authorized  at  this  time  to  request  permission  to  leave  the 
state  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill. 
There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  request 
was  approved. 


Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  was 
present  at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  1005  Hours.

Dear  Dick: 

I  thought  you  might  want  to  hear  about  how  the  training  you  gave  us  at 
the  San  Francisco  Athletic  Club  on  CPR  helped  me  save  a  man's  life. 

I  was  invited  to  this  home  in  Hillsborough  and  this  friend  of  mine  and  his 
wife  greeted  us  at  the  door.    He  then  went  to  the  swimming  pool  area,  while 
his  wife,  my  mother  and  I  were  in  the  living  room  conversing.    I  saw  my 
friend  walking  toward  us  from  the  pool  area.    He  began  to  open  the  door  and 
his  eyes  rolled  back  as  he  collapsed  to  the  cement  ground.    His  wife  yelled 
that  he  had  a  heart  attack  and  I  immediately  checked  his  eyes  and  saw  that 
his  pupils  were  closed  when  he  looked  up  at  the  sky,  so  I  knew  he  was 
alive.    I  checked  his  pulse  and  there  was  none.    I  immediately  began  com- 
pressing his  heart  15  times  and  blowing  into  his  mouth  twice.    I  continued 
applying  CPR  for  five  minutes. 

I  told  his  wife  to  call  the  Hillsborough  Fire  Department.    They  gave  him 
oxygen  and  took  over  the  rhythm  that  I  had  established  in  compressing  his 
heart.

Commissioner  McClain  referred  to  a  decision  of  the  Oregon  Supreme  Court, 
which  Chief  Casper  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission,  that 
found  a  driver  and  officer  in  charge  of  an  emergency  vehicle  guilty  of 
certain  violations.    If  the  Fire  Department  personnel  are  without  insurance 
and  are  at  fault  in  an  accident  due  to  negligence,  they  could  be  sued. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  State  law  provides  that  firefighters,  police 
officers  and  other  emergency  personnel  responding  to  an  emergency  must 
use  extreme  caution.    There  is  no  case  in  California  where  a  Fire  Department 
driver  has  been  sued. 

Commissioner  McClain  commented  that  in  accidents  where  the  Fire  Department 
is  at  fault  (those  rated  "pre\'^ni-^ble")  the  Fire  Department  is  wide  open 
for  a  lawsuit.    Chief  Casper  that  State  law  protects  drivers  of

President  Figone  asked  Dr.  Bonfilio  if  he  had  anything  to  report. 
Dr.  Bonfilio  stated  that  a  procedure  has  been  instituted  to 
request  those  persons  who  have  been  on  sick  leave  without  pay 
for  a  long  period  of  time  to  apply  to  their  physician  every  six 
months  for  a  continuance  of  their  status.    It  is  hoped  that  a 
decision  will  be  made  by  those  persons  to  either  return  to  work, 
terminate  their  employment,  or  retire;  thus  freeing  those  positions 
to  be  filled  from  the  next  H2  Firefighter  list.

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  noted  that  one  of  these  members  on  leave 
without  pay  has  not  worked  since  1974.    Dr.  Bonfilio  stated  that 
under  Civil  Service  rules,  such  an  employee  may  be  separated  from 
service  after  three  years  of  leave  without  pay. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  this  situation  should  be  resolved  in 
the  event  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative  is  passed  by  the  voters  in 
June.    Some  of  the  firefighters  who  are  on  sick  leave  have  seniority. 
If  Jarvis-Gann  passes  and  it  is  necessary  to  lay-off  firefighters 
on  the  basis  of  seniority,  other  active  firefighters  may  be  affected 
by  those  who  are  holding  positions  while  on  leave  without  pay. 

President  Figone  asked  Dr.  Bonfilio  if  anything  has  been  done  about 
obtaining  funds    for  the  physical  fitness  program.    Dr.  Bonfilio 
stated  that  the  request  for  supplemental  appropriation  is  still 
being  held  in  the  Mayor's  office.    He  commented  that  there  is  still 
much  enthusiasm  within  the  Department  for  this  program.

5)    Funding  for  Fireboat,  April  1  through  June  30,  1978. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Chief  Casper  for  a  report  on  the  current 
status  of  the  request  for  supplemental  appropriation  to  fund  the 
Fireboat  for  the  last  quarter  of  this  fiscal  year. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
held  on  Monday,  March  27,  Supervisor  Molinari  introduced  a  supplemental 
appropriation  ordinance  to  provide  these  funds,  using  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment's permanent  salary  account  as  a  source.    The  Board  of  Supervisors 
needed  nine  votes  in  order  to  pass  this  ordinance  as  an  emergency 
measure.    At  the  time  the  ordinance  was  introduced,  late  in  the 
evening,  they  did  not  have  nine  Board  members  present.    For  that 
reason,  it  was  continued  until  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  be  held  this  Thursday,  March  30,  at  11:45  a.m. 

Chief  Casper  will  be  in  attendance  at  that  meeting  and  will  inform 
the  Commission  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 


6)    Report  on  Division  of  Training. 

President  Figone  asked  Assistant  Chief  Andrew  J.  Brandi  to  report 
to  the  Commission  on  the  activities  at  the  Division  of  Training. 

Chief  Brandi  stated  that  at  this  time  there  is  no  list  of  eligibles 
for  H2  Firefighter,  and  therefore  no  probationary  firefighter 
classes  are  in  session.

7)    New  Fireboat. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  the  problem  regarding  funding  for  the 
new  fireboat  has  been  resolved.    The  bond  issue  passed  by  the  voters 
in  November,  1977,  is  now  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Finance 
Committee.    Once  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  acted,  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment can  proceed  with  planning  for  the  new  fireboat.

Chief  Casper  briefly  explained  that  the  Fire  Commission  had  been 
requested  to  authorize  use  of  Fire  Department  Permanent  Salary 
funds  in  the  amount  of  $22,857  to  offset  the  costs  incurred  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  conducting  the  entrance  examination 
for  H2  Firefighter  candidates.

Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


3)    Report  from  William  Koenig,  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  Ice  Hockey 
Team,  re  Hockey  Benefit. 

Mr.  Koenig  reported  that  the  Fire  Department's  Hockey  Team  was 
started  several  years  ago  as  part  of  the  Firemen's  Olympics. 
Two  years  ago  they  hosted  a  hockey  game  at  an  ice  rink  in 
Burlingame  (since  there  is  no  large  ice  rink  available  in  San 
Francisco),  which  was  a  great  success.    As  a  result  of  that 
experience,  the  sixteen  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  team 
members  voted  to  make  this  year's  game  a  benefit  for  the 
St.  Francis  Hospital  Burn  Center. 

The  benefit  hockey  game  will  be  held  June  14,  15  and  16,  1978, 

in  Burlingame.    It  will  be  a  three-game  series  against  the 

Los  Angeles  County  Fire  Department  team.    Funds  are  being  raised 

by  holding  a  raffle  and  by  selling  advertising  for  the  souvenir 

program.    It  is  hoped  that  $5,000  will  be  raised  for  the  Burn 

Center,     Mr.  Koenig  stated  that  raffle  tickets  would  be  available  for 

purchase  by  members  of  the  Fire  Commission  at  the  end  of  today's  meeting. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  Firemen's  Athletic  Association 
has  been  sponsoring  athletic  events  since  1972,  but  this  is  the 
first  time  that  there  has  been  an  organized  effort  to  put  on  a 
program  with  proceeds  donated  to  a  specific  cause.    Chief  Casper 
stated  that  this  proposed  Hockey  Benefit  is  a  very  worthwhile 
program,  for  which  Mr.  Koenig  is  to  be  commended. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


4)    Report  on  Status  of  the  Fireboat  Phoenix. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  as  of  Midnight,  April  4,  1978,  the  Fireboat 
Phoenix  is  out  of  service.    He  briefly  reviewed  the  events  leading 
to  the  lack  of  funds  which  caused  the  Fireboat  to  be  shut  down. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Fire  Department  administration  had 
done  everything  in  its  power  to  attempt  to  retain  the  Fireboat. 
He  stated  that  a  firefighter  had  been  detailed  to  the  facility  to 
guard  against  vandalism  and  theft  of  Fire  Department  equipment  and 
property,  but  all  other  personnel  had  been  reassigned  to  other 
stations.    Hopefully,  the  supplemental  appropriation  ordinance  to 
provide  funding  for  the  Fireboat  for  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal 
year  will  be  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  Monday,  April  10, 
1978.    Chief  Casper  recommended  that  the  members  of  the  Fire  Commis- 
sion personally  contact  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  urge 
approval  of  this  ordinance. 

Mr.  Anthony  Sacco,  Vice  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  explained 
Mr.  Ferguson's  absence  by  stating  that  he  was  meeting  with  their 
attorney  to  discuss  possible  legal  action  in  this  matter. 

Secretary  Connors  read  the  letter  addressed  to  the  Commission  from 
Chief  Casper,  giving  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  current  status 
of  the  Fireboat  and  its  personnel,  and  asked  that  it  be  included 
in  the  minutes  of  today's  meeting.    There  were  no  objections 
and  President  Figone  so  ordered.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Last  night  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  a  vote  of  8  to  3,  failed 
to  adopt  the  Fire  Department's  emergency  ordinance  appropriating 
$240,726  to  fund  the  Fireboat  Phoenix  from  April  5,  1978,  through 
June  30,  1978. 

Immediately  thereafter,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  removed  the 
emergency  clause  from  the  ordinance  and,  by  a  vote  of  8  to  3,  passed 
the  ordinance  for  second  reading.    The  ordinance  is  scheduled  for 
final  passage  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  Monday,  April  10,  1978, 
and  will  be  sent  to  the  Mayor  for  signature  the  next  day. 

The  Controller  has  advised  us  that  he  will  not  certify  our 
timeroll  for  Pay  Period  No.  7  (March  29  -  April  11)  if  charges  are 
shown  against  Appropriation  7.145.110.001  -  Permanent  Salaries  - 
Fireboat,  beyond  April  4,  1978. 

Accordingly,  the  Fireboat  Phoenix  will  be  placed  out  of  service 
effective  Midnight,  April  4,  1978,  and  the  twenty-five  officers, 
marine  crew,  firefighters  and  the  Lieutenant  assigned  to  waterfront 
inspection  will  be  reassigned  to  existing  vacancies  in  the  uniformed 
force  and  paid  from  Appropriation  7.145.110.000  -  Permanent  Salaries  -

4)    Status  of  the  Fireboat  Phoenix  (Continued). 


Secretary  Connors  stated  that  in  accordance  with  Charter  Section 
3.546,  the  Chief  of  Department  has  the  duty  to  make  this  determination 
as  to  the  reassignment  of  Fireboat  personnel,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Fire  Commission. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  if  there  is  any  other 
alternative  regarding  the  placement  of  Fireboat  personnel. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  is  seeking  a  City  Attorney  opinion 
as  to  whether  it  is  necessary  to  reduce  the  salaries  of  these 
men  being  reassigned.    The  Charter  is  very  specific  regarding 
curtailment  of  fireboat  operations,  since  there  was  a  similar 
occurrence  in  1955  when  the  number  of  fireboats  was  reduced 
from  two  to  one. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  there  is  a  businessman's  associa- 
tion on  the  waterfront,  and  asked  if  they  have  been  made  aware  of 
this  situation.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  they  have  not  been 
directly  contacted  by  the  Fire  Department  administration,  other 
that  the  information  provided  by  the  news  media.    He  stated  that 
Mr.  Jim  Ferguson  of  Firefighters  Local  798  spoke  to  this  group 
approximately  three  weeks  ago  on  the  subject  of  the  fireboat. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  if  that  group  had  taken  any  position 
on  this  subject.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  they  have  always  taken 
a  position  in  support  of  the  Fireboat,  but  he  has  received  nothing 
in  writing  from  Mr.  Morris  Weisberger,  President  of  the  organization. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  the  Fireboat  personnel  being 
reclassified  as  H2  Firefighters  for  this  week  or  until  such  time 
as  funds  in  the  fireboat  appropriation  become  available,  will 
receive  back  pay  to  make  up  for  the  wages  being  lost. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  obtain  a 
City  Attorney  opinion  on  this  matter,  since  the  Charter  is  not 
specific  on  this  issue.    He  explained  that  the  uniformed  personnel 
(exclusive  of  the  marine  crew)  will  not  suffer  a  wage  cut,  since 
they  have  been  reassigned  to  other  duties  and  can  remain  in  their 
permanent  classifications. 

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  the  problems  inherent  in  having  the 
fireboat  out  of  service,  and  the  arrangement  of  having  firefighters 
from  nearby  engine  companies  respond  to  a  pier  fire. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  how  the  reassigned  personnel  would 
be  able  to  respond  in  the  event  of  a  pier  fire.    Chief  Casper 
explained  that  he  has  assigned  these  men  to  companies  near  the 
fi  reboat . 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion 
authorizing  the  Chief  of  Department  to  reassign  personnel  of  the 
Fireboat  Phoenix  as  required  by  Charter  Section  3.546,  was 
unanimously  adopted. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


5)    Report  from  Acting  Fire  Marshal  William  Graham  on  the  Bureau  of 
Fire  Prevention. 

Assistant  Chief  Graham  briefly  reviewed  some  of  the  current  programs 
of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  such  as  the  CRISP  program  and  the 
high-rise  inspection  program. 

Assistant  Chief  Graham  commented  on  the  recent  problems  experienced 
in  certain  hospitals  when  a  power  failure  occurred  and  their  back-up 
systems  failed  to  operate.    An  inspector  has  been  assigned  to  work 
with  them  to  assure  that  secondary  power  is  available  and  that  they 
have  the  proper  adaptors  to  allow  use  of  the  Fire  Department's  back-up 
equipment  when  necessary. 

Assistant  Chief  Graham  also  commented  on  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  unit  which  had  been  available  for  the  disposal  of 
hazardous  materials.    This  service  has  been  stopped,  and  the  Bureau 
has  been  informing  hospitals,  labs,  etc.  that  they  must  now  provide 
their  own  means  for  disposing  of  hazardous  materials. 

President  Figone  asked  Assistant  Chief  Graham  to  explain  the  Fire 
Department's  authority  on  Port  property.    He  responded  that  we 
have  authority  to  regulate  welding  and  burning  permits,  but  con- 
cerning construction  and  occupancy  permits,  the  Port  is  autonomous. 

Deputy  Chief  Emmet  Condon  elaborated  on  this  situation  by  explaining 
that  in  1968  Chief  William  F.  Murray  and  Director  of  Public  Works 
S.  Myron  Tatatarian  separately  sought  a  legal  opinion  on  inspection 
and  permit  procedures  on  Port  property.    The  two  responses  indicated 
that  both  departments  have  certain  inspection  and  permit  rights,  but 
generally  speaking  the  Port  is  autonomous. 

President  Figone  asked  if  we  get  reimbursed  for  fighting  fires  on 
Port  property  and  Federal  property.  Chief  Casper  replied  that  on 
Federal  property  you  can  only  be  reimbursed  for  overtime  and  loss 
and  damage  to  equipment. 

President  Figone  asked  if  the  Fire  Department  has  suspended  the 
issuance  of  burning  permits.    Chief  Casper  replied  that  a  survey 
was  made  of  burning  permits  issued  on  Port  property,  and  that  he 
would  talk  to  Acting  Port  Director  Edward  David  about  this  matter. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  as  far  as  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department 
is  concerned,  there  will  be  no  burning  and  welding  permits.  The 
Port  Fire  Marshal  is  no  longer  funded  and  cannot  discharge  his 
inspection  duties  relative  to  granting  such  permits. 


Mr.  Anthony  Sacco,  Vice  President,  and  Mr.  Ernest  Aitken,  Director, 
Firefighters  Local  798,  were  present  at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  0950  Hours.

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded. 

Commissioner  McClain,  referring  to  Paragraph  4  (Units  unmanned  during  the 
month  of  March)  of  Chief  Casper's  report,  asked  if  there  was  an  increase 
in  fire  danger  because  these  units  were  unmanned. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  three  units  unmanned  during  the  month 
of  March  were  attack  hose  tenders,  which  carry  extra  hose  and  foam  and 
have  an  articulated  arm.    The  Department  hires  overtime  firefighters  in 
order  to  bring  the  daily  manpower  up  to  a  certain  level,  based  on  a 
daily  projection.    It  is  necessary  to  put  some  units  out  of  service 
when  there  are  fewer  men  working  than  have  been  projected.    The  first 
units  to  be  put  out  of  service  when  the  manpower  level  drops  below 
343  men  are  the  attack  hose  tenders. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  there  is  some  additional  fire  danger  when 
these  units  are  out  of  service  since  a  fire  might  spread  rapidly  while 
they  are  not  available.    There  are  two  firefighters  assigned  to  the 
Bureau  of  Equipment  as  back-up  personnel  for  the  attack  hose  tenders, 
but  they  are  not  always  readily  available  for  a  quick  response  since 
they  are  assigned  to  other  duties. 

Chief  Casper  also  commented  that  the  Department's  manpower  strength 
has  increased  somewhat  in  recent  months.    He  stated  that  he  could 
furnish  the  Commission  with  a  breakdown  of  the  average  daily  manpower 
in  the  Department,  if  they  feel  it  would  be  helpful.

Chief  Casper  stated  that  Lieutenant  Lawrence  Kelly  of  the  Bureau  of 
Administration  manages  our  overtime  allotment  (W.D.O.)  by  month,  and 
has  been  doir'^  an  excellent  job  of  maintaining  the  level  of  manpower.

He  also 
explained  that  once  the  Fire  Commission  declares  any  property  as 
surplus  it  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Director  of  Property, 
Real  Estate  Department.    Any  other  City  department  who  may  wish  to 
acquire  the  property  would  have  first  option,  and  then  it  would  go 
out  to  competitive  bid. 

Commissioner  Ream  suggested  that  the  Department  contact  the  Mayor's 
Office  and  the  Department  of  City  Planning  to  determine  what  major 
changes  are  planned  for  the  areas  in  question.    She  expressed 
particular  concern  that  these  stations  may  be  in  areas  where  there 
will  be  an  increase  in  residential  or  industrial  use  which  would 
require  that  the  Department  later  purchase  similar  property.

They 
have  made  provisions  to  assure  that  water  and  access  to  the  ships 
are  readily  available  in  case  of  fire. 

Assistant  Chief  Cavallero  also  commented  on  the  problem  of  high-rise 
fires  and  the  recent  fire  at  the  Hilton  Hotel.    The  source  of  the 
fire  appeared  to  be  a  plastic  loveseat  which  created  dense,  noxious 
smoke.    There  is  always  the  problem  of  ventillating  a  high-rise 
building  and  also  evacuating  the  people.

Assistant  Chief  Cavallero  reported  on  the  type  of  information  which 
is  to  be  put  into  the  Management  Information  System,  and  stated 
that  a  general  order  will  be  distributed  informing  companies  how 
to  submit  the  information  which  will  go  into  the  reports.  This 
information  will  include  the  number  of  firefighters  injured  at 
fires,  injuries  to  civilians  at  fires,  how  much  water  is  used, 
how  long  men  are  off-duty  because  of  illness  or  injuries,  etc. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  she  hoped  this  system  would  be  able 
to  match  back  injuries  to  the  level  of  manpower  in  the  Department, 
which,  she  believes,  would  demonstrate  that  there  are  more  disability 
injuries  when  manning  levels  are  low. 

President  Figone  thanked  Assistant  Chief  Cavallero  for  his  report. 


Vice  President  Anthony  Sacco  of  Firefighters  Local  798  was 
present  at  this  meeting.

Within  five  minutes  a  Fire  Department  unit  was  on  the  scene,  with  personnel 
running  up  six  flights  of  stairs  to  rig  emergency  lighting  in  a  delivery 
room  and  directing  traffic  to  allow  ambulances  to  move  to  emergency  entrances. 
Your  men  had  a  sharp  sense  of  priorities  and  they  were  superbly  cooperative 
with  hospital  staff  during  this  period  of  stress. 

I  would  appreciate  if  you  would  inform  the  personnel  involved  that  their 
efforts  were  directly  responsible  for  averting  the  threat  to  the  lives 
of  a  mother  and  her  infant,  being  delivered  by  cesarean  section  at  the  time  of 
the  power  failure.    They  demonstrated  to  me  a  dedication  to  duty  that 
epitomized  the  meaning  of  "public  servant".

Estimated 
cost  to  the  City  is  $304. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 

There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  leave  of  absence  with  pay  was 

approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department. 


D)    Submitted  for  adoption  proposed  amendment  to  Section  3912  (Intoxicants  on 
Department  Premises)  and  Section  3913  (Use  of  Intoxicants)  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations.    (Continued  from  meeting  of  April  12,  1978). 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  requested  that  this 
item  be  continued  until  all  members  of  the  Fire  Commission  are  present.  He 
stated  further  that  Union  representatives  had  met  with  the  Chief  of  Department 
on  this  matter,  and  had  certain  comments  to  make. 

President  Figone  reminded  Mr.  Ferguson  that  this  item  was  on  the  Fire  Commission 
Calendar  last  week  and  continued  for  one  week. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  Firefighters  Local  798  had  submitted  their  objections 
to  this  proposed  rule  change  in  writing,  and  all  members  of  the  Fire  Commission 
had  received  a  copy.    He  commented  that  a  majority  of  the  Fire  Commission  is 
present  at  today's  meeting  and  that  he  would  like  to  see  the  Commission  adopt 
this  rule  change  as  soon  as  possible.    He  reviewed  the  problems  experienced 
by  Chief  Officers  and  Company  Officers  in  the  Department  who  have  not  had 
the  mechanism  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  firefighters  who  may  be  under  the 
influence  of  drugs. 
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D)  Continued. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  was  asked  to  give  his  opinion  on  this  subject.    He  stated 
that  clinical  observations  as  to  whether  a  person  is  a  drug  user  have 
no  legal  standing  unless  there  is  a  chemical  test  to  back  them  up. 
He  stated  that  he  felt  this  amendment  to  the  rules  is  a  necessary  approach 
to  deal  with  the  very  real  problem  of  drug  abuse  in  our  society  today. 
He  commented  further  that  the  public  has  a  right  to  be  protected  against 
any  member  of  the  Fire  Department  who  may  be  driving  apparatus  or  engaging 
in  firefighting  operations  while  under  the  influence  of  narcotics. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  what  procedure  would  be  followed  if  this 
amendment  becomes  effective.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  company 
officer  who  suspects  a  member  may  be  under  the  influence  of  alcohol 
or  drugs  would  notify  his  Battalion  Chief,  who  would  notify  the  Assistant 
Chief,  who  would  notify  the  Chief  of  Department.    The  Chief  of  Department 
would  make  the  determination  as  to  whether  the  member  should  be  sent  for 
a  test. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Department  has  an  obligation  to  assure  the 
public's  safety  and  also  the  safety  of  our  firefighters,  and  our  Chief 
Officers  must  have  the  mechanism  to  deal  with  this  problem  when  it  is 
suspected. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  this  item  has  already  been  continued  one 
week  as  a  courtesy  to  Firefighters  Local  798,  and  that  the  Fire  Commission 
has  a  legal  quorum  present  today.    Since  all  the  Commissioners  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  read  Local  798 's  arguments  on  this  matter,  she  felt 
this  item  should  be  acted  upon  today. 

President  Figone  asked  Mr.  Ferguson  if  he  wished  to  make  any  further 
comments.    Mr.  Ferguson  stated  that  it  is  difficult  for  the  union  to 
oppose  this  rule  since  they  share  the  Chief's  concern  regarding  the 
problem  of  drug  abuse.    He  commented,  however,  that  no  other  Fire  Depart- 
ment in  California  has  a  rule  of  this  type,  and  he  mentioned  the  labor 
dispute  with  the  Coors  Company  in  Colorado  over  the  use  of  a  lie  detector 
test. 

Mr.  Ferguson  stated  that  the  union  felt  the  present  language  in  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  is  adequate.    He  stated,  however,  that  they  would 
drop  their  objection  to  the  proposed  amendment  if  the  words  "reasonable 
cause"  were  inserted.    He  expressed  concern  that  under  some  future  Chief 
of  Department  this  rule  may  be  abused. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  conducted  an  informal  survey  of  Fire 
Departments  in  eight  California  metropolitan  cities,  and  they  do  not 
have  a  similar  rule,  although  they  are  moving  toward  the  adoption  of 
such  a  rule. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  City  of  New  York  has  a  similar  rule  that 
is  used  whenever  the  use  of  alcohol  or  narcotics  is  suspected.  The 
Appellate  Division  of  the  New  York  State  Supreme  Court  affirmed  the 
right  of  the  New  York  Fire  Commissioner  to  order  such  tests  as  required 
by  their  rule.    The  decision  stated  in  part  "When  intoxication  or  being 
under  the  influence  of  an  intoxicating  beverage  is  reasonably  suspected, 
a  blood  sample  test  in  cases  of  this  kind  is  a  proper  measure  reasonably 
calculated  to  prove  or  disprove  the  fact." 

Chief  Casper  also  referred  to  a  City  Attorney  opinion  dated  June  9,  1977, 
which  stated  that  "if  probable  cause  exists  to  believe  that  a  uniformed 
member  is  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor  or  drugs  while  on 
duty,  the  department  has  the  right  to  require  such  member  to  submit  to 
a  physical  examination  and  such  medical  or  other  tests  as  may  be  necessary 
to  determine  the  presence  of  alcohol  or  drugs." 
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D)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  further  stated  that  he  had  no  objection  to  the  addition  of 
the  words  "reasonable  cause"  to  the  proposed  rule  change,  and  recommended 
that  it  be  amended  to  add  that  language.    Commissioner  Ream  moved  and 
Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded.    The  motion  to  amend  the  proposed  rule 
change  to  include  the  words  "reasonable  cause"  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  commented  that  regarding  Mr,  Ferguson's  statement 
concerning  future  application  of  this  new  rule,  any  person  who  submits  to 
such  a  test  who  is  not  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  or  drugs  has  nothing 
to  worry  about. 

Commissioner  Ream  commented  that  there  is  a  significant  difference  between 
an  employee  of  Coors  and  a  public  safety  employee,  and  between  the  use  of 
a  polygraph  test  and  the  type  of  test  referred  to  in  this  rule  change. 
The  Fire  Commission  feels  that  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  have  a  right 
to  expect  their  public  safety  employees  to  be  free  from  the  influence  of 
alcohol  or  drugs. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  Section  3912  (Intoxicants 
on  Department  Premises)  and  Section  3913  (Use  of  Intoxicants)  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  were  adopted  as  amended,  and  President  Figone 
directed  that  they  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  today's  meeting.

Sec.  3912.    INTOXICANTS  ON  DEPARTMENT  PREMISES.    They  shall  at  no 
time  bring  into  or  keep  in  or  about  the  stations  or 
premises  of  the  Department  any  intoxicating  liquor, 
drug,  substance  or  compound. 


Sec.  3913.    USE  OF  INTOXICANTS.    They  shall  not  report  for  duty  at 
their  places  of  assignment  under  the  influence  of  any 
intoxicating  liquor,  drug,  substance,  or  compound,  and 
they  shall  not  have  any  of  these  intoxicants  in  their 
possession  at  such  time.    They  shall  not  indulge  in  the 
use  of,  or  be  under  the  influence  of  these  intoxicants 
while  on  duty,  or  while  in  uniform  while  off  duty. 

When  reasonable  cause  indicates  that  members  may  be 
suspected  of  being  under  the  influence  of  any  intoxicating 
liquor,  drug,  substance  or  compound  while  on  duty,  or  while 
in  uniform  while  off  duty,  they  shall  be  required  to  submit 
to  physical  examination  or  appropriate  chemical  tests  adminis- 
tered by  the  Department  Physician  or  other  authorized  agency 
when  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  Chief  of  Department.  Refusal 
to  submit  to  such  examination  or  tests  shall  be  deemed  a 
violation  of  Section  3922  -  DISOBEDIENCE.    Ref.  Art.  704  - 
R.&  R„  and  P.G.

Introduction  of  i^lew  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  daily  average  on-duty  strength 
in  San  Francisco  before  and  after  firefighters  are  hired  for  W,D.O., 
from  July,  1977  through  March,  1978. 

Secretary  Connors  explained  that  this  item  is  on  calendar  pursuant 
to  a  request  made  by  Commissioner  McClain  at  last  week's  meeting, 
and  stated  that  eac'  ^gd  received  a  written  copy  of 

Chief  Casper's  repc. 

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  the  data  contained  in  his  report  and 
commented  that  even  with  W.D„0.'s  the  department's  manning  level 
was  still  below  minimum  during  most  months  shown.    He  stated  that 
the  main  reasons  for  the  low  manpower  level  are  that  fewer  men 
were  hired  from  the  last  H2  Eligible  List  than  had  been  anticipated 
and  a  new  list  for  H2  Firefighter  has  not  been  adopted  by  Civil 
Service.    Also,  the  number  of  men  off-duty  on  sick  leave  or 
disability  leave  changes  the  level  of  manpower  from  day  to  day. 
He  explained  that  370  men  on  duty  is  considered  a  "fair"  level 
of  manning  and  343  is  "minimum". 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  does  not  know  when  a  new  eligible 

list  for  H2  Firefighter  will  be  adopted.    He  has  been  meeting 

with  the  General  Manager,  Personnel  and  staff,  and  they  have  compiled 

the  necessary  statistics.    They  still  must  make  a  decision  as  to  the 

passing  grade  on  the  written  and  physical  agility  portions  of  the 

examination  and  must  conduct  medical  examinations,  background  checks, 

and  oral  examinations. 

Mr.  Ferguson  asked  Chief  Casper  about  the  feasibility  of  transferring 
surplus  permanent  salary  funds  to  the  W.DoO.  account  in  order  to 
hire  additional  members  to  bring  the  daily  manpower  level  to  370 
per  day. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  a  supplemental  appropriation  request 
would  have  to  be  submitted  in  order  to  accomplish  that  transfer  of 
funds,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  it  would  be  approved  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  before  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  Commissioner  McClain's  intent  in 
requesting  this  report  was  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  perhaps  on  a  monthly  basis.    She  suggested 
that  additional  information  also  be  included  to  indicate  how  the 
inadequate  level  of  manpower  affects  the  services  provided  by 
the  Fire  Department. 

President  Figone  stated  that  he  ived  information  that 

the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Finance  ^tee  had  issued  a  statement 

specifically  regarding  the  v^e  of  .mental  appropriation 

requests  and  asked  Chi  to  look  into  this  matter.

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2)    Letter  of  Commendation  to  Peter  Cleveland  and  KGO-TV. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  that  a  letter  of  commendation  be  sent 
to  Peter  Cleveland  and  to  KGO-TV  for  the  excellent  program  on  Arson 
which  they  recently  presented. 

Secretary  Connors  was  instructed  to  send  the  letter  on  behalf  of 
the  Fire  Commission. 


3)    Report  from  Assistant  Chief  Robert  Barry,  Division  of  Airports. 

President  Figone  asked  Assistant  Chief  Barry  to  give  a  report  on 
activities  at  the  Airport. 

Assistant  Chief  Barry  reported  on  the  new  airport  taxi-way  which 
will  be  open  in  two  weeks,  which  is  just  30  feet  away  from  the 
left  side  wall  of  the  Airport  Fire  Station.    It  will  be  used  by 
planes  leaving  the  service  center  en  route  to  the  terminal  area. 
Assistant  Chief  Barry  expressed  his  concern  over  the  possible  use 
of  jet  engines  that  close  to  their  quarters,  and  has  received 
assurance  that  the  planes  will  be  towed  to  a  point  well  past  their 
quarters  before  firing  up  their  jets. 

.  Assistant  Chief  Barry  also  reported  on  the  recent  Code  1000 
Disaster  Drill  held  on  March  31  ,  1978.    It  was  a  simulated  air 
crash  in  the  Crystal  Springs  Watershed  area,  involving  over  300 
people  including  Highway  Patrol,  Department  of  Forestry,  Red  Cross, 
and  several  police  and  fire  departments.    The  drill  was  considered 
a  success  and  demonstrated  great  cooperation  between  the  various 
departments  and  agencies  involved. 

Assistant  Chief  Barry  also  commented  on  the  new  crash/fire/rescue 
vehicle  (CFR)  to  be  acquired  by  the  Airport.    The  vehicle  specifications 
are  now  before  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  and  will  then  go 
to  the  City  Purchasing  Department  and  out  to  bid.    It  is  a  rapid 
response  vehicle  which  holds  3,000  gallons  of  water.    The  cost  of 
the  vehicle  is  $350,000,  approximately  75%  of  which  will  be  paid  by 
the  Federal  Government  under  the  Airport  Development  and  Assistance 
Program. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Assistant  Chief  Barry  about  plans  to 
build  a  new  fire  house  at  the  Airport.    Assistant  Chief  Barry  stated 
that  the  proposal  for  new  quarters  is  still  being  looked  into,  and 
that  funding  continues  to  be  a  problem. 

Chief  Casper  asked  Assistant  Chief  Barry  to  comment  on  the  problem 
of  flooding  at  the  Airport  Fire  Station.    Assistant  Chief  Barry 
stated  that  there  has  been  a  continuing  problem  of  flooding  whenever 
there  are  heavy  rains,  but  that  the  apparatus  floor  is  going  to  be 
re-paved  to  improve  drainage. 

President  Figone  thanked  Assistant  Chief  Barry  for  his  report. 


4)    Physical  Fitness  Program. 

President  Figone  asked  Dr.  Bonfilio  if  he  had  anything  to  report. 
Dr.  Bonfilio  stated  that  nothing  has  been  done  to  appropriate  funds 
for  the  proposed  physical  fitness  program  for  the  Department.  Chief 
Casper  commented  that  Mr.  Tom  Purvis  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  had  met  with  Deputy  Chief  Condon  and  Dr.  Bonfilio  regarding 
this  program,  and  seemed  to  be  very  enthusiastic  about  it.  Deputy 
Chief  Condon  stated  that  he  is  to  meet  with  Mr.  Raymond  Sullivan 
of  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  to  attempt  to  get  the  request  for 
funds  approved.

B)    Submitted  for  approval  a  proposed  ordinance  amending  Part  II,  Chapter  IV 
(Fire  Code),  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code,  by  amending  Article  27  thereof, 
relating  to  Christmas  trees  and  decorations  displayed  in  regulated 
occupancies  and  repealing  Ordinance  No.  500-77. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded. 
There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  proposed  ordinance  was 
approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department  and  forwarded  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  enactment. 


C)    Recommended  that  Old  Engine  40,  located  at  1249  CI  ay ton' Street,  be  declared 
surplus,  that  the  Director  of  Property  be  notified  to  dispose  of  this 
property  in  accordance  with  the  Charter,  and  that  proceeds  be  credited  to 
the  Fire  Department  Real  Property  Fund. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Chief  Casper  to  briefly  review  the  reasons  for 
having  this  piece  of  property  declared  surplus. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  this  particular  piece  of  property  has  not 
been  an  active  fire  station  for  a  number  of  years.    It  has  been  used  as 
the  sleeping  quarters  for  the  firefighter  assigned  to  Ashbury  Tank, 
which  is  located  across  the  street,  and  also  as  a  warehouse  for 
certain  equipment  and  supplies.    The  equipment  may  be  stored  elsewhere 
and  there  is  space  available  at  Ashbury  Tank  for  the  attendant  to  sleep. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  there  are  two  other  fire  stations  in  the  same 
general  area  as  Old  Engine  40,  and  it  doesn't  seem  proper  to  keep  this 
piece  of  valuable  property  inactive  when  it  doesn't  serve  an  essential 
purpose  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Mr.  Anthony  Sacco,  Vice  President  of  Firefighters  Local  798,  on  behalf 
of  President  James  Ferguson  who  was  unable  to  be  present,  requested  that 
the  Fire  Commission  delay  action  on  this  item  for  one  week. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  felt  that  Firefighters  Local  798  had  no 
function  in  making  an  administrative  determination  as  to  whether  or 
not  this  property  should  be  declared  surplus.    He  stated  that  he  did 
not  see  what  interest  the  union  would  have  in  this  matter.    Mr.  Sacco 
did  not  know  the  reason  for  Mr.  Ferguson's  request  for  a  continuance. 

President  Figone  stated  that  he  agreed  with  Chief  Casper,  that  this 
was  an  administrative  decision,  and  one  that  should  be  made  promptly 
in  light  of  the  fact  that  this  is  a  valuable  piece  of  property  which 
should  be  used  as  a  source  of  revenue  for  the  City. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo,  referring  to  the  request  that  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  this  surplus  property  be  credited  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment's Real  Property  Fund,  asked  for  an  explanation  of  this  procedure. 

Assistant  Chief  Robert  Rose  explained  that  when  property  is  sold  as 
surplus  the  money  goes  into  the  City's  property  fund,  with  the 
specific  amount  earmarked  for  the  Department  involved.    It  remains 
in  that  fund  and  can  be  used  by  the  Department  to  purchase  other 
property,  for  capital  improvement  programs,  etc.    The  Board  of  Super- 
visors, however,  has  the  authority  to  use  any  department's  real 
property  fund  to  assist  another  City  department,  so  it  is  not  an 
exclusive  fund  for  our  department.    Also,  if  money  remains  in  the 
department's  fund  for  a  lengthy  period  without  any  definite  program 
for  expenditure,  it  can  be  used  for  other  purposes.

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  she  would  like  to  be  kept  informed 
of  the  progress  made  on  the  sale  of  this  property.    Assistant  Chief 
Rose  stated  that  he  would  do  so,  but  it  is  a  very  lengthy  process. 
He  explained  that  the  Director  of  Property  is  notified  when  the 
property  is  declared  surplus,  other  City  departments  have  first 
claim  and  there  is  a  delay  while  these  departments  go  through  a 
waiver  procedure.    If  there  is  no  transfer  of  jurisdiction  to  another 
City  department,  a  resolution  must  be  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
declaring  the  property  as  surplus.    The  Director  of  Property  would  then 
establish  a  bid  price,  advertise  the  property  as  available,  and  conduct 
an  open  bid  process . 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  who  establishes  the  bid  price  on  the 
property.    Assistant  Chief  Rose  stated  that  the  appraisal  is  most 
likely  done  by  a  member  of  the  Director  of  Property's  staff. 

President  Figone  thanked  Assistant  Chief  Rose  for  his  report  and  asked 
that  he  keep  the  Commissioners  informed  on  the  progress  of  the  sale  of 
this  property.    Assistant  Chief  Rose  stated  that  he  would  do  so. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  to  declare 
this  property  as  surplus  on  recommendation  of  the  Chief  of  Department 
was  unanimously  adopted.

E)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Submitted  biweekly  report  of  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
disability  injuries  and  men  off-duty  on  sick  pay,  March  29  through 
April  11,  1978. 

Commissioner  Ream,  referring  to  the  disability  injury  report 
regarding  firefighters  who  suffered  smoke  inhalation,  stated  that 
it  would  be  helpful  to  know  if  they  were  wearing  protective 
breathing  equipment  at  the  time.    She  asked  that  this  information 
be  indicated  on  the  Physician's  report. 

Commissioner  Ream  also  asked  if  the  Fire  Department's  Physical 
Fitness  Program  was  still  in  the  budget  for  1978-79.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  it  was  and  that  he  would  give  a  report  on 
this  subject  when  the  budget  is  discussed. 


E)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business 


2)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  status  of  Fire  Department's 
Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1978-79. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Mayor's  Office  had  reviewed  the 
proposed  budget  as  submitted  by  the  Fire  Department  in  the 
amount  of  $70  Million,  and  reduced  the  total  amount  to 
$64  Million.    The  82  new  firefighter  positions  were  deleted 
but  there  are  sufficient  funds  to  hire  161  new  firefighters 
to  fill  current  and  projected  H2  Firefighter  vacancies.  He 
stated  that  these  new  employments  plus  WoD.O.  funds  will 
give  the  Department  a  "fair"  level  of  manning  by  the  end  of 
next  fiscal  year. 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  his  two  appearances  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors'  Finance  Committee  regarding  the  budget.  He 
comnrented  that  new  pension  adjustments  and  a  pending  pay  raise 
may  still  increase  the  total  amount  of  the  budget. 

The  only  item  reduced  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  Automotive 
Equipment  Repair,  by  $50,000.    One  triple-combination  pumper, 
new  hose,  protective  breathing  equipment  and  the  Physical  Fitness 
Program  were  left  in  the  budget. 

On  the  question  of  the  Fireboat,  Chief  Casper  stated  that  last 
Thursday  evening,  the  Fire  Department  gave  a  demonstration, 
using  maps  and  a  recent  fire  situation  in  the  area,  to  demonstrate 
why  the  Fireboat  cannot  be  maintained  on  a  standby  basis.  Super- 
visor Dolson  was  not  present  at  the  time  the  demonstration  was 
made,  but  it  was  well  received  by  Supervisors  Kopp  and  Hutch. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President  of 
Firefighters  Local  798,  made  a  very  effective  presentation 
before  the  Finance  Conmittee  regarding  the  Fireboat.  He 
submitted  a  copy  of  a  City  Attorney's  Opinion  which  stated  that 
the  Port  is  required  to  maintain  the  same  level  of  fire  protec- 
tion that  existed  when  the  State  owned  the  Port. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  to  the  full  Board  that 
the  question  of  funding  the  Fireboat  be  taken  to  court. 

Chief  Casper  also  reported  that  one  new  Civil  Engineering  Assistant 
II  position  to  do  map  and  drafting  work  was  granted,  and  he  will 
replace  a  retired  firefighter.    Also,  one  new  janitor  position  was 
granted  and  it  will  therefore  not  be  necessary  to  hire  contractual 
janitorial  services.    He  stated  that  the  Fire  Department  will 
retain  the  janitor  who  has  been  employed  here  for  the  last  14 
years,  but  his  workload  will  be  doubled,  since  the  work  was 
formerly  done  by  two  janitors  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
under  a  work  order.    The  City  Janitor's  Union  has  approved  this 
arrangement  in  order  to  save  this  position. 

President  Figone  thanked  Chief  Casper  for  his  report  and  complimented 
him  on  the  excellent  presentation  made  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors' 
Finance  Committee. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  that  the  Commissioners  be  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  the  amended  budget  when  it  becomes  available. 

Commissioner  Ream  also  asked  if  the  item  for  $11,000  for  soap 
and  hand  towels  was  deleted.       Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  was. 
Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  she  felt  that  firefighters  have  the 
same  right  to  have  clean  hands  as  any  other  City  employees,  and 
she  hoped  this  item  was  also  deleted  from  the  budgets  of  other 
City  departments. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business 


3)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  request  from  Retirement  System 
Board  to  appear  at  their  meeting  of  April  26,  1978,  at  1400  Hours, 
to  discuss  "light  duty       t^'^  "^-i'-^e  Department" 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  both  he  and  the  Chief  of  Police  were 
requested  to  appear  to  discuss  this  subject.    The  meeting  has  been 
postponed,  however,  since  Chief  Gain  was  unable  to  attend  today. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  intends  to  take  exception  to  the 
term  "light  duty"  as  applied  to  firefighters.    He  explained  that 
there  are  some  firefighters  on  "limited"  duty,  but  not  light  duty. 
A  firefighter  on  limited  duty  may  be  called  upon  at  any  time  to 
perform  firefighting  duties. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


4)    Underground  Gas  Line  Leak  at  16th  Street  and  Potrero  Avenue. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  a  certain  potentially  hazardous  condition 
exists  at  16th  Street  and  Potrero  Avenue.    In  August,  1976,  PG&E  was 
excavating  at  this  location  and  found  a  pool  of  gasoline  underground, 
floating  on  top  of  water.    They  closed  the  excavation  and  called  the 
Fire  Department  to  investigate.    There  are  four  service  stations  in 
the  immediate  area  and  their  tanks  have  been  inspected.    No  leaks 
have  been  found,  but  gasoline  is  still  seeping  into  a  pool  of  water 
underground . 

The  Fire  Department  has  done  everything  possible  to  locate  the  source 
of  this  leak.    PG&E  is  also  concerned  and  have  made  various  tests 
in  the  area. 

The  Western  Oil  and  Gas  Association  (WOGA)  is  a  trade  organization 
and  one  of  its  functions  is  to  trace  this  type  of  leak  for  the  oil 
companies  they  represent.    They  have  not  been  able  to  determine  the 
source  of  this  gas  leak. 

The  City  Attorney  has  advised  the  Fire  Department  to  examine  the 
feasibility  of  entering  into  an  agreement  with  WOGA  to  pursue  this 
problem,  and  releasing  them  from  liability  for  any  damages  which 
may  result  from  their  investigation.    Chief  Casper  explained  that 
the  Fire  Commission  should  not  be  overly  concerned  about  this 
liability,  since  WOGA  would  be  hiring  a  bonded  contractor  to 
perform  the  work  and  permits  would  be  obtained  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  for  any  excavation  that  may  be  necessary.  The 
proposer!  ,r  r-,^n,3nt  would  absolve  WOGA  of  any  liability. 

Chief  Casper  recommended  Fire  Commission  take  no  action  on 

this  matter  today.    The  g.:  Iuuk  nas  existed  since  1976  and  presents 
no  immediate  hazard  as  long  as  it  remains  underground.    The  resolu- 
tion authorizing  the  Fire  Commission  to  enter  into  the  agreement 
with  WOGA  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  but  is 
still  awaiting  the  Mayor's  signature. 

Chief  Caspar   inun  introduced  Mr.  John  Ainley,  who  is  in  San  Francisco 
from  Chicago,  as  a  consultant  to  the  Western  Oil  and  Gas  Association 
on  this  matter. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


4)  Continued. 

Mr.  Ainley  briefly  reviewed  his  background,  stating  that  he  worked 
for  29  years  with  the  American  Petroleum  Institute,  which  is  an 
organization  similar  to  WOGA  in  the  east.    He  has  devoted  a  great 
deal  of  time  to  fire  safety  training,  flammable  liquid  schools,  and 
underground  leak  problems.    He  is  now  retired,  but  is  available  to 
serve  as  a  consultant  on  problems  of  this  type. 

Mr.  Ainley  reported  on  his  initial  investigation  of  the  location 
v/here  the  leak  is  occurring.    He  stated  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  determine  a  pattern  for  the  gasoline  flow,  take  various  samples, 
and  have  a  geologist  make  an  analysis  of  the  area.    He  stated  that 
precautions  will  be  taken  during  any  testing  or  drilling  procedures. 
They  will  then  attempt  to  determine  the  source  of  the  gas  flow  and 
pump  it  out. 

Mr.  Ainley  explained  that  WOGA  has  no  insurance  to  cover  this  type 
of  operation.    If  responsibility  for  the  gas  flow  can  be  determined, 
they  will  attempt  to  obtain  reimbursement  from  the  party  responsible. 
This  is  all  being  done  at  no  cost  to  the  City.    He  stated  further 
that  he  is  here  to  serve  as  an  advisor  and  no  work  will  be  done  that 
is  not  approved  by  the  Fire  Department.    He  stated  again  that  there 
is  no  immediate  hazard  except  as  a  nuisance  to  PG&E  since  they  are 
not  able  to  work  in  their  underground  vaults  in  the  area.  There 
is  always  the  possibility  that  the  gas  will  move  and  he  recommended 
that  it  not  be  allowed  to  remain  too  long.    He  informed  the  Commis- 
sion that  he  will  be  returning  to  Chicago  soon  and  would  not  be 
available  to  return  to  work  on  this  problem  for  approximately  one 
month. 

President  Figone  stated  that  the  Commission  would  take  no  action 
on  this  matter  until  the  resolution  had  been  acted  upon  by  the 
Mayor,  and  directed  that  this  item  be  calendared  for  next  week's 
meeting  of  the  Fire  Commission. 


5)    Report  from  Coordinator  of  Community  Services. 

President  Figone  asked  Earl  Gage,  Coordinator  of  Community  Services, 
for  a  report  on  recent  activities. 

Coordinator  Gage  stated  that  he  is  currently  involved  in  a  program 
to  prevent  false  alarms.    They  have  determined  the  areas  where 
false  alarms  are  a  recurrent  problem  and  sent  out  letters  to 
residents  and  held  meetings  with  residents  of  those  areas  to  help 
prevent  this  problem.    They  have  also  installed  a  bell -sounding 
device  on  the  alarm  boxes  in  those  areas  which  sounds  when  the 
boxes  are  pulled.    Hopefully  residents  will  be  alerted  and  will 
be  able  to  identify  the  person  pulling  such  false  alarm.  The 
Department  of  Electricity  is  investigating  the  feasibility  of 
relocating  alarm  boxes  away  from  certain  schools  so  that  they 
will  still  be  accessible  to  residents  of  the  area  but  not  present 
an  attractive  nuisance  to  students.

5)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  Community  Relations  Bureau  has  also 
been  involved  in  meetings  at  the  Eichler  Townhouses  to  present  programs 
on  fire  safety.    There  have  been  a  large  number  of  fire  deaths  in  that 
area  due  to  the  type  of  interior  construction.    The  Fire  Department 
has  recommended  that  small  sprinkler  systems  be  installed  or  at  least 
smoke  detectors  at  the  top  and  bottom  of  the  stairways.    They  plan 
to  continue  to  work  with  residents  of  this  area. 

President  Figone  asked  Assistant  Chief  Sherratt  to  comment  on  the 
program  to  affix  labels  in  Spanish  and  Cantonese  to  fire  alarm 
boxes  in  the  City.    Assistant  Chief  Sherratt  commented  that  there 
has  been  a  problem  in  obtaining  the  necessary  funds.  Commissioner 
Ream  asked  how  much  money  was  needed  for  the  program  and  Assistant 
Chief  Sherratt  estimated  that  approximately  $500  would  be  required. 

Assistant  Chief  Sherratt  commented  that  Coordinator  Gage  did  not 
include  the  CETA  program  in  the  report  of  his  activities,  and  that 
it  constitutes  a  major  portion  of  his  duties.    Assistant  Chief 
Sherratt  stated  that  Coordinator  Gage  is  doing  an  excellent  job 
of  bringing  employees  into  the  CETA  program. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  how  many  CETA  employees  are  now  working 
for  the  Fire  Department.    Coordinator  Gage  stated  that  there  are 
currently  15  CETA  employees.

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  Fire  Department's  budget 
has  been  set  for  next  fiscal  year  with  the  exception  of  increased 
retirement  rates  and  possible  salary  increases,  which  are  not  known 
at  the  time  the  budget  is  prepared.    These  funds  represent  the  in- 
creased retirement  costs  for  next  fiscal  year  and  the  Department's 
1978-79  budget  will  be  adjusted  accordingly. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  request  for 
supplemental  appropriation  was  approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief 
of  Department.

E)    Presentation  of  Certificate  of  Merit  to  Ambulance  Driver  Robert  M,  Dutton 
for  his  display  of  unusual  courage  under  difficult  and  dangerous  circum- 
stances in  preventing  a  man  from  committing  suicide. 

Chief  Casper  acknowledged  the  presence  of  Deputy  Chief  of  the  Emergency 
Ambulance  Service,  Daniel  Carey,  members  of  Robert  Dutton's  family  and 
his  co-workers.    Chief  Casper  praised  the  close  working  relationship 
the  Emergency  Ambulance  Service  and  the  Fire  Department  have  had  for 
many  years. 

Chief  Casper  presented  the  Certificate  of  Merit  to  Ambulance  Driver 
Dutton  for  his  actions  on  October  29,  1977,  when  he  and  Firefighter 
Jack  Pacheco,  Truck  1,  had  to  physically  restrain  and  bring  to  safety 
a  mentally  disturbed  man  who  was  about  to  jump  from  a  fire  escape 
at  a  downtown  hotel.    Chief  Casper  commented  that  Robert  Dutton  was 
also  the  man  who  carried  out  Captain  Bob  Little  from  the  scene  of  the 
fire  where  he  suffered  his  disabling  injury. 

Ambulance  Driver  Dutton  thanked  Chief  Casper  and  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Commission  for  the  award,  stated  that  he  appreciates  the  fine 
work  done  by  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department,  and  that  he  is  happy 
to  continue  to  serve  with  them  in  any  way  he  can. 


F)  Submitted  Request  for  Supplemental  Appropriation  in  the  amount  of 
$50,000  for  Extended  Work  Week  Appropriation  (U.D.O.)  in  order  to 
insure  minimum  daily  manning  during  the  last  month  of  this  fiscal 
year. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  what  the  average  daily  manning  would  be  with 
this  appropriation  of  $50,000.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  hopes 
to  keep  the  manpower  level  above  343  men  per  day,  and  continue  to  strive 
for  370  per  day,  at  least  for  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year. 

President  Figone  asked  if  this  supplemental  appropriation  request 
would  now  be  forwarded  to  the  Mayor's  office.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  it  would. 

President  Figone  asked  if  these  funds  were  available  in  the  Fire 
Department's  permanent  salary  account.    Chief  Casper  explained  that 
there  are  funds  available  in  that  account,  but  it  is  necessary  to 
submit  this  request  in  order  that  they  be  transferred  to  our  W.D.O. 
account. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  Request  for 
Supplemental  Appropriation  was  approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief 
of  Department. 


G)    Submitted  for  approval  General  Release  and  Agreement  of  Indemnity 
between  Western  Oil  and  Gas  Association  and  Fire  Commission  for 
obtaining  the  assistance  of  "WOGA"  in  connection  with  locating  the 
source  of  an  underground  gasoline  leak  at  16th  Street  and  Potrero 
Avenue,  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded.

G)  Continued. 

Comnissioner  McClain,  who  was  not  present  at  last  week's  Commission 
meeting  when  this  item  was  discussed,  asked  Chief  Casper  about  previous 
attempts  to  determine  the  source  of  this  leak  and  the  question  of  the 
City's  liability  for  any  damages  which  may  occur  as  a  result  of  Western 
Oil  and  Gas  Association's  procedures. 

Chief  Casper  reviewed  the  discussion  held  last  week,  and  explained 
that  the  Contractor  who  will  be  employed  by  WOGA  to  perform  this 
work  will  obtain  necessary  permits  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  will  be  bonded,  and  will  be  liable  for  any  of  his  acts  of 
negligence  which  may  occur  while  performing  work  on  the  site  of  the 
gas  leak.    The  City  Attorney  has  recommended  this  course  of  action, 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  have  approved  the  resolution 
authorizing  the  Fire  Commission  to  enter  into  this  agreement. 

At  the  request  of  President  Figone,  Inspector  William  Strambi ,  Bureau 
of  Fire  Prevention,  also  gave  a  report  to  the  Commission,  reviewing 
the  history  of  this  situation. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  General  Release 
and  Agreement  of  Indemnity  was  approved  as  authorized  by  Board  of 
Supervisors'  Resolution  No.  291-78,  approved  by  Mayor  Moscone  on 
April  26,  1978.

H)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Report  on  Status  of  funding  for  Fireboat  Phoenix  for  Fiscal  Year 
1978-79. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  has  decided  to  initiate  legal  action  against  the 
Port  Commission  if  they  do  not  fully  fund  the  Fireboat  next 
fiscal  year. 

The  Finance  Coimiittee  had  previously  allowed  51%  of  the  fireboat 
expenses  to  be  funded  by  the  Fire  Department  and  49%  by  the  Port 
Commission.    They  have  now  deleted  that  51%  from  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment's budget  for  fiscal  year  1978-79.    Chief  Casper  stated  that 
this  was  done  as  a  legal  procedure  and  puts  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  a  better  positioji  to  require  full  funding  by  the  Port 
Commission  when  this  matter  is  taken  to  court.    Hopefully,  the 
case  will  be  decided  in  the  next  six  months.    The  City  Attorney 
will  represent  the  City  in  this  matter. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  what  the  status  of  the  Fireboat  will 
be  until  this  matter  has  been  settled  in  court. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  funds  for  the  fireboat  expense 
already  provided  by  the  Port  Commission  for  next  fiscal  year 
will  remain  in  their  budget  and  will  be  sufficient  to  keep  the 
fireboat  in  operation  for  approximately  five  months.  Hopefully 
the  problem  will  be  resolved  by  that  time. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION 


1)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  what  will  happen  to  the  fireboat  if  the 
court  case  is  not  settled  by  that  time.    Chief  Casper  explained 
that  a  supplemental  appropriation  request  mu'\d  be  submitted  for 
the  funds  needed  to  continue  the  operation  of  the  fireboat  for 
the  balance  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  he  felt  the  department  was 
taking  a  dangerous  risk  in  allowing  this  matter  to  be  settled  in 
court  and  that  it  may  mean  the  end  of  the  Fireboat. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  matter  is  out  of  our  hands.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  has  taken  this  course  of  action  in  an 
attempt  to  have  the  Port  Commission  completely  fund  the  operation 
of  the  Fireboat.    Chief  Casper  feels  that  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  is  in  support  of  a  full-time  fireboat  and  it  is  just 
a  matter  of  who  will  provide  the  funding. 


2)    Status  of  H2  Firefighter  Entrance  Examination. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  asked  if 
there  was  any  relationship  between  the  supplemental  appropriation 
request  for  WoD.O.  funds  approved  today  and  the  absence  of  an 
eligible  list  for  H2  Firefighter.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  even 
if  an  H2  eligible  list  were  issued  today  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  there  would  be  no  new  firefighters  trained  and  ready 
to  work  before  July  1,  1978. 

Mr.  Ferguson  stated  that  Civil  Service  Commission  had  given  the 
date  of  May  1  ,  1978,  for  release  of  the  H2  Eligible  List.  Chief 
Casper  briefly  reviewed  the  delays  experienced  with  the  release 
of  this  eligible  list,  and  stated  that  he  hoped  it  would  be 
available  by  July  1,  1978.    He  has  met  with  Mr.  John  Walsh,  General 
Manager  of  Personnel,  and  Dr.  Verducci  on  this  subject,  and  they 
have  been  experiencing  some  problems  with  the  computerized  results 
of  the  recent  tests. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  she  felt  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
has  had  more  than  a  reasonable  amount  of  time  to  issue  a  new 
eligible  list  for  H2  Firefighter  and  suggested  that  the  Fire  Commis- 
sion express  its  dismay  over  the  continued  delay  of  this  list. 

Chief  Casper  suggested  that  the  Fire  Commission  also  request  a 
confirmation  from  Civil  Service  regarding  the  October  1978  date  for 
the  conduct  of  the  H20/H30  Promotional  Examination  and  also  point 
out  the  effect  the  lack  of  firefighters  may  have  on  the  fire  insurance 
rates  in  San  Francisco.    The  daily  manpower  survey  indicates  that 
there  are  more  major  alarms  when  the  manpower  is  low. 

President  Figone  directed  Secretary  Connors  to  write  a  letter  to 
the  President  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  expressing  the 
Fire  Commission's  concern  over  the  Civil  Service  Commission's 
delay  in  producing  an  H2  Firefighter  Eligible  List,  and  urging 
an  October, 1978  date  for  the  H20/H30  Promotional  examinations. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION 


3)    Fire  Safety  Procedures  in  BARTD  Trans-Bay  Tunnel. 

Commissioner  McClain,  referring  to  Chief  Casper's  letter  of  May  2,  1978, 
addressed  to  the  Safety  Director  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District, 
asked  Chief  Casper  to  elaborate  further  on  the  subject  of  fire  safety 
in  the  BARTD  tunnel . 

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  the  firefighting  problems  that  exist 
in  the  BARTD  system,  the  need  for  a  mid-tube  training  exercise  including 
both  the  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  Fire  Departments,  and  the  problem 
of  providing  adequate  protective  breathing  equipment  for  firefighters 
who  may  have  to  operate  in  the  trans-bay  tube.    Chief  Casper  also 
expressed  his  concern  over  the  inadequate  means  of  transportation 
for  firefighters  to  emergency  locations  within  the  transbay  tube. 

President  Figone  stated  that  he  felt  this  was  a  serious  problem 
that  merits  immediate  attention.    He  asked  Acting  Assistant  Chief 
John  Mull  in  to  give  a  report  on  this  situation. 

Assistant  Chief  Mull  in  stated  that  he  and  Assistant  Chief  Edward 
Murphy  of  Division  3  are  members  of  the  San  Francisco  BARTD 
Committee  and  the  Bay  Area  BARTD  Committee.    There  has  been  an 
exchange  of  ideas  at  these  committee  meetings  with  various  BARTD 
safety  personnel  and  Fire  Department  personnel.    He  stated  that 
we  have  been  fortunate  that  there  have  been  no  major  fires  in 
the  BARTD  system  to  date,  and  further  described  the  inadequate 
protective  breathing  equipment  and  also  the  means  of  transporting 
firefighters  into  the  transbay  tube  in  case  of  emergency. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  regarding  the  necessary  protective 
breathing  equipment,  the  City  Attorney  has  stated  that  it  is 
BARTD's  responsibility  to  provide  specialized  firefighting 
equipment  as  requested  by  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department. 
BARTD's  proposed  arrangement  to  transport  breathing  equipment 
from  the  Alameda  location  of  the  Mine  Enforcement  Safety  Adminis- 
tration is  not  acceptable  because  of  the  time  factor  involved. 
Chief  Casper  also  noted  that  copies  of  his  letter  of  May  2  were 
sent  to  the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  CAL-OSHA. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  that  a  written  report  be  submitted  to 
the  Fire  Commission  in  two  weeks  as  to  what  the  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department  considers  to  be  the  minimum  equipment  and 
safety  procedures  required  for  firefighting  operations  in 
the  BARTD  system.    She  stated  further  that  she  is  appalled  that 
the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  has  allowed  this  condition 
to  exist.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  would  prepare  such  a 
report  and  that  hopefully  a  response  will  have  been  received 
by  that  date  to  his  letter  to  BARTD's  Director  of  Safety. 


4)    Secretary  Connors  announced  that  pursuant  to  direction  of  the 
Fire  Commission,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Coordinator  of 
Community  Relations  Earl  Gage,  he  has  secured  facilities  for 
a  community  meeting  in  the  evening.

As  a  full-time  physician  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
Medical  Clinic,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  work  closely  with  the  Airport 
Fire  Department  Emergency  Rescue  Team  on  multiple  occasions  in  the  past 
ten  months.    On  these  occasions  I  have  felt  that  the  Fire  Department 
Rescue  Team  has  performed  in  a  very  efficient,  competent  and  professional 
manner.    On  several  occasions  their  prompt  response  and  immediate 
emergency  treatment  have  been  life-saving. 

For  example,  in  the  past  two  weeks  I  have  personally  attended  two 
passengers  who  had  sustained  cardiac  arrests  at  the  Airport.    In  each 
case  the  Fire  Department  was  administering  effective  cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation  when  I  arrived  on  the  scene.    In  these  instances, 
because  of  your  men's  competence  in  performing  resuscitation,  I  was 
freed  to  administer  intravenous  medications  and  apply  electrical 
defibrillation  to  the  patients.    We  were  fortunate  in  that  both  of 
these  patients  were  successfully  resuscitated  and  are  currently  re- 
cuperating at  a  nearby  hospital.

E)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)  Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  minimum  equipment  and  safety 
procedures  required  for  firefighting  operations  in  the  BARTD  System. 
(Continued  from  meeting  of  May  3,  1978).. 

Chief  Casper  began  his  report  by  referring  to  his  two  page  memo- 
randum to  the  Fire  Commission  dated  May  17,  1978.    This  memorandum 
contained  a  list  of  the  available  firefighting  equipment  within  the 
BARTD  System.    He  acknowledged  that  there  is  adequate  fire  pro- 
tection relative  to  the  availability  of  hoses,  Standpipes,  High 
Rail  Emergency  Vehicles  and  extinguishers,  but  that  such  is  not  the 
case  in  the  matter  of  breathing  apparatus  and  Emergency  Gallery 
Vehicles.    He  reminded  the  Commission  that  he  had  pointed  out  these 
defects  to  BARTD  in  his  letter  of  May  2,  1978. 

He  informed  the  Commission  that  on  Thursday  afternoon.  May  18,  1978, 
he  would  be  meeting  in  his  office  with  representatives  of  BARTD  to 
discuss  the  various  problems.    He  believed  that  the  City  Attorney's 
Opinion  dated  March  28,  1977,  and  previously  provided  for  the 
members  of  the  Commission,  shows  BARTD's  obligation  to  provide 
certain  life  safety  equipment. 

Commissioner  McClain  thanked  the  Chief  for  his  report  and  thought  it 
likely  that  additional  questions  would  be  raised  about  this  matter 
during  the  next  Fire  Commission  meeting.    In  referring  to  a  letter 
dated  May  10,  1978  from  Mr.  Weule,  Director  of  Safety,  BARTD,  to 
Chief  Casper,  Commissioner  McClain  wanted  to  know  if  the  training 
exercise  in  the  BARTD  tube  will  be  discussed  at  tomorrow's  meeting. 
Chief  Casper  assured  the  Commission  that  it  would  be  discussed. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  the  members  of  the  Fire  Commission 
would  be  allowed  to  attend- this  drill.    Chief  Casper  responded  in 
the  affirmative. 

2)  Fire  Prevention  and  Home  Safety. 

Inspector  Robert  Willett  was  present  and  ready  to  discuss  this 
subject  but  because  of  the  small  audience  the  matter  was  not 
discussed. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION 


Before  proceeding  to  his  Off-Calendar  items.  Chief  Casper  introduced 
Mr.  Henry  Arata,  a  resident  of  the  area,  and  a  former  Chief  of  the 
San  Francisco  Fire  Department  Fire  Reserve. 


3)    Sacramento  Meeting  of  Fire  Chiefs. 

Chief  Casper  informed  the  Commission  that  he  and  approximately  70  other 
California  Fire  Chiefs  met  this  morning  with  Governor  Jerry  Brown  and 
members  of  his  staff  to  discuss  the  impact  of  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative. 
The  Governor's  report  was  very  gloomy.    He  told  the  Chiefs  not  to  rely 
too  heavily  on  obtaining  much  of  the  $3  Billion  state  surplus  if 
Jarvis-Gann  passes. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  about  the  cuts  that  are  anticipated 
in  the  various  services.    It  was  anticipated  that  cities  and  counties 
would  suffer  reductions  from  between  20  to  30  percent;  fire  districts 
up  to  66%,  and  the  California  State  Department  of  Forestry,  15%.  It 
was  acknowledged  that  mutual  aid,  in  effect,  would  be  eliminated. 
Because  of  the  severe  manpower  reduction  it  will  be  very  difficult 
for  cities  or  towns  to  come  to  the  aid  of  other  jurisdictions. 

The  Governor  briefly  talked  about  the  prospect  of  obtaining  relief 
through  the  actions  of  the  State  Legislature.    He  felt  that  such 
relief  would  not  be  forthcoming  very  soon  into  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  there  existed  a  mutual  assistance  pact 
between  San  Francisco  and  surrounding  areas.  Chief  Casper  responded 
affirmatively,  but  reiterated  that  with  the  prospect  of  reduced  man- 
power it  would  be  difficult  to  provide  such  assistance. 

Commissioner  McClain  wanted  to  know  if  this  meeting  was  a  part  of  a 
series  of  meetings  being  conducted  by  the  Governor.    The  Chief 
indicated  that  to  his  knowledge  it  was  the  first  such  meeting. 


4)    Arson  Task  Force  Press  Conference. 

On  Tuesday,  May  23,  1978,  at  1000  hours,  a  press  conference  will  be 
held  in  the  Fire  Commission  Room  at  260  Golden  Gate  Avenue.  The 
press  conference  is  part  of  the  Arson  Task  Force's  Kick-off  of  its 
Public  Awareness  Program  concerning  the  serious  crime  of  arson. 
Fi remans  Fund  has  contributed  $36,000  in  the  form  of  150,000  copies 
of  a  brochure  dealing  with  this  subject  as  well  as  the  services  of 
an  advertising  specialist.    Additionally,  Foster  and  Kleiser  has 
donated  10  to  20  billboards,  and  the  only  expense  will  be  printing 
and  posting.    This  cost  will  be  defrayed  by  the  recent  gifts  from  the 
Bank  of  America,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Insurance  Companies  Association 
of  Northern  California. 

A  representative  of  the  Mayor's  Office  asked  for  use  of  the  Fire  Commis- 
sion chambers  for  this  press  conference.    The  Mayor  will  attend.  The 
Fire  Commission  is  invited  to  attend  as  well.    It  is  anticipated  that 
Chief  of  Police  Charles  Gain  and  District  Attorney  Joseph  Freitas  will 
also  attend. 


There  were  no  representatives  from  Firefighters  Local  798  in  attendance 
at  this  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  1955  Hours.

On  Saturday,  May  13,  1978,  between  8:30  and  9:00  p.m.,  an  electrical 
problem  occurred  in  my  residence.    Essentially,  a  light  switch  shorted 
and  froze  in  the  "on"  position.

1)    Submitted  biweekly  report  of  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
disability  injuries  and  men  off-duty  on  sick  pay,  April  26  through 
May  9,  1978. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  reported  that  the  supplemental  appropriation  to 
provide  funds  for  like-work-like-pay  physical  examinations  has 
been  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    An  examination  procedure 
has  been  established  and  will  be  implemented  next  week  through 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital.    Uniformed  members  who  receive 
this  physical  examination  will  now  be  protected  in  case  of  injury 
at  a  higher  rank. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  if  this  will  be  an  on-going  program. 
Dr.  Bonfilio  explained  that  the  funds  being  appropriated  are  for 
this  fiscal  year  only.    Hopefully  next  year  the  Department's  physical 
fitness  program  will  be  in  effect  and  will  obviate  the  need  for 
1 ike-work-1 ike-pay  examinations . 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo,  referring  to  the  report  of  disability 
injuries  for  the  last  pay  period,  asked  if  reports  of  back  sprains 
are  being  evaluated  and  cormiented  that  there  seems  to  be  a  large 
number  of  back  and  knee  sprains  reported. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  there  is  an  Assistant  Chief  assigned 
as  the  Safety  Officer  in  each  of  the  three  divisions,  and  they 
are  evaluating  and  charting  all  the  injuries.    By  using  their 
reports,  an  evaluation  can  be  presented  to  the  Commission  by 
the  next  meeting. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  about  the  procedure  followed  when  a 
member  is  injured  on  duty.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  member 
would  report  to  the  Retirement  System's  Franciscan  Treatment  Room, 
and  must  report  to  the  Fire  Department  Physician  within  48  hours 
of  the  injury,  unless  he  is  hospitalized. 

Commissioner  McClain  thanked  Dr.  Bonfilio  for  his  report.

2)    BARTD  Safety. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  if  he  was  satisfied  with  the 
progress  being  made  regarding  the  improvement  of  safety  measures 
within  the  BARTD  system. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  a  meeting  will  be  held  in  his  office 
this  afternoon  with  members  of  the  BARTD  Safety  Staff  and  the  Chief 
of  the  Oakland  Fire  Department  to  discuss  this  matter  and  the  points 
of  concern  raised  in  Chief  Casper's  letter  to  the  BARTD  Safety 
Director  will  be  discussed. 


3)    Arson  Task  Force  Public  Awareness  Program  Kick-Off. 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  yesterday's  press  conference  to  kick-off 
the  Arson  Task  Force  new  public  awareness  program.    The  event  received 
good  news  media  coverage  and  was  attended  by  Mayor  Moscone,  District 
Attorney  Freitas,  and  Deputy  Chief  Amoroso  of  the  Police  Department, 
representing  Chief  Gain.    The  Mayor  posted  a  reward  of  $1,000  for 
information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  the  person 
responsible  for  the  arson  fire  at  Guadalupe  School,  and  described 
the  firm  stand  being  taken  against  arson  in  San  Francisco. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION 


3)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  further  explained  the  public  awareness  campaign  against 
arson,  which  will  include  the  distribution  of  brochures,  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  Arson  Hot  Line,  billboards,  and  a  general  information  program 
with  various  neighborhood  groups,  schools,  etc. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  public  awareness  program  will  extend  from 
May  through  October,  1978,  ending  with  Fire  Prevention  Week  in  October. 
The  reason  for  starting  the  program  during  the  month  of  May  was  that 
statistics  for  the  last  ten-year  period  have  shown  that  the  month  of 
May  has  the  highest  incidence  of  dwelling  fires  caused  by  arson.  He 
stated  further  that  since  the  formation  of  the  Arson  Task  Force,  San 
Francisco  is  one  of  the  few  cities  in  the  nation  that  has  experienced 
a  drop  in  the  number  of  arson  fires,  with  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  arrests  and  convictions  for  the  crime  of  arson. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  it  were  true  that  there  is  a  higher 
incidence  of  all  fires  during  the  months  of  May  through  September. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  number  of  fires  during  the  summer 
months  is  usually  high,  but  mostly  because  of  the  increased  number 
of  grass  and  brush  fires.    Building  fires  are  also  up  in  July  and 
August  and  also  in  November  and  December.    In  his  presentation.  Chief 
Casper  made  reference  to  two  "Arson  Statistics  Charts"  displayed 
in  the  Fire  Commission  meeting  room. 


4)    Additional  W.D.O.  Funds. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  the  supplemental  appropriation  request 
submitted  for  $50,000  to  hire  firefighters  to  work  W.D.O. 's  for 
the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year  has  to  be  increased  by  another 
$50,000.    It  is  the  only  way  the  department  can  provide  manpower 
for  minim.al  fire  protection  for  San  Francisco  during  the  next 
six-week  period. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  unexpected  number  of  firefighters 
who  are  retiring,  in  addition  to  the  absence  of  an  eligible  list 
for  H2  Firefighter,  have  caused  a  serious  reduction  in  the  level 
of  nuanpower  and  increased  the  need  to  hire  off-duty  firefighters 
to  work  WoD.O. 's. 

Chief  Casper  further  explained  that  the  men  who  are  retiring  will 
have  to  be  carried  on  the  timeroll  for  a  six  to  eight  month  period 
until  their  lump  sum  sick  pay  and  vacation  time  has  been  exhausted, 
even  though  they  are  not  on  duty,  and  cannot  be  replaced  during 
that  period. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  overtime  funds  for  the  remainder  of 
this  fiscal  year  are  inadquate,  should  the  Conmission  act  to  request 
an  additional  supplemental  appropriation.    Chief  Casper  explained 
that  he  will  endeavor  to  amend  the  supplemental  appropriation 
request  already  submitted  in  the  amount  of  $50,000  to  increase 
the  amount  to  $100,000.    This  would  expedite  its  approval  rather 
than  submitting  an  additional  reouest.    The  amendment  would  have 
to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor's  budget  office,  the  Controller  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  if  any  new  information  had  been  received 
regarding  the  new  eligible  list  for  H2  Firefighter.    Chief  Casper 
stated  that  Mr.  John  Walsh,  General  Manager  of  Personnel,  had 
contacted  him  and  stated  that  the  list  should  be  issued  this 
Friday  afternoon.

Low  Pressure  Hydrant  B5672,  northeast  corner  of  14th  Avenue 
and  Noriega  Street,  to  a  position  in  the  new  sidewalk  area 
24  to  27  inches  from  the  new  curb  line. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 
There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  relocation  of 
hydrant  was  approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department. 


D)    Submitted  request  for  leave  of  absence  with  pay  from  Chief  of  Department 
Andrew  C.  Casper  for  two  days  to  attend  meeting  of  the  Urban  Consortium 
Fire  Safety  and  Disaster  Pi^eparedness  Task  Force  in  Phoenix,  Arizona, 
June  8  and  9,  1978.    Attendance  will  involve  no  cost  to  the  City. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  what  would  be  the  general  subject  of  discussion 
at  this  conference.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  Urban  Consortium 
is  an  on-going  program  involving  major  city  governments  throughout 
the  United  States.    San  Francisco's  representative  to  the  Urban 
Consortium  is  Deputy  Mayor  Bernard  Teitelbaum,  and  Chief  Casper  is 
his  representative  on  the  Fire  Safety  and  Disaster  Preparedness 
Task  Force.    This  will  be  the  third  meeting  of  this  Task  Force,  and 
includes  assistant  city  managers,  fire  chiefs  and  fire  safety  directors 
from  various  cities.    In  addition  to  the  general  topics  of  fire  safety 
and  disaster  preparedness,  one  of  the  major  subjects  to  be  discussed 
at  this  meeting  is  the  Insurance  Services  Office's  new  rate  setting 
procedure  for  major  cities  in  the  U.S. 

Commissioner  Ream  expressed  the  hope  that  the  subject  of  fire  safety 
in  subway  systems  of  other  major  cities  might  be  discussed,  in  light 
of  the  current  question  of  fire  safety  in  the  BARTD  system.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  he  would  definitely  bring  up  this  subject  at 
the  conference. 

Commissioner  Ream  also  requested  that  at  some  future  date  a  report 
be  calendared  for  the  Commission's  review  regarding  fire  safety  and 
disaster  preparedness  in  San  Francisco,  with  particular  emphasis  on 
planning  for  a  major  earthquake.  Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  would 
do  so  and  commented  that  some  of  the  department's  staff  members  are 
meeting  this  morning  with  the  Director  of  Emergency  Services  and 
are  in  the  process  of  up-dating  the  Fire  Department's  disaster  plan 
with  special  emphasis  on  earthquake  preparedness. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  request  for 
leave  of  absence  with  pay  was  approved. 
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COMMUNICATIONS  FROM  CHIEF  OF  DEPARTMENT 


E)    Submitted  for  approval  proposal  for  the  restoration  of  one  of  San  Francisco's 
first  three  fire  engines  by  the  California  Correctional  Institution  at 
Tehachapi . 

Labor  to  be  provided  at  no  charge  and  the  cost  of  materials  for  the 
restoration  to  be  provided  by  the  $726.26  donation  to  the  SFFD  Pioneer 
Memorial  Museum  made  by  the  Numismatic  Society  in  1976.  (Ref.  Board  of 
Supervisors'  Resolution  No.  896-76). 

Commissioner  McClain  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  any  formal  letter  of  request  had  been 
received  regarding  this  restoration  proposal.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  no  such  letter  had  been  received  and  recommended  that  the 
Commission  require  that  some  type  of  formal  letter  of  agreement  be 
submitted  which  would  include  a  specific  period  of  time  within  which 
the  work  is  to  be  performed  and  the  apparatus  returned  to  San  Francisco, 
and  also  some  provision  for  insurance  coverage.    Chief  Casper  also  stated 
that  a  letter  had  been  received  from  James  I.  King,  Secretary-Treasurer 
of  the  San  Francisco  Firemen's  Hospital  Fund,  which  has  legal  custody 
of  this  apparatus,    approving  the  proposed  restoration  and  requesting 
that  some  provision  be  made  for  insurance  coverage. 

President  Figone  asked  Nr.  William  Koenig  of  the  St.  Francis  Hook  and 
Ladder  Society  to  comment  on  the  proposal  before  the  Commission. 
Mr.  Koenig  gave  a  brief  history  of  the  engine  to  be  restored  and  also 
other  similar  restoration  projects  undertaken  by  the  Fire  Departments 
of  other  cities.    He  stated  that  the  California  Correctional  Institu- 
tion at  Tehachapi  has  agreed  to  perform  the  work  and  return  the  engine 
to  San  Francisco  within  two  years.    The  Hook  and  Ladder  Society  will 
provide  for  transportation  of  the  engine  to  the  Correctional  Facility, 
and  any  expenses  over  and  above  the  $726.26  gift  from  the  Numismatic 
Society. 

Mr.  Koenig  also  stated  that  one  of  the  major  reasons  for  making  this 
request  at  this  time  is  that  the  California  Correctional  Institution 
at  Tehachapi  is  ready  to  begin  the  restoration  project  immediately, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  can  be  completed  and  ready  for  display  in 
1981  for  the  75th  Anniversary  of  the  1906  Earthquake  and  Fire. 

Chief  Casper  expressed  his  concern  over  the  commitment  to  be  made  by 
the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  as  part  of  this  proposal  to  partici- 
pate in  various  parades  and  musters  after  the  restoration  work  is 
completed.    Mr.  Koenig  explained  that  the  Correctional  Institution 
requests  this  commitment  in  order  to  insure  that  their  work  is 
displayed  and  available  to  the  public.    Mr.  Koenig  did  not  forsee 
any  difficulty  in  that  area  since  the  engine  will  be  on  display  at 
the  SFFD  Museum  and  could  be  used  in  various  parades  in  San  Francisco. 

The  members  of  the  Fire  Commission  expressed  their  reluctance  to  approve 
this  proposal  before  a  written  agreement  and  a  clarification  of  the  Fire 
Department's  legal  responsibilities  in  this  matter  is  received.    Mr.  Koenig 
stated  that  the  proposal  was  being  submitted  to  the  Commission  today  in 
order  to  receive  some  indication  of  their  general  approval  of  the  proposal 
and  that  a  written  agreement  and  any  other  details  could  be  worked  out 
and  presented  to  the  Commission  for  final  approval. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Ream,  that  the 
Fire  Commission  defer  final  approval  of  the  proposed  restoration  until 
a  final  letter  of  agreement  is  formally  presented  to  the  Commission  and 
legal  liability  is  established,  but  that  the  proposal  be  approved  in 
principle.

Chief  Casper  stated  that  San  Francisco  is  the  only  Fire  Department  in 
the  state  that  doesn't  have  some  type  of  summer  uniform.  He  explained 
that  Chief  officers,  inspectors  and  Chief's  Operators  must  wear  their 
uniform  coats  when  indoors,  which  is  extremely  warm,  and  the  standard 
uniform  shirt  without  the  coat  does  not  present  a  neat,  military- type 
appearance  and  has  no  indication  of  the  person's  rank. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  this  request  is  for  438  shirts  and  97 
lapel  insignia,  for  a  total  cost  of  $5,177.07.    These  funds  are 
available  in  the  department's  Materials  and  Supply  account  in  the 
1977-78  budget  and  no  additional  cost  will  be  incurred  for  these 
i  tems . 

President  Figone  stated  that  he  found  it  disturbing  to  be  spending 
$5100  at  this  particular  time  on  an  item  such  as  uniform  shirts, 
especially  in  light  of  the  financial  problems  we  may  be  facing  on 
July  1,  1978. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  this  money  is  available  in  this  year's 
budget  and  will  be  returned  to  the  City's  General  Fund  if  not  used 
by  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year.    It  will  probably  be  the  last  oppor- 
tunity the  department  will  have  to  up-grade  its  uniforms. 

Commissioner  Ream  also  expressed  some  concern  over  the  expenditure 
of  these  funds  for  uniform  shirts  and  asked  about  the  fiber  content 
of  the  proposed  shirts  and  their  flame  resistance.    Chief  Casper 
commented  that  CAL-OSHA  standards  for  flame  resistance  apply  only 
to  outer  garments. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  McClain,  to  defer 
action  on  this  item  for  one  week,  until  all  members  of  the  Commission 
are  present.    There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the 
motion  was  unanimously  adopted.

The 
Fire  Department  will  have  no  obligation  or  responsibility  as  to  firefighters 
who  may  participate  in  musters  since  they  will  be  acting  in  an  off-duty 
status . 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  the  Commission  was  accepting  any  legal  liability 
by  signing  the  proposed  agreement,  especially  regarding  participation  of 
firefighters  in  musters  and  any  damages  or  injuries.

Commissioner  Ream  asked  how  much  money  remains  in  the  Department's 
Materials  and  Supply  Account  for  this  fiscal  year.    Chief  Casper 
stated  that  there  is  approximately  nine  or  ten  thousand  dollars 
remaining  in  that  account.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  next  fiscal  year 
it  is  very  possible  that  the  uniform  allowance  may  be  eliminated  from 
our  budget,  and  that  this  may  be  the  last  opportunity  the  Department 
will  have  to  upgrade  its  uniforms.

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  while  she  felt  the  proposed  new  uniform 
shirt  is  certainly  a  reasonable  item,  there  is  a  question  of  priorities, 
and  that  she  felt  these  funds  could  be  better  used  to  purchase  additional 
protective  turnout  clothing  or  similar  life-saving  items. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  State  requires  by  law  that  protective 
clothing  and  equipment  be  furnished,  so  that  this  protective  turnout 
clothing  will  have  to  be  provided  regardless  of  any  budget  restrictions. 
Uniform  shirts,  however,  are  not  required  by  State  law,  and  the  funds 
available  to  purchase  these  new  shirts  will  be  lost  if  not  used  by  the 
end  of  this  fiscal  year. 

President  Figone  expressed  his  objections  to  the  expenditure  of  these 
funds  for  the  new  uniform  shirts,  stating  that  he  felt  the  funds  should 
be  put  to  use  for  the  firefighters  in  the  field,  rather  than  for  the 
comfort  of  the  limited  personnel  specified  in  this  request. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  under  present  regulations,  chief  officers, 
and  fire  inspectors  must  wear  their  heavy  uniform  coats  when  indoors, 
regardless  of  the  temperature,  since  the  standard  uniform  shirt  now 
used  does  not  present  a  neat,  mil itary- type  appearance  and  has  no 
indication  of  the  person's  rank. 

Ray  A.  Landi ,  Chief,  Bureau  of  Administration,  who  was  wearing  the 
proposed  new  type  of  shirt  with  badge  and  collar  insignia,  and 
Assistant  Chief  Andrew  J.  Brandi ,  who  was  wearing  the  current  type 
of  plain  white  uniform  shirt,  demonstrated  the  differences  in  the 
two  shirts. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  what  would  happen  if  these  shirts  are 
purchased  now,  and  funds  are  no  longer  available  for  this  purpose  in 
next  year's  budget.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  he  would  purchase 
three  shirts  for  each  Assistant  Chief,  Battalion  Chief,  Chief's 
Operator  and  Fire  Inspector.    If  funds  were  no  longer  available  for 
this  purpose,  each  man  would  have  to  pay  for  the  replacement  of  his 
shirts. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  about  the  fiber  content  of  the  new  shirts. 
Ray  A.  Landi,  Chief,  Bureau  of  Administration,  stated  that  the  new 
shirts  would  be  of  a  similar  material  to  the  shirts  now  used,  65% 
polyester  and  35%  cotton. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  even  though  he  had  considered  the 
possible  budget  cuts  and  other  possible  uses  for  these  funds,  he  felt 
that  all  persons  have  the  right  to  work  in  comfort.    For  that  reason 
he  stated  that  he  would  vote  in  favor  of  the  proposed  new  shirts,  since 
the  funds  are  available  and  may  not  be  at  a  later  date. 

Commissioner  McClain  referred  to  a  statement  by  Chief  Casper  that 
the  men  in  the  fire  stations  are  relatively  comfortable  since  the 
regulations  for  wearing  uniform  shirts  and  coats  in  the  firehouses 
are  not  enforced.    He  asked  that  Chief  Casper  investigate  the 
possibility  of  providing  a  lighter  summer  uniform  shirt  for  the 
firefighters  in  the  field  as  well,  using  the  funds  available  in  the 
Materials  and  Supply  account  for  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  would  look  into  this  matter  and  report 
back  to  the  Commission  next  week.

G)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  most  firefighters  in  the  field  prefer 
short-sleeved  shirts,  but  that  they  present  a  problem  for  firefighters 
going  down  the  pole  in  the  firehouse.    Also,  with  the  old-type  turnout 
coats  that  tend  to  creep  up  at  the  sleeves,  there  is  a  danger  of  burns 
to  uncovered  arms.    Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  he  hoped  they 
could  provide  firefighters  with  a  lighter-weight  shirt,  even  if  they 
are  long-sleeved. 

President  Figone  stated  that  he  agreed  with  Commissioner  McClain' s 
idea,  but  asked  Chief  Casper  it  it  were  possible  to  purchase  new 
shirts  for  each  member  of  the  Department  by  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
year.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  would  be  possible  to  purchase 
the  new  uniform  shirts  specified  in  his  request,  but  it  is  not 
likely  that  funds  could  be  obtained  to  purchase  new  shirts  for 
every  member  of  the  Department  by  June  30. 

President  Figone  asked  how  much  money  would  be  involved  to  provide 
these  new  shirts  for  every  uniformed  member.    It  was  estimated  that 
it  would  cost  $10  per  shirt,  with  three  new  shirts  per  man,  which 
would  be  over  3,000  shirts  for  an  approximate  cost  of  $30,000. 

Commissioner  Ream  expressed  concern  over  the  polyester  content  of 
the  proposed  new  uniform  shirts.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had 
contacted  the  Los  Angeles  City  Fire  Department  which  had  been 
involved  in  an  airplane  crash  where  polyester  uniform  pants  had 
melted  under  the  extreme  heat  and  adhered  to  the  men's  legs.  He 
explained  that  trousers  made  of  polyester  are  an  issue,  but  not 
shirts,  since  they  are  covered  by  the  turnout  coats. 

Deputy  Chief  Condon  further  explained  that  State  requirements 
effective  September  1,  1978,  prohibit  the  ordering  or  purchasing 
of  any  materials  which  don't  meet  OSHA  standards.    He  stated  that 
with  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department's  new  Nomex  turnout  coats 
and  the  standard  uniform  trousers  which  are  100%  wool,  the  Depart- 
ment meets  these  standards. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  the  old  canvas  turnout  coats  worn  with 
the  polyester  uniform  shirts  are  safe.    Deputy  Chief  Condon  stated 
that  the  polyester  shirts  meet  the  standards  of  safety  worn  with 
either  type  of  turnout  coat.    The  Department  has  been  using  polyester- 
cotton  shirts  for  several  years  with  no  problem.    Commissioner  Ream 
asked  if  the  uniform  shirts  were  available  in  100%  cotton  fabric. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  would  investigate  that  possibility. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  new  uniform 
shirt  and  collar  insignia  were  approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief 
of  Department  by  a  vote  of  three  to  two  (Ayes:  Commissioners  Barnhill, 
Del  Carlo,  McClain;    Noes:  President  Figone,  Vice  President  Ream).

These  two  San  Francisco  Chronicle  newsboys  rushed  into  a  burning  apartment 
house  at  2230  Bryant  Street  on  March  27,  1978,  at  5:00  a.m.,  knocked  on 
apartment  doors  and  awakened  tenants,  allowing  them  to  escape  the 
burning  building. 

Chief  Casper  introduced  the  two  news  carriers,  and  described  their 
heroic  actions  on  March  27,  which  may  have  been  responsible  for  saving 
many  lives.    Chief  Casper  presented  them  with  their  certificates  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Fire  Commission  and  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
expressed  his  gratitude  for  their  dedication,  motivation,  courage  and 
public  service.  * 


I)    Reported,  with  regret,  the  death  of  Lieutenant  Joseph  F.  El  son.  Engine  39. 
Lieutenant  Elson  died  at  1930  hours  on  May  26,  1978. 

President  Figone  directed  that  today's  meeting  be  adjourned  out  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  Lieutenant  Elson. 


J)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Submitted  biweekly  report  of  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
disability  injuries  and  men  off-duty  on  sick  pay.  May  10  through 
May  23,  1978. 


2)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  back  injuries  suffered  by 

uniformed  members  of  the  Department  during  the  period  July  1,  1977 
to  April  30,  1978  (Continued  from  Meeting  of  5/31/78). 

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  this  report,  stating  that  there 
were  a  total  of  775  injuries  during  the  period  reported,  and  that 
20.9%  of  these  injuries  or  162  occurred  to  the  back  or  spine. 
The  report  shows  the  total  injuries  broken  down  into  four 
categories:    the  nature  of  the  injury,  part  of  the  body  affected, 
activities  involved  in  when  the  injury  occurred,  and  injuries 
associated  with  false  alarms.    The  report  also  included  statistics 
regarding  injuries  to  the  back  that  resulted  in  lost  work  days. 
The  average  loss  of  work-days  per  man  for  each  back  injury  was 
42.16  days  each. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  that,  in  light  of  the  fact  that  a  new 
type  of  form  is  going  to  be  used  for  the  reporting  of  back  injuries, 
the  new  report  include  a  statement  regarding  the  level  of  manpower 
on  the  date  the  injury  occurs.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  this 
would  be  done,  and  agreed  that  it  would  be  helpful  in  formulating 
statistics  regarding  the  relationship  between  manning  levels  and 
injuries  within  the  Department.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  would 
attempt  to  have  the  new  report  form  available  for  the  Commission 
at  next  week's  meeting.

President  Figone  announced  that  the  Executive  Session  scheduled 
for  today's  meeting  had  been  cancelled.

4)    Impact  of  Passage  of  the  Jarvis-Gann  Initiative. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  the  Chief  or  members  of  the  Commission 
wished  to  discuss  the  proposed  impact  of  the  passage  of  the  Jarvis- 
Gann  Initiative  or  perhaps  schedule  a  special  meeting  in  order  to 
do  so. 

President  Figone  stated  that  Mayor  Moscone  would  be  holding  a 
press  conference  this  morning  to  discuss  this  subject,  and  that 
he  felt  the  Commission  should  wait  to  hear  the  F^layor's  proposed 
plan  and  receive  some  concrete  statement  as  to  what  funds  will 
be  available  to  the  Fire  Department  before  any  action  is  taken. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  expressed  the  hope  that  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Commission  will  be  included  in  all  phases  of  planning, 
reorganization,  budget  discussions,  etc.,  which  may  take  place 
as  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Proposition  13. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  is  sending  a  letter  to  Firefighters 
Local  798  this  morning  to  request  a  meet  and  confer  session  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  that  the  Fire  Commission  will  be  involved  in  what- 
ever action  is  taken  in  the  next  few  weeks  regarding  this  matter. 

Chief  Casper  further  stated  that  he  appreciates  the  concern  and 
support  of  the  Commission,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  they  will 
continue  to  support  the  Department  before  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  the  implementation  of  a  Jarvis- 
Gann  Budget. 


5)    Cancellation  of  Request  for  Leave  of  Absence  by  Chief  of  Department. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  his  request  for  a  leave  of  absence  with 
pay  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Urban  Consortium  Fire  Safety  and 
Disaster  Preparedness  Task  Force  in  Phoenix,  Arizona,  June  8  and  9, 
1978,  is  being  officially  withdrawn,  in  light  of  the  current  situa- 
tion.   The  Board  of  Supervisors,  at  the  meeting  held  Monday,  June  5, 
1978,  denied  all  requests  for  permission  to  leave  the  state  which 
were  before  them  at  that  time.    Even  though  Chief  Casper's  request 
was  not  among  them,  he  stated  that  he  wished  to  officially  withdraw 
his  request  for  leave  of  absence,  which  was  approved  by  the  Fire 
Commission  on  May  31,  1978. 


6)    Request  for  Supplemental  Appropriation  for  additional  W.D.O.  funds. 

Chief  Casper  reported  to  the  Commission  on  May  24,  1978,  that  the 
supplemental  appropriation  request  submitted  for  $50,000  to  hire 
firefighters  to  work  W.D.O. 's  for  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal 
year  had  to  be  increased  by  another  $50,000.    He  explained  that 
this  shortage  of  funds  has  occurred  because  of  the  unexpected 
number  of  uniformed  members  who  have  retired  in  the  last  two 
months  and  the  absence  of  an  eligible  list  for  H2  Firefighter.

6)  Continued. 

These  factors  have  caused  a  serious  reduction  in  the  level  of 
manpower  and  increased  the  need  to  hire  off-duty  firefighters  to 
work  W.D.Oc's. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  this  supplemental  appropriation  request 
will  be  heard  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Finance  Committee  this 
afternoon.    He  informed  the  Commission  that  if  these  funds  are 
not  approved,  it  may  be  necessary  to  start  closing  fire  stations 
beginning  on  Sunday,  June  11,  because  of  the  low  level  of  manpower 
available. 


7)    Proposed  Agreement  for  Firefighting  Services  at  Hunters  Point 
Naval  Shipyard. 

Chief  Casper  presented  each  member  of  the  Commission  a  copy  of 
the  tentative  agreement  with  Triple  "A"  Machine  Shop  for  firefighting 
services  at  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard.    He  explained  that  there 
may  be  some  change  in  the  proposed  rate  schedule  which  will  be 
available  next  week.    President  Figone  directed  that  this  item  be 
calendared  for  discussion  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Fire  Commission. 


There  were  no  representatives  from  Firefighters  Local  798  present 
at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  in  memoray  of  Lieutenant  Joseph  F.  Elson, 
at  1015  Hours.

There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  report  of  temporary  assignments 

was  approved. 
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C)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  feasibility  of  providing  summer- 
weight  shirts  for  all  uniformed  members  of  the  Department. 
(Continued  from  meeting  of  June  7,  1978) 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  at  the  Commission's  request  he  had 
investigated  the  possibility  of  providing  summer-weight  shirts 
for  all  uniformed  members.    An  informal  survey  was  conducted  and 
several  types  of  shirts  were  brought  to  the  fi rehouses  for  the 
men  to  inspect.    Chief  Casper  showed  the  Commission  the  light 
blue  short-sleeved  shirt  which  was  preferred  by  a  majority  of 
the  firefighters  in  the  field,  and  stated  that  this  shirt  was 
acceptable  to  him,  but  with  long  sleeves.    The  cost  v/ould  be 
$10.85  per  shirt  with  long  sleeves,  and  there  are  funds  available 
to  purchase  893  shirts  in  our  present  budget.    He  stated  that  the 
shirt  is  65%  polyester  and  35%  cotton  and  is  a  very  comfortable 
shirt. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  at  last  week's  meeting  the 
Commission  approved  the  purchase  of  a  new  type  of  uniform  shirt 
for  personnel  specified  in  Chief  Casper's  request  at  an  approxi- 
mate cost  of  $5100.    This  was  to  provide  three  shirts  per  man. 
He  suggested  that  perhaps  the  department  should  provide  two 
shirts  for  each  of  these  members,  which  would  leave  sufficient 
funds  to  purchase  summer-weight  shirts  for  all  other  uniformed 
personnel.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  agreed  with  this  proposal 
and  would  investigate  that  possibility. 

President  Figone  asked  how  many  firefighters  would  require  the 
new  shirts.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  there  are  approximately 
1000  firefighters  on  the  timeroll  as  of  June  14,  1978,  plus 
company  officers. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  if  he  still  objected  to  the 
short-sleeved  shirts.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  did,  since 
they  present  a  problem  for  the  men  going  down  the  poles  in  the 
fi rehouses . 

President  Figone  asked  how  much  money  is  now  available  in  this 
account.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  after  the  expenditure  of  the 
$5100  for  new  uni form  shirts  approved  last  week  by  the  Commission, 
there  is  approximately  $10,000  remaining  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  shirts.    These  funds  will  only  be  available  this  fiscal 
year. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill, 
that  the  Commission  approve  the  purchase  of  summer-weight  shirts 
for  firefighters  in  the  field.    The  motion  was  approved  by  a 
vote  of  four  to  one  {Ayes:    President  Figone,  Commissioners 
Barnhill,  Del  Carlo  and  McClain;    No:    Vice  President  Ream). 

Commissioner  Ream  explained  her  vote  by  stating  that  even  though 
she  feels  that  summer-weight  shirts  are  a  desirable  item,  she  objects 
to  such  an  expenditure  at  this  time  in  light  of  the  massive  potential 
budget  cuts  the  City  now  faces. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


2)    Discussion  of  letter  of  agreement  between  Andrew  C.  Casper,  Chief 
of  Department,  and  Mr.  Al  Engel ,  Triple  A  Machine  Shop,  concerning 
fire  protection  at  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Fire  Commission  has  received  a  copy 
of  the  proposed  agreement  which  relates  to  fire  protection  services 
at  two-thirds  of  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard.    He  stated  that  the 
revised  rate  schedule  has  not  as  yet  been  approved  by  Mr.  Engle 
and  the  agreement  has  not  been  finalized. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  what  would  happen  if  Mr.  Engel 
refuses  to  accept  the  proposed  agreement.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  the  Department  would  limit  its     firefighting  services  at 
the  shipyard  unless  there  is  a  danger  to  life  or  a  danger  of  fire 
spreading  to  the  other  areas  of  the  shipyard.    He  stated  further 
that  since  the  Department  has  a  moral  obligation  to  provide 
firefighting  services  in  those  instances,  it  is  possible  that 
legal  action  might  be  taken  by  the  City  Attorney  against 
Triple  A  Machine  Shop  in  order  to  reach  some  agreement. 

This  matter  will  be  continued  until  a  final  agreement  is 
available  for  discussion  by  the  Fire  Commission. 


3)    Discussion  of  ways  and  means  to  implement  a  reduced  Fire  Department 
budget  effective  July  1,  1978,  pursuant  to  passage  of  Proposition  13 
(Jarvis-Gann  Initiative). 

President  Figone  stated  that  since  there  is  no  specific  information 
available  as  yet  regarding  the  implementation  of  a  new  reduced 
budget,  he  would  prefer  to  defer  discussion  of  this  matter  until 
more  facts  are  available  to  the  Commission. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  established 
a  Special  Committee  to  review  each  department's  budget.  This 
committee  will  be  meeting  until  June  18,  and  on  June  19  will  present 
its  recommendations  to  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors.    There  should 
be  more  information  available  to  the  Commission  at  its  meeting  of 
June  21,  1978.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  nothing  definite 
to  report  to  the  Commission  at  this  time,  but  that  he  and  his  staff 
h^'ve  been  working  on  various  plans  in  anticipation  of  the  budget 
reductions,  and  have  been  meeting  and  conferring  with  Firefighters 
Local  798.    He  also  stated  that  Commissioners  Ream  and  Del  Carlo 
have  met  separately  with  him  to  review  the  staff  work  to  date  and 
analyze  our  approved  budget  for  1978-79. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION 


4)    BARTD  Safety  Drill . 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  on  Sunday,  June  18,  a  BARTD  safety  drill 
in  the  trans-bay  tube  will  be  conducted.    A  definite  time  has  not 
yet  been  set,  but  it  will  probably  be  at  10:00  a.m.    The  entry 
point  will  be  at  the  Embarcadero  Station  at  Drumm  and  Market  Streets. 

Chief  Casper  also  stated  that  the  BARTD  management  and  BARTD  Safety 
Director  have  been  very  cooperative  in  the  discussion  of  protective 
breathing  equipment  for  BARTD  firefighting  operations.    It  is 
anticipated  that  they  initially  will  provide  the  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department  and  Oakland  Fire  Department  with  4-hour  protective 
breathing  masks,  but  the  two  Departments  would  be  responsible  for 
maintenance  and  replacement. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION  (Continued) 


5)    Report  on  H2  Firefighter  Eligible  List. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  for  a  report  from  Coordinator  of  Community 
Services  Earl  Gage  regarding  the  unofficial  H2  Firefighter  Eligible 
List  (E-26)  which  has  been  released  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
She  asked  specifically  for  information  regarding  the  women  who 
participated  in  the  examination  but  were  not  on  the  list  of 
eligibles  and  not  on  Earl  Gage's  statistical  report  prepared 
June  14,  1978. 

Coordinator  Gage  stated  that  there  were  289  women  who  applied  for 
the  H2  Firefighter  examination,  many  of  whom  participated  in  the 
physical  agility  training  and  examination.    There  were,  however, 
no  women  who  received  a  sufficient  point  score  to  place  on  the 
Eligible  List. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  she  felt  the  record  should  reflect 
the  fact  that  women  were  given  the  opportunity  to  participate 
in  this  examination.    Director  Gage  stated  that  he  would  provide 
a  further  breakdown  regarding  the  771  persons  on  the  eligible 
list  as  well  as  information  regarding  the  women  participants. 


6)    Report  on  Underground  Gasoline  Leak  at  16th  Street  and  Potrero 
Avenue. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  for  an  up-date  on  progress  being 
made  regarding  the  underground  gas  leak  at  16th  and  Potrero. 
Chief  Casper  asked  Acting  Fire  Marshal  William  Graham  to  comment 
on  the  situation. 

Assistant  Chief  Graham  stated  that  core  drilling  has  begun  and 
that  the  source  of  the  leak  has  not  yet  been  determined.  He 
commented  on  the  drilling  procedures  being  used  and  stated  that 
the  Western  Oil  and  Gas  Association  had  obtained  releases  from 
each  gas  company  involved  in  order  to  drill  on  their  property 
in  this  area. 


7)    Parking  Problems  at  Station  28. 

President  Figone  asked  for  an  up-date  on  the  parking  situation  at 
Station  28,  which  is  located  in  the  preferential  parking  area. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  written  twice  to  Supervisor  Molinari 
requesting  that  some  provision  be  made  to  allow  firefighters  assigned 
to  Station  28  to  obtain  preferential  parking  permits,  but  has  received 
no  response.    Firefighters  assigned  to  this  station  are  using  one 
bay  of  the  fire  station  to  park  their  cars,  which  is  not  adequate 
for  the  officer  and  three  firefighters  assigned  to  the  station. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson,.  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  stated  that 
he  had  not  received  any  further  complaints  from  the  men  assigned  to 
Station  28.    He  felt  that  the  men  are  satisfied  that  administrative 
action  is  being  taken  to  relieve  the  situation. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary,  and 
Ernest  Aitken,  Director,  Firefighters  Local  798,  were  present 
at  today's  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  0930  Hours.

2.    Implementation  of  Proposition  13  as  it  affects  Fire  Department  activities 
and  employment. 

President  Figone  explained  that  the  reason  for  this  special  meeting  was 
to  discuss  the  implementation  and  possible  ramifications  of  Proposition  13. 
He  asked  Chief  Casper  for  his  comments  on  the  matter. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  is  scheduled  to  attend  a  meeting  this  afternoon 
with  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Special  Committee  to  Implement  Proposition  13. 
He  has  been  requested  to  present  at  this  time  a  "Worst  Case  Budget".  This 
proposed  budget  represents  a  17.7  percent  reduction  from  our  approved 
budget  to  a  new  total  of  $52,236,789. 

Chief  Casper  presented  each  Commissioner  with  a  copy  of  his  "worst  case 
budget",  consisting  of  a  two-page  cover  letter  with  four  pages  of  enclosures. 
The  enclosures  showed  the  deactivation  of  firefighting  units,  number  of 
lay-offs,  demotions,  and  other  non-personnel  cuts. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Fire  Department  cannot  take  any  budget  cuts 
whatsoever.    We  have  given  up  many  uniformed  positions  in  past  budgets. 
In  1975-76  the  Fire  Department  totalled  1,781  budgeted  uniformed  positions. 
Today  we  have  fewer  than  1,433  on-duty,  giving  us  a  shortage  of  348  men 
compared  to  1975-76.    We  are  now  201  firefighters  understaffed  from  our 
1977-78  authorized  strength.    What  we  are  presently  budgeted  for  is  a 
serious  situation  as  far  as  life  safety  and  property  protection  are 
concerned. 


Continued. 


Chief  Casper  stated  that  his  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors' 
Special  Committee  will  be  based  on  recommendations  of  the  Fire  Commission. 
He  stated  further  that  many  meetings  had  been  held  with  the  Fire  Commission 
on  this  matter,  as  well  as  meet  and  confer  sessions  with  Firefighters 
Local  798.    Most  of  the  day  was  spent  preparing  a  response  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  demonstrating  the  effect  of  an  82%  budget  on  the  Fire 
Department's  ability  to  provide  fire  protection  to  the  residents  of 
San  Francisco. 

Chief  Casper  also  distributed  to  the  Fire  Commission  copies  of  a  letter 
dated  June  7,  1978,  written  to  Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters 
Local  798,  which  listed  11  points  for  discussion  during  their  meet  and 
confer  sessions. 

President  James  Ferguson  of  Local  798  stated  that  he  believes  Chief 
Casper's  letter  dated  June  7,  1978,  states  the  condition  as  it  presently 
exists.    He  also  stated  that  the  deactivatipn  plan  would  be  putting  units 
out  of  service  almost  every  day.    The  recommendation  of  Local  798  to  the 
Fire  Commission  is  that  we  cannot  afford  any  cuts  in  our  budget.  He 
stated  that  in  1975  we  had  approximately  1,785  budgeted  uniformed  positions 
and  now  have  1,433  hired  to  do  the  job  in  San  Francisco.    Mr.  Ferguson 
also  stated  that  we  should  convince  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the 
Fire  Department  cannot  take  a  cut  in  its  budget  and  that  if  we  do  we 
will  have  to  close  firefighting  companies  in  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary  of  Local  798,  stated  that  the  department 
had  long-range  plans  to  bring  daily  manpower  up  to  390  men,  and  that 
unfortunately  we  are  not  going  in  that  direction.    He  also  stated  that 
any  recommendations  made  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  be  unified 
because  these  would  have  a  greater  impact.    He  stated  that  the  Be  rd 
of  Supervisors  will  want  more  cuts  but  the  Department  could  not  rtciinmend 
them.    Mr.  Bruschera  stated  that  the  people  who  voted  for  Jarvis  Gann 
didn't  believe  cuts  would  be  made  in  services  such  as  the  fire  department, 
but  that  is  exactly  what  is  being  discussed.    He  stated  again  that  we 
should  go  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  a  unified  position  and  that  the 
position  we  should  consistently  maintain  is  that  the  cuts  would  result 
in  loss  of  men. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved  that  the  Fire  Commission  go  on  record  opposing 
any  cuts  in  the  Fire  Department  budget  and  instruct  the  Chief  of  Depart- 
ment to  carry  out  the  recommendation  of  no  cuts.    He  also  stated  that 
he  is  appalled  at  the  "shotgun"  techniques  being  displayed  throughout 
the  State.    Commissioner  McClain  also  stated  that  the  department  has 
already  submitted  a  trimmed  budget  to  the  Mayor  and  didn't  think  any 
further  reductions  should  be  made.    Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded  the 
motion  and  it  was  unanimously  adopted.       President  Figone  directed 
the  Chief  of  Department  to  go  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  advise 
them  that  the  Fire  Commission  is  opposed  to  anything  less  than  the 
budget  as  presented. 

Commissioner  Ream  commented  that  the  Fire  Commission  did  not  arrive 
at  the  1978-79  budget  without  extensive  review  of  the  figures  to 
assure  that  it  was  cut  as  much  as  possible.    She  stated  further  that 
the  "worst-case"  budget  is  devastating  and  nothing  less  than  the  pre- 
viously approved  1978-79  budget  should  prevail. 

Mr.  Anthony  Sacco  of  Firefighters  Local  798  stated  that  at  last  night's 
meeting  of  Communities  of  the  Outer  Mission  Organization  (C.O.M.Oj  they 
recommended  that  the  police  and  fire  services  be  maintained  at  100%. 


President  James  Ferguson,  Vice  President  Anthony  Sacco,  Secretary  Leon 
Bruschera,  and  Legal  Representative  Elmer  Ballard,  of  Firefighters 
Local  798  were  present  at  this  meeting. 


Mr.  Fred  Kline,  Executive  Editor  of  Capitol  News  Service,  Los  Angeles, 
and  Mr.  David  Fowler  of  KPIX-TV  News  were  also  present  at  this 
meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  1450  hours.

2)  Status  report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  implementation  of 
Proposition  13  as  it  affects  Fire  Department  activities  and 
employment  (Continued  from  meetings  of  June  14  and  June  16,  1978). 

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  the  events  which  had  taken  place 
since  last  Friday's  special  meeting  of  the  Fire  Commission.  At 
that  time  the  Fire  Commission  went  on  record  opposing  any  cuts 
in  the  Fire  Department's  budget. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors'  Special  Committee  to  Implement  Proposition 
13  met  last  Friday  at  3:00  p.m.,  at  which  time  the  Fire  Department 
budget  was  reviewed.    The  Department  was  asked  to  present  its 
"worst  case"  budget.  (82X),  which  would  have  meant  extensive  lay-offs 
and  companies  put  out  of  service.    The  Special  Committee  instructed 
them  to  return  to  their  meeting  on  Sunday  with  an  explanation  of  the 
56-hour  work  week  and  a  proposed  budget  based  on  a  3%  reduction. 

At  Sunday's  meeting  of  the  Special  Committee,  the  Fire  Department's 
proposed  97%  budget  was  reviewed,  which  v-jould  still  have  meant 
putting  units  out  of  service.    This  was  the  proposed  budget  which 
was  recommended  by  the  Committee  to  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Chief  Casper  commented  that  President  James  Ferguson,  Local  798, 
attended  and  spoke  at  both  of  these  Committee  meetings. 

The  full  Board  of  Supervisors  met  on  Monday,  June  19,  1978,  and 
considered  the  recommendations  of  the  Special  Committee.    At  that 
meeting  various  tax  increase  packages  were  passed  by  the  Board, 
and  with  the  resulting  increase  in  anticipated  revenue  for  next 
fiscal  year,  several  departments'  budgets  were  increased.  The 
Fire  Department  received  an  additional  2%,  resulting  in  a  99% 
budget.     Chief  Casper  commented  that  this  budget  will  not  become 
final  until  Mayor  Moscone  signs  the  appropriation  ordinance  on 
Friday,  approving  the  budget  for  fiscal  year  1978-79. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  99%  budget,  if  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  will  mean  no  lay-offs  and  no  change  in  work  weeks.  The 
Department  will  be  able  to  hire  new  firefighters  starting  in 
September,  1978.    It  is  hoped  that  five  classes  of  30  firefighters 
will  be  hired,  which  will  mean  150  new  firefighters  in  the  field 
by  mid-May,  1979.    There  is  still  some  question  regarding  the 
Fire  Department's  equipment  budget.    Chief  Casper  explained  that 
we  have  had  a  continuing  program  of  periodic  replacement  of 
necessary  items  such  as  hose,  protective  breathing  equipment,  etc., 
as  well  as  apparatus.    It  will  still  have  to  be  determined  if  there 
will  be  any  restriction  on  the  purchase  of  new  equipment. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  how  the  1%  deleted  from  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment's budget  will  affect  the  Department.    Chief  Casper  explained 
that  employees  will  not  5e  receiving  a  salary  increase  this  year, 
and  probably  will  not  next  year.    There  also  may  be  a  decrease  in 
equipment  purchased. 

Commissioner  Ream  commented  that  even  though  the  Fire  Department's 
proposed  budget  will  not  be  final  until  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
Chief  Casper,  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  representatives 
of  Firefighters  Local  798,  and  Secretary  Connors  are  to  be  thanked 
and  commended  for  the  many  long  hours  spent  working  on  the  budget 
and  coming  to  a  successful  conclusion.

2)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  received  continued  cooperation  and 
support  from  Firefighters  Local  798,  as  well  as  from  the  members 
of  the  Fire  Commission.    He  also  commented  that  the  Department 
has  a  number  of  good  friends  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  who  are 
very  concerned  about  maintaining  the  continued  quality  and  service 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

ilr.  Ferguson  stated  that  he  felt  that  one  of  the  major  reasons  for 
the  Fire  Department's  success  in  this  budget  process  was  the  firm 
and  united  stand  taken  by  the  Fire  Commission  in  opposing  budget 
cuts.    He  also  thanked  Chief  Casper  and  Ray  Connors  for  the  many 
hours  of  hard  work  they  spent  on  this  budget. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


3)    Report  on  Fire  at  25th  and  Mission  Streets. 

Chief  Casper  briefly  reported  on  the  tragic  third  alarm  of  fire 
early  this  morning  at  25th  and  Mission  Streets,  in  which  four  lives 
were  lost.    He  commented  that  the  efforts  of  the  first  firefighting 
companies  on  the  scene  were  responsible  for  the  fact  that  there 
were  not  more  lives  lost.    The  men's  primary  concern  was  getting 
people  out  of  the  burning  building,  and  there  were  many  dramatic 
rescues.    There  were  nine  persons  taken  away  in  ambulances,  two 
of  whom  died  on  the  way  to  the  hospital.    Two  other  persons  were 
trapped  inside  and  died.    The  fire  is  still  under  investigation 
and  there  is  a  possibility  of  arson. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  when  this  building  was  last  inspected. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  had  been  inspected  one  year  ago,  at 
which  time  there  were  several  violations  which  were  corrected. 


Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  and 
fir.  Ernest  Aitken,  Director,  were  present  at  this  meeting.

Last  Friday  afternoon  a  call  went  in  to  one  of  your  companies  to  respond 
to  a  call  at  the  above  address.    Although  this  is  a  privately-owned 
building,  it  houses  a  portion  of  the  Department  of  Social  Services  personnel. 
The  sprinkler  system  on  the  main  floor  had  been  activated  with  water 
pouring  from  the  system  onto  the  entire  main  floor.    Had  there  actually 
been  a  fire,  this  would  have  been  quite  providential. 

Your  fire  company  responded  to  the  alarm  in  such  a  rapid  manner,  that  only 
a  minimum  of  water  damage  was  incurred.    Your  men  ascertained  that  someone 
had  maliciously  set  a  match  to  one  of  the  sprinkler  heads  in  one  of  the 
restrooms  and  then  broke  it. 

Not  only  did  your  men  find  the  source  of  the  problem,  but  replaced  the 
sprinkler  head  as  well.    After  this  was  accomplished  they  went  ahead  and 
cleaned  up  the  entire  area  that  had  been  flooded  by  the  sprinklers.  You 
must  take  pride  in  having  such  dedicated  men  in  your  Department. 

As  we  do  not  know  which  company  responded  to  the  call,  or  even  if  there 
was  more  than  one  company  involved,  we  would  appreciate  your  assistance 
in  seeing  that  these  men  receive  our  thanks  and  our  congratulations  on 
a  job,  not  only  well  done,  but  beyond  the  call  of  normal  duty.

F)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Submitted  status  report  from  Trustees  of  the  Bob  Little  Trust  Fund. 

Mr.  Bernard  Averbuch  reported  to  the  Commission  on  this  on-going 
program  to  help  not  only  Bob  Little,  but  any  other  members  of 
the  Fire  Department  who  may  be  in  need  of  assistance.    He  commented 
on  the  assistance  given  to  Bob  Little  (the  mortgage  to  his  home  was 
paid  off  and  repairs  made  to  his  roof),  the  family  of  Firefighter 
John  Kennedy  who  died  of  cancer  leaving  his  wife  and  children  with 
several  financial  problems,  and  Firefighter  Emitt  Jackson  who  was 
severely  injured  in  an  off-duty  automobile  accident. 

Mr.  Averbuch  stated  that  he  hoped  to  make  periodic  reports  to  the 
Fire  Commission  to  keep  them  informed  of  the  activities  of  the 
Trust  Fund,  and  asked  Mr.  George  Gill  in  to  report  on  the  Funds 
finances. 

Mr.  Gillin  stated  that  the  Fund  has  received  1552  individual  donations 
and  that  $10,939.88  remains.    He  also  referred  to  an  article  which 
appeared  in  The  Main  Line  accusing  himself  and  Mr.  Averbuch  of 
ulterior  motives  for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Bob  Little  Fund, 
for  which  he  asked  and  received  a  retraction.  '  He  expressed  a  wish 
for  more  cooperation  and  support  from  Firefighters  Local  798  and 
less  criticism.    Mr.  Gillin  also  thanked  Chief  Casper  for  his 
continued  cooperation. 

President  Figone  thanked  Mr.  Averbuch  and  Mr.  Gillin  for  their 
report. 


2)    Agreement  for  firefighting  services  at  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard 
between  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and  Triple  "A"  Machine  Shop. 

Chief  Casper,  by  way  of  review,  stated  that  he  had  been  instructed 
by  the  Fire  CoiMiission  to  contact  Mr.  Al  Engel  of  Triple  "A"  Machine 
Shop  to  ascertain  whether  a  final  agreement  could  be  reached  and  if 
Mr.  Engel  would  accept  the  revised  rate  schedule  included  in  the 
agreement.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  discussed  this  matter 
with  Mr.  Engel,  and  he  is  willing  to  accept  the  proposed  agreement 
and  the  revised  rate  schedule.    It  is  now  up  to  the  Commission  to 
approve  Chief  Casper's  signing  of  the  final  agreement. 


F)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


2)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 
There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  Chief  Casper 
was  authorized  and  directed  by  the  Commission  to  sign  the 
agreement  for  firefighting  services  at  Hunters  Point  Naval 
Shi  pyard. 


3)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  status  of  Request  for  Supple- 
mental Appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $500,000  for  reconstruction 
of  Station  4    (Ref.  Journal  of  Proceedings  #2748,  dated  9/28/77). 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  a  bond  issue  was  passed  in  1964  which 
included  funds  for  the  reconstruction  of  Station  4.    The  cost  at 
that  time  was  estimated  to  be  $300,000.    There  have  been  several 
delays  in  the  project,  and  with  the  passage  of  several  years  and 
inflation,  the  cost  of  the  project  is  now  estimated  to  be  $764,000. 

Chief  Casper  recommended  that  in  light  of  the  passage  of  Proposition 
13,  that  the  Fire  Commission  ask  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Finance 
Committee  (who  will  consider  this  item  at  its  meeting  of  July  5,  1978), 
to  defer  action  on  this  matter  in  order  that  the  Commission  can  further 
study  the  need  for  reconstruction  of  this  fire  station. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  any  construction  work  had  begun  on 
this  project.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  project  is  still  in 
the  planning  stage. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 
There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  to 
request  that  the  Finance  Committee  defer  action  on  this  item  was 
unanimously  approved. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


4)    Fire  Deaths  in  Hotels. 

President  Figone  expressed  his  concern  over  the  loss  of  life  at 
last  week's  third  alarm  fire  at  the  Miramonte  Hotel  at  25th  and 
Mission  Streets,  and  also  deaths  which  have  occurred  at  other 
hotel  fires.    He  stated  that  some  action  should  be  taken  to 
improve  code  requirements  for  fire  escapes  and  other  means  of 
emergency  egress  in  an  attempt  to  prevent  any  further  loss  of 
life. 

President  Figone  commented  that  Chief  Casper  had  asked  Supervisor 
Molinari  last  year  to  request  that  the  City  Attorney  prepare  an 
amendment  to  the  Building  Code  in  order  to  give  Fire  Inspectors, 
rather  than  Building  Inspectors,  the  authority  to  enforce  code 
requirements  regarding  emergency  egress,  and  also  strengthen 
these  code  requirements.    President  Figone  suggested  that  this 
matter  be  pursued.

OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


4)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  agreed  with  President  Figone's 
suggestion^  and  commented  that  in  the  past  two  years  eight  people 
have  been  killed  in  the  Mission  District  when  trapped  in  hotel 
fires  in  similar  buildings.    He  also  commented  that  this  serious 
problem  could  be  approached  by  seeking  a  change  in  the  appropriate 
codes  governing  life  safety  in  hotels  and  apartments  and/or 
making  sure  that  the  smoke  detector  ordinance  is  complied  with 
fully  by  July  1,  1979.    That  ordinance  requires  that  hotels  and 
apartment  houses  have  smoke  detectors,  but  full  compliance  is  not 
required  until  July,  1979. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  about  a  report  that  the  fire 
escape  was  not  working  properly  at  the  f^iramonte  Hotel  fire.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  it  did  appear  to  be  working  and  the  fire  escape 
ladder  was  down,  but  there  was  a  problem  getting  the  people  down 
quickly.    There  were  four  deaths  of  persons  trapped  in  the  top 
floor,  which  might  have  been  prevented  if  there  had  been  a  second 
fire  escape. 

President  Figone  asked  if  the  smoke  detectors  required  by  the 
new  ordinance  would  be  operated  electronically,  and  Chief  Casper 
stated  that  they  would,  and  would  also  be  tied  into  an  alarm 
system  which  would  operate  in  the  event  of  a  power  failure. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  this  fire  occurred  next  door 
to  her  office  on  Mission  Street,  and  that  she  went  through  the 
building  the  next  day  with  an  Assistant  Chief.    She  observed  the 
fire  escape  and  commented  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  operate 
unless  the  person  received  specific  instructions  on  how  to  do  so. 
She  suggested  that  building  managers  be  required  to  show  all 
tenants  how  to  operate  these  fire  escapes.    Commissioner  Del  Carlo 
also  commented  on  the  lack  of  smoke  detectors  in  this  building. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  President 
Figone  directed  Chief  Casper  to  pursue  this  matter  immediately 
and  report  back  to  the  Commission  as  soon  as  possible. 


Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  was  present 
at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  0935  Hours.

On  June  third  of  this  year.  Ambulance  84  was  called  to  the  fire  station 
at  the  Stonestown  Shopping  Center.    When  we  arrived,  members  of  your 
department,  specifically  Watch  21,  were  performing  CPR  on  a  Mr.  Paul  Dab. 
While  they  continued  CPR  we  were  able  to  initiate  advanced  cardiac  life 
support  measures  via  Mission  Emergency  Hospitals    After  only  a  few  minutes 
the  patient  was  again  breathing  on  his  own. 

Unfortunately  we  had  difficulty  maintaining  the  patient,  so  during  the 
trip  to  the  hospital  Fireman  Bill  Jackson  performed  CPR  while  we 
continued  our  drug  therapy.    It  was  a  bouncy  and  often  hectic  ride 
but  Fireman  Jackson  did  a  consistently  top-flight  job.    During  the 
trip  we  ran  low  on  oxygen  and  while  a  new  tank  was  prepared.  Fireman 
Crabtree  without  hesitation  performed  mouth-to-mouth  ventilations. 

Five  minutes  after  arrival  at  the  hospital  the  patient  was  awake  and 
speaking  to  the  doctors.    This  never  would  have  been  possible  without 
the  help  of  Watch  21  and  especially  Firemen  Jackson  and  Crabtree.

He  noted  that  in  San  Jose  they 
had  over  100  calls  on  July  4  alone,  many  of  which  were  for 
fires  caused  by  fireworks. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  there  has  been  a  definite  increase 
in  the  number  of  fire  incidents,  a  large  portion  of  which 
were  grass  fires  which  were  probably  caused  by  fireworks. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  over  the  last  weekend  there  were 
five  major  alarm  fires  in  a  24-hour  period.    All  of  these  fires 
appear  to  have  been  accidental,  with  one  possible  exception. 


5)    Annual  Fourth  of  July  Fireworks  Display  at  Candlestick  Park. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  reported 
on  this  year's  fireworks  display.    The  event  had  been  cancelled 
because  City  funds  were  not  available  to  pay  for  the  required 
police  and  fire  protection  at  the  displayo    The  event  was  re- 
scheduled because  the  Firefighters  Union  and  the  Police  Officers 
Association  sponsored  the  display,  and  provided  the  required 
police  and  fire  services  without  charge  to  the  City.    Mr.  Ferguson 
thanked  Chief  Casper  and  also  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission 
and  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  for  their  cooperation  in  making 
this  event  possible. 


Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Firefighters  Local  798,  was 
present  at  this  meeting.

I)    Reported  suspension  of  H4  Inspector  Wayne  Knutsen,  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention, 
for  two  days,  July  4  and  July  5,  1978,  for  violation  of  Section  3925  of 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  -  Failure  to  Report  for  Duty. 

President  Figone  directed  that  the  suspension  be  filed  for  the  record. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  if  Inspector  Knutsen  was  suspended  for 
the  two  days  he  did  not  report  for  duty.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he 
was,  and  commented  that  the  Chief  of  Department  may  suspend  a  member 
for  one  to  ten  days  without  the  approval  of  the  Fire  Commission. 


J)    Submitted  for  approval  recommended  study  material  for  Lieutenant  (H20) 
and  Captain  (H30)  promotional  examinations,  scheduled  for  October,  1978. 
(Continued  from  meeting  of  7/5/78) » 

Commissioner  Ream  moved  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  she  had  an  opportunity  to  review  the 
study  materials,  particularly  the  material  issued  by  the  National 
Fire  Academy.    She  stated  that  she  was  happy  to  see  that  it  included 
management  material,  and  commended  Chief  Casper  for  his  role  in 
developing  this  type  of  material. 

Commissioner  Ream  also  commented  on  the  manual  which  deals  with  the 
Fireboat  and  Piers,  and  asked  if  it  included  material  regarding 
pier  inspections.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  pier  inspections  were 
dealt  with  by  General  Order,  and  were  not  included  in  this  study 
material.    He  wanted  to  avoid  any  last-minute  additions  to  the  material, 
and  stated  that  pier  inspections  would  be  incorporated  into  the  manuals 
after  the  examination. 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  the  meeting  held  with  Mr.  John  Walsh,  General 
Manager  of  Personnel.    Civil  Service  is  prepared  to  go  forward  with  the 
examination  announcement,  but  it  will  be  delayed  until  the  Fire  Commis- 
sion has  had  an  opportunity  to  approve  the  type  of  examination.    As  soon 
as  the  Commission  has  made  its  recommendation,  the  examination  announce- 
ment will  be  posted.    The  examination  will  definitely  be  held  in 
October,  1978. 

President  Figone  directed  that  the  subject  of  approval  of  the  type  of 
examination  to  be  held  for  H20  and  H30  promotional  examinations  be 
calendared  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Fire  Conmission. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  decision  to  be  made  by  the  Fire  Commission 
regarding  the  examination  is  whether  it  is  to  be  entirely  of  a  written 
nature,  whether  an  oral  examination  is  to  be  included,  etc.  He 
also  commented  that  Civil  Service  was  generally  opposed  to  the  inclusion 
of  an  oral  examination  because  of  the  number  of  persons  who  will  be 
involved  in  the  examination  process  and  the  cost.    President  Figone 
asked  how  many  members  would  be  participating  in  these  examinations. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  1038  H2 
Firefighters  in  the  Department  would  be  taking  the  H20  Lieutenant 
examination,  and  that  approximately  160  to  170  Lieutenants  would  be 
taking  the  H30  Captain  examination. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  that  Chief  Casper  furnish  the  Commission  with 
a  written  report  regarding  the  type  of  examinations  used  in  other 
jurisdictions,  as  well  as  his  recommendations  as  to  the  type  of 
examination  he  would  prefer,  prior  to  next  week's  meeting.

Chief  Casper  reported  that  the  meeting  of  the  Police  Commission 
held  on  July  5,  1978,  was  adjourned  out  of  respect  to  the  memory 
of  deceased  firefighter  James  P.  Desmonds 


2)    Request  for  lease  of  portion  of  Pumping  Station  No.  1. 

Commissioner  McClain,  referring  to  a  copy  of  a  letter  received 
from  Mr.  Robert  J.  Dolan,  dated  July  5,  regarding  the  lease  of 
Pumping  Station  No.  1,  asked  Chief  Casper  to  comment  on  the 
Fire  Commission's  role  in  this  procedure.    Commissioner  McClain 
also  noted  that  there  seems  to  be  a  time  factor  involved  in  the 
Commission's  action  on  this  matter. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Fire  Commission  had  received  a 
verbal  presentation  last  year  from  the  Madison-Hobbs  Company, 
regarding  their  proposal  to  lease  unused  space  at  Pumping  Station 
No.  1  at  Second  and  Townsend  Streets.    Robert  J.  Dolan  is  acting 
as  their  attorney  in  this  matter.    The  Director  of  Property  made 
a  study  of  the  proposal  and  determined  that  the  terms  of  the 
proposed  lease  were  not  beneficial  to  the  City's  interests. 
No  further  action  was  taken  in  the  matter,  and  no  second  presen- 
tation was  made  to  the  Commission  to  amend  the  terms  of  the 
original  proposal. 

President  Figone  asked  if  the  property  in  question  is  still  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Fire  Department.    Chief  Casper  stated  that 
it  is,  and  that  it  is  up  to  the  Fire  Commission  to  make  a  determina- 
tion to  declare  the  property  surplus.    When  that  is  done,  it  comes 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Director  of  Property. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  the  Fire  Commission  declares  the  property 
as  surplus,  would  there  still  be  an  open  bid  procedure  through 
the  Real  Estate  Department.    She  expressed  concern  over  the  Com- 
mission's dealing  with  an  individual  party  to  grant  a  lease  without 
public  notice  that  it  is  being  considered. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  Fire  Commission  would  only  be 
making  a  determination  to  declare  the  property  as  surplus,  and 
the  matter  would  then  be  out  of  its  hands.    The  Director  of 
Property  would  prepare  specifications  and  there  would  be  a  public 
bid  process. 

President  Figone  stated  that  he  did  not  see  a  need  for  immediate 
action  by  the  Fire  Commission  on  this  matter  and  that  it  would  be 
continued  until  such  time  as  the  proponents  wish  to  make  a  formal 
presentation  to  the  Commission.

Early  this  morning  I  witnessed  an  amazing  display  of  courage  and  skill 
by  members  of  your  fire  department.    I  am  referring  to  the  fire  at 
Lexington  St.  near  21st  Street.    Let  me  first  explain  that  I  am  a  retired 
member  of  the  Chicago  Fire  Department  (32  years)  and  am  no  stranger  to 
fires.    My  wife  and  I  have  been  visiting  relatives  in  your  beautiful  city 
and  were  on  our  way  back  to  our  hotel  when  we  heard  sirens  and  saw  that 
unmistakable  orange  glow  in  the  skyo    I  witnessed  a  single  engine  company 
pull  in  front  of  the  fully  involved  building  after  maneuvering  around  a 
downed  high-tension  wire,  and  two  firemen  jump  off  and  disappear  into  the 
building,  each  with  a  small  line.

Chief  Casper  administered  the  oath  of  office,  presented  him  with  his 
badge,  acknowledged  the    presence  of  his  family,  and  extended  warm  words 
of  praise  to  Battalion  Chief  Morris  on  his  promotion.

D)    Reported  termination  of  Probationary  H2  Firefighter  Thomas  R.  Browne, 
in  accordance  with  Section  8.340  of  the  Charter.    Firefighter  Browne 
was  convicted  for  resisting  arrest.    Chief  Casper  held  three  adminis- 
trative hearings  before  making  his  decision.    Hearings  were  held  on 
May  4,  May  25,  and  June  29,  1978.    Termination  effective  July  11,  1978. 

President  Figone  directed  that  the  termination  be  filed  for  the  record. 


E)    Submitted  for  Fire  Commission's  recommendation  the  type  of  examination 

for  the  H20  Lieutenant  and  H30  Captain  promotional  examinations, 
pursuant  to  Charter  Section  8.327. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  he  had  recommended  to  the    Commission  that 
the  H20  Lieutenant  and  H30  Captain  examinations  be  written  examinations, 
but  including  open-book  testing  on  that  portion  of  the  examination 
pertaining  to  the  Fire  Code  and  Building  Code.    He  explained  that  this 
is  one  method  of  making  the  examination  as  job-related  as  possible. 

Chief  Casper  also  explained  that  the  manuals  which  are  part  of  the 
study  material  contain  information  that  the  men  must  use  in  their 
day-to-day  activities  and  should  be  committed  to  memory.    He  made  the 
open-book  recommendation  regarding  the  portion  of  the  test  pertaining 
to  the  codes  since  they  are  more  of  a  reference  tool.    The  test  would 
include  reading  comprehension  and  require  a  knowledge  of  the  codes. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  to  receive 
comments  on  this  type  of  testing  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Mro  Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary,  Firefighters  Local  798,  stated  that 

the  union  had  not  yet  taken  an  official  position  regarding  this  type 

of  examination  but  would  discuss  the  matter  at  their  next  meeting. 

He  commented  that  this  type  of  open-book  examination  might  lead  to 

a  situation  where  an  individual  would  have  other  material  in  the 

code  books  relating  to  other  portions  of  the  examination.    He  also  stated 

that  the  men  studying  for  these  examinations  have  established  a  pattern 

of  study,  and  may  have  already  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  on  the  codes. 

He  suggested  that  perhaps  no  change  should  be  made  at  this  time  on  the 

type  of  examination  and  that  open-book  testing  be  considered  for  some 

future  examination. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  pursuant  to  passage  of  Proposition  "M", 
the  Fire  Commission  has  the  prerogative  to  recommend  the  type  of 
testing,  and  that  he  felt  this  is  the  time  to  do  it.    In  responding 
to  Mr.  Bruschera 's  comments.  Chief  Casper  stated  that  anyone  who  had 
spent  a  lot  of  time  studying  the  codes  would  be  at  an  advantage,  even 
with  open-book  testing,  since  the  material  would  be  familiar  to  them 
and  easier  for  reference.    He  also  stated  that  no  one  would  be 
allowed  to  bring  any  material  or  code  books  into  the  examination 
room,  that  portions  of  the  codes  would  be  issued  by  civil  service 
as  part  of  the  examination  packet. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  expressed  her  concern  over  making  a  change  in 
the  type  of  examination  at  this  point,  with  the  examination  only 
two  and  one-half  months  away,  keeping  in  mind  the  men  who  have  alreacly 
spent  a  great  deal  of  time  studying.    She  also  commented  on  the  addi- 
tion of  a  management  manual  to  the  list  of  study  materials,  and 
stated  that  there  seems  to  be  a  problem  in  making  it  available  to 
all  the  men  taking  the  examination.

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  book.  Management  in  the  Fire  Service,  that 
Commissioner  Del  Carlo  is  referring  to  consists  of  four  chapters  with 
a  total  of  approximately  140  pages.    He  stated  that  if  anyone  has 
difficulty  obtaining  the  book,  he  should  come  to  the  Union  or  the 
Fire  Department  Administration  and  efforts  would  be  made  to  have  the 
appropriate  chapters  copied  and  distributed.    Assistant  Chief  Sherratt 
stated  that  he  had  received  information  that  the  book  is  available. 

President  Figone  stated  that  if  there  was  a  problem  with  the 
availability  of  the  management  book,  he  felt  certain  the  questions 
pertaining  to  it  would  be  deleted  from  the  examination. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Fire  Commission  would  have  an  opportunity 
to  file  a  protest  over  the  content  of  the  examination  within  seven 
days  of  the  posting  of  the  job  announcement  or  scope.    He  also  stated 
that  he  would  ascertain  whether  or  not  copies  of  this  book  are  avail- 
able to  all  members  participating  in  the  examination,  and  would 
investigate  the  possibility  of  reproducing  appropriate  chapters  for 
distribution. 

Commissioner  Ream  noted  that  more  inspection  work  is  being  done  by 
local  fire  stations  and  expressed  concern  that  firefighters  studying 
for  an  open-book  examination  on  the  fire  and  building  codes  would 
not  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  code  requirements.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  he  felt  a  general  knowledge  of  the  codes  is 
required  and  commented  that  the  Inspectors  in  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
Prevention  always  have  the  Fire  Code  with  them  for  specific  reference 
as  part  of  their  daily  activities. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  if  the  purpose  of  such  open-book  testing 
was  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  men  can  use  the  code  books  and 
test  their  ability  to  use  reference  material.    Chief  Casper 
responded  affirmatively. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  how  many  questions,  or  what  percentage 
of  the  examination,  would  be  open-book  testing.    Chief  Casper  estimated 
that  there  would  probably  be  approximately  five  questions  on  each  code. 
He  reminded  the  Commission  that  he  had  not  yet  discussed  this  matter 
with  Civil  Service  personnel,  and  such  a  determination  is  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill,  that  a 
written  examination,  with  the  possible  exception  of  an  open-book 
portion  regarding  the    Building  and  Fire  Codes,  be  recommended  to 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  the  H20  Lieutenant  and  H30  Captain 
promotional  examinations;    and  further  moved  that  if  any  study 
materials  are  not  readily  available  six  weeks  prior  to  the  examination 
that  questions  pertaining  to  that  material  be  deleted  from  the  examina- 
tion „

F)    On  behalf  of  the  International  Association  of  Firefighters,  presentation 
of  plaques  of  recognition  to  Peter  Cleaveland  and  Robert  Anderson  for 
their  television  documentary  on  the  problem  of  arson. 

Mr.  Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary,  Firefighters  Local  798,  on  behalf  of 
Mr.  Howard  McClennan,  President,  International  Association  of  Fire- 
fighters, presented  the  Plaque  of  Recognition  and  a  check  to  Mr,  Robert 
Anderson,  the  writer,  producer  and  director  of  the  documentary  on  the 
Arson  Squad.    Mr.  Peter  Cleaveland,  the  reporter  on  the  documentary, 
was  on  assignment  and  unable  to  be  present  to  accept  the  award. 

Mr.  Anderson  thanked  the  International  Association  of  Firefighters 
for  this  award,  on  behalf  of  KGO  Television,  Peter  Cleveland  and 
himself.

Commissioner  Ream  commented  that  she  was  pleased  to  note  that 
there  were  no  smoke  inhalation  injuries  on  this  report  and 
commended  the  Department  for  efforts  being  made  to  reduce 
this  type  of  injury. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  entire  Department  appreciates  the 
concern  of  this  Commission  over  the  life  safety  of  the  men,  and 
stated  that  the  Firefighters  have  been  cooperating  in  wearing  the 
Scott  Air-Paks.

2)    Meeting  with  General  Manager,  Personnel,  regarding  H2  Firefighter 
Eligible  List. 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  a  meeting  held  yesterday  with  Mr.  John 
Walsh,  General  Manager  of  Personnel,  and  Attorney  William  Murphy 
regarding  the  H2  Firefighter  Eligible  List  which  was  posted 
yesterday.    Mr.  Murphy  is  representing  27  clients  who  are  pro- 
testing certain  portions  of  the  physical  agility  performance 
test.    Mr.  Murphy  understands  the  Department's  need  for  the 
immediate  appointment  of  new  firefighters  and  indicated  that 
he  will  not  take  action  to  prohibit  the  new  classes  from 
starting  in  August,  1978. 


3)   Appearance  before  the  Retirement  System  Board  to  discuss  duty 
assignments  among  uniformed  force. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  following  this  morning's  Commission 
meeting,  he  would  appear  before  the  Retirement  System  Board  to 
describe  non-firefighting  positions  in  the  Fire  Department. 
Police  Chief  Charles  Gain  will  also  appear  to  discuss  similar 
duty  assignments  in  the  Police  Department. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  less  than  five  percent  of  the  Fire 
Department's  personnel  are  in  non-firefighting  duties,  and  that 
only  nine  of  these  have  some  physical  disability.    Chief  Casper 
commented  that  any  of  these  nine  would  be  able  to  perform 
limited  fire  fighting  duties  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  disaster. 


Mr.  Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary,  Mr.  Ernest  Aitken  and  Mr.  Donald 
Hall,  Directors,  Firefighters  Local  798,  were  present  at  this 
meeting.

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  if  Firefighter  Richmond's  military  leave 
is  without  pay  because  of  the  length  of  the  leave  (68  days).  Chief 
Casper  explained  that  according  to  the  Charter,  a  member  is  allowed

This  State  law  does  not  require  that  such  leave  be  granted  with  pay. 
Chief  Casper  stated  further  that  he  is  opposed  to  this  practice, 
expecially  with  manpower  levels  so  low,  but  is  forced  to  grant  such 
leave  by  State  law.

B)    Reported  lay-off  of  temporary  7388  Utility  Plumber  Salvatore  Mercurio, 
effective  close  of  business  June  30,  1978.    Mr.  Mercurio  was  paid  from 
Work  Order  funds  which  could  not  be  extended  into  the  new  fiscal  year 
until  FIRM  Accounting  System  was  fully  operational. 

President  Figone  directed  that  the  lay-off  be  filed  for  the  record. 


C)    Accepted  gift  of  Mo-Ped  valued  at  $450,  from  Steyr-Daimler-Puch 

Corporation,  for  use  by  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  for  specialized 
firefighting  uses. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  this  Corporation  is  in  the  business  of 
selling  mo-peds,  and  if  so,  are  they  asking  the  Fire  Department  to 
evaluate  and  endorse  their  product  or  perhaps  encourage  the  purchase 
of  additional  mo-peds. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  could  not  foresee  any  use  for  more  than 
one  mo-ped  by  the  Fire  Department,  and  that  he  had  not  been  asked  to 
evaluate  or  endorse  the  mo-ped  being  donated. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  where  this  mo-ped  would  be  used 
by  the  Fire  Department.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  it  might  be  used 
in  the  Bernal  Heights  area  where  there  are  problems  with  street  access 
to  Fire  Department  apparatus,  or  in  the  Land's  End  or  McLaren  Park 
areas.    He  commented  that  it  will  not  be  a  primary  firefighting  unit 
but  can  be  used  from  time  to  time  as  necessary. 

President  Figone  asked  how  the  mo-ped  would  get  to  the  scene  of  a  fire. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  is  very  light  and  could  be  carried  on  an 
aerial  ladder  truck  or  a  mini -pumper. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  gift  was  accepted 
on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department.

2)    Managerial  Stress  Testing  Program. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  Firefighters  Local  798  has  hired  a  new 
public  relations  representative  who  has  sponsored  a  managerial 
stress  testing  program  which  is  being  taken  by  certain  administra- 
tion staff  members  and  field  firefighters.    There  is  no  cost  involved 
to  the  Fire  Department. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  objective  of  this  testing  program 
is  not  to  determine  the  job  performance  of  any  members,  but  whether 
they  are  best  suited  to  the  type  of  work  being  performed.  The 
material  furnished  is  very  confidential,  and  there  are  approximately 
20  members  taking  the  test.

3)    Meeting  of  National  Fire  Academy. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  the  Superintendent  of  the    National  Fire 
Academy  will  be  in  San  Francisco  on  August  11,  1978,  to  meet  with 
representatives  from  Bay  Area  fire  departments.    He  explained  that 
the  National  Fire  Academy  is  going  into  a  satellite  type  of  program 
starting  in  February,  1979,  using  six  major  metropolitan  cities. 
San  Francisco  will  be  the  first  city  to  have  this  type  of  program. 
The  members  of  the  Fire  Commission  were  invited  to  attend  the 
meeting  on  August  11  ,  1978,  at  10:00  a.m. 


4)  Vacations. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  if  he  were  certain  that 
every  employee  entitled  to  a  vacation  is  able  to  take  one,  and 
asked  if  there  is  a  Fire  Department  policy  regarding  the  use  of 
vacation  time. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  firefighters  in  all  ranks  choose 
their  vacations  by  bid,  and  they  are  granted  on  a  seniority  basis. 
He  stated  further  that  everyone  has  the  option  of  taking  vacation 
on  an  intermittent  daily  basis  or  may  accumulate  up  to  30  days 
vacation  (this  is  the  maximum  to  be  accumulated  according  to 
the  Administrative  Code). 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  there  had  been  any  problems  or 
complaints  regarding  vacation  procedures.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  there  were  none. 


There  were  no  representatives  from  Firefighters  Local  798  in 
attendance  at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  0925  Hours.

Attempts  are  being  made  to 
replace  three  of  the  Inspectors  from  the  current  Civil  Service  eligible 
list,  but  with  little  success.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  perhaps  after 
the  H20  Lieutenant  examination  is  held  in  the  fall,  more  firefighters 
will  be  willing  to  accept  the  position  of  H4  Inspector.

Mr.  Johnson  will  be 
employed  on  a  day-to-day,  "as-needed"  basis  for  the  balance  of  the 
fiscal  year  for  sick  and  vacation  replacement  of  our  permanent 
custodian. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  Fire  Department's  permanent  Custodian 
is  currently  on  sick  leave,  and  that  Mr.  Johnson  has  been  serving 
as  his  replacement  for  several  days. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  temporary 
non-civil  service  appointment  was  approved  on  recommendation  of 
Chief  of  Department. 


H)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Presentation  by  representative  of  the  Northern  California  Burn 
Counci 1 . 

Mr.  Andrew  McGuire,  Executive  Director  of  the  Burn  Council, 
introduced  himself  and  Rosalind  Wright,  Associate  Director, 
and  Pam  McLaughlin  from  the  Junior  League  of  San  Francisco. 
He  explained  that  the  three  of  them  and  approximately  20 
volunteers  began  a  campaign  last  year  to  make  the  public  aware 
of  the  problem  of  burn  injuries.    A  major  portion  of  their 
campaign  will  hopefully  be  the  declaration  of  the  second  week 
of  October  as  Fire  and  Burn  Prevention  Week  in  San  Francisco 
by  Mayor  Moscone. 

Their  campaign  will  include  media  coverage  and  a  public  education 
program  in  the  schools,  with  particular  emphasis  on  day  care 
centers  and  pre-school  centers,  educating  the  children  and  also 
their  parents  and  teachers  on  ways  to  prevent  burn  injuries. 
He  commented  that  this  is  the  first  major  program  of  this  type 
in  the  United  States. 

President  Figone  asked  if  there  is  any  connection  between  the 
Northern  California  Burn  Council  and  the  Burn  Center  at 
St.  Francis  Hospital.    Mr.  McGuire  stated  that  he  is  affiliated 
with  the  Burn  Center  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  and  that 
the  Burn  Council  works  closely  with  the  burn  centers  located 
throughout  the  Bay  Area.    He  stated  further  that  in  order  to 
coordinate  their  efforts,  they  have  established  a  State-wide 
Burn  Registry  through  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office. 

Commissioner  Ream  commented  that  the  Burn  Council  is  to  be 
commended  for  its  efforts  in  the  area  of  burn  prevention,  and 
asked  for  a  further  explanation  of  its  source  of  funding. 

Mr.  McGuire  stated  that  they  have  three  major  sources  of  funding: 
The  San  Francisco  Foundation,  the  Junior  League,  and  a  CETA  grant, 
as  well  as  private  donations.    The  Burn  Council  is  a  non-profit 
organization. 
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H)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1 )  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  Burn  Council  has  an  excellent 
program  for  burn  prevention  and  is  providing  a  great  public 
service.    He  commented  that  Deputy  Chief  Emmet  Condon  is  a 
member  of  its  Board  of  Directors.    Chief  Casper  suggested  that 
the  Fire  Commission  ask  Mayor  Moscone  to  proclaim  the  second 
week  of  October  as  Fire  and  Burn  Prevention  Week. 

Commissioner  Ream  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Del  Carlo, 
that  the  Fire  Commission  endorse  the  efforts  of  the  Northern 
California  Burn  Council  and  request  that  Mayor  Moscone  proclaim 
the  second  week  of  October,  1978,  as  Fire  and  Burn  Prevention 
Week  in  San  Francisco. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

President  Figone  thanked  Mr.  McGuire,  Ms.  Wright  and  Ms.  McLaughlin 
for  their  presentation.

2)    Meeting  with  Dave  McCormack,  Superintendent  of  the  National  Fire 
Academy. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  on  Friday,  August  11  ,  1978,  at  1000 
hours,  there  will  be  a  meeting  regarding  the  proposed  Satellite 
Program  of  the  National  Fire  Academy  which  will  be  conducted 
in  February,  1979.    Mr.  Dave  McCormack,  Superintendent  of  the 
National  Fire  Academy  will  be  present,  and  the  meeting  will  be 
attended  by  Fire  Chiefs  from  various  Bay  Area  cities.  The 
meeting  will  be  held  in  the  Forum  of  the  Fireman's  Fund  Building 
at  3333  California  Street,  San  Francisco.    The  members  of  the 
Fire  Commission  are  invited  to  attend. 


3)    Report  on  Fifth  Alarm  Fire  at  Pier  40. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  to  comment  on  the  fire  at 
Pier  40  on  Monday,  August  7.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  was 
a  fifth  alarm  fire,  using  all  the  Fire  Department  resources 
available,  a  principal  resource  being  the  Fireboat  Phoenix. 

The  Fireboat  was  instrumental  in  saving  the  lives  of  people  who 
were  trapped  at  the  rear  of  the  Pier,  and  preventing  the  fire  from 
expanding.    Approximately  200  firefighters  were  used  to  fight  the 
fire,  leaving  less  than  140  firefighters  throughout  the  rest  of 
the  City.    He  commented  on  the  excellent  cooperation  received 
from  other  agencies,  which  included  the  services  of  the  U.S.  Coast 
Guard,  the  Oakland  Fireboat,  and  Navy  Firefighting  Tugs  from 
Treasure  Island.

3)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  one  firefighter  was  injured  when 
struck  by  a  piece  of  falling  roof  tile  and  commented  that  the 
protective  helmet  he  was  wearing  probably  saved  his  life. 
It  took  several  hours  to  contain  the  fire,  and  the  cause  is 
still  under  investigation.    It  is  believed  that  the  fire 
started  in    a  construction  office  and  spread  very  rapidly. 

President  Figone  asked  if  the  Pier  was  sprinklered.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  it  was  not,  and  commented  that  the  Fire 
Department  would  like  to  see  all  piers  sprinklered  or  the 
superstructures  removed  from  those  that  are  not.    Because  of 
the  autonomous  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Commission  over  Port 
property,  the  Fire  Department  has  no  authority  to  enforce  Fire 
Code  regulations  at  the  Port,  with  few  exceptions. 

Chief  Casper  commented  further  that  there  is  a  possibility  of 
the  Port  Commission  entering  into  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding 
with  the  Fire  Commission  to  set  certain  standards  and  procedures 
to  assure  better  fire  safety  on  Port  properties,  but  it  is  still 
in  the  preliminary  stages. 


Mr.  Ernest  Aitken,  Director,  Firefighters  Local  798,  was  present 
at  this  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  0928  Hours.

Dear  Chief  Casper: 

I  am  writing  this  letter  after  last  night's  fire  at  Pier  40.    As  you  know 
from  previous  correspondence,  not  only  does  my  office  represent  the  lessee  of 
major  parts  of  Pier  40  (as  well  as  other  waterfront  interests)  but  as  an 
office  we  insist  upon  taking  an  active  and  hopefully  productive  interest  in 
safety  and  fire  matters  as  they  relate  to  the  operations  and  premises  of  our 
clients. 

I  was  several  piers  away  when  the  Pier  40  alarm  was  rung  in.    I  immediately 
went  to  the  scene  and  remained  there  for  several  hours  in  the  company  of 
Port  officials  and  my  cliento    I  therefore  had  opportunity  to  observe  the 
firefighting  operation  pretty  much  from  start  to  finish,, 

May  I  say  -  to  the  extent  of  my  limited  knowledge  in  such  matters  -  that 
the  firefighting  operation  was  remarkable,  especially  under  a  number  of 
adverse  circumstances  (not  the  least  of  which  were  the  wind,  the  time  of 
day  and  traffic  on  the  Embarcadero) .    The  results  of  your  department's 
activities  were  excellent.    In  this  latter  regard,  it  suffices  to  observe 
that  this  was  the  first  major  San  Francisco  pier  fire  within  my  memory  in 
which  the  pier  was  not  totally  destroyed.    As  you  know,  you  and  your  men 
saved  about  90  percent  of  the  actual  pier  premises  (the  part  with  which  my 
client  is  directly  concerned)  and  contained  the  spread  of  unfriendly  fire 
to  the  very  vulnerable  adjacent  structures  along  the  waterfront.

You  yourself  were  on  the  scene  and  in  command  almost  immediately  and 
remained  until  long  after  the  apparent  need  for  a  chief's  attendance  would 
have  seemed  necessary.    I  am  certain  your  presence  was  gratifying  both  to 
my  client  and  to  Port  officialSo 

Finally,  may  I  suggest  the  possibility  that  the  limited  damage  to  Pier  40 
itself  was  as  much  a  result  of  pre-fire  precautions  (supervised  over  the 
last  few  months  by  Fire  Marshal  Crispen)  as  to  the  firefighting  skill  of 
your  departmento    You  will  recall  that  in  this  regard  my  client  has  been 
working  closely  with  the  Fire  Marshal.    What  you  may  not  know  -  and 
perhaps  should  -  is  that  I  personally  have  observed  Fire  Marshal  Crispen 
in  almost  daily  attendance  on  pier  premises  of  various  of  my  clients  - 
including  Pier  40o    When  all  of  the  understandable  journalistic  excitement 
of  firefighting  is  over  and  done  with,  I  believe  the  less  sensational 
activities  of  those  involved  in  fire  prevention  should  not  go  unnoticed. 

In  this  latter  regard,  also,  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  remark  upon 
your  own  personal  interest  in  the  fire  prevention  situation  along  the 
waterfront. 

I  trust  you  will  forgive  my  sending  a  copy  of  this  letter  along  to  my 
friend.  Mayor  Moscone,  and  to  the  Chairpeople  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  the  Port  Commission.

The  Fire  Department 
made  a  decision  to  deny  the  permit  based  on  the  fact  that  the 
driveway  of  the  parking  lot  is  only  13  feet,  two  inches,  and  the 
Fire  Code  specifically  provides  that  such  exits  and  entrances  shall 
be  at  least  15  feet  in  widtho    On  the  advice"  of  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Diane  Barry,  no  public  hearing  was  held,  since  the  Fire  Department 
denied  the  permito 

The  applicant  may  now  go  to  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  to  seek  to 
overrule  the  Fire  Department,  or  he  may  seek  another  type  of  permit 
from  the  Department  of  City  Planning  to  maintain  a  parking  lot  to 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  his  business,  but  for  which  there  is  no 
parking  fee.    The  matter  is  now  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  what  would  happen  if  the  entrance  was 
not  changed,  and  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  grants  the  permit.  Chief 
Casper  explained  that  it  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Permit  Appeals  to  overrule  the  Fire  Department  and  grant  the  permit. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  in  her  opinion  the  Fire  Department  had

Inspectors 
Keane  and  Sebastinelli  had  been  in  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention 
approximately  one  year  and  Inspector  Blanchard  for  one  week.

Safety  and  Disaster  Preparedness  Task  Force  meeting  in  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  on  September  13  through  15,  1978.    Trip  to  be  made  at 
no  cost  to  the  City. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded. 
There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  request  for  leave  of 
absence  with  pay  was  approvedo 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


1)    Muscular  Dystrophy  Telethon. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  the  13th  Annual  Jerry  Lewis  Muscular  Dystrophy 
Telethon  was  held  last  weekend,  with  firefighters  throughout  the  nation 
participating.    He  commented  that  firefighters'  participation  was 
excellent  in  San  Francisco,  and  that  Firefighters  Local  798  had  ten 
off-duty  firefighters  working  on  the  Telethon  around  the  clock,  with 
a  total  of  40  firefighters  participating  in  an  off-duty  status. 

Chief  Casper  suggested  that  the  Fire  Commission  might  want  to  send  a 
letter  of  commendation  to  Firefighters  Local  798  for  their  efforts  in 
support  of  this  cause. 

Vice  President  Ream  agreed  that  Firefighters  Local  798  should  be 
commended  for  their  activities  in  support  of  the  Muscular  Dystrophy 
Telethon,  and  directed  that  such  a  letter  be  sent. 


2)    Transportation  of  Chlorine  to  San  Francisco's  Sewage  Treatment  Plant. 

Chief  Casper  commented  on  an  article  which  appeared  in  last  evening's 
newspaper  which  referred  to  a  hazardous  condition  existing  due  to  the 
transportation  of  chlorine  from  the  East  Bay  to  San  Francisco's  Sewage 
Treatment  Plant,    Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  article  described  a 
worst  possible  potential  disaster. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  chlorine  is  transported  in  a  railroad 
tank  car  by  barge  across  the  Bay,  and  is  carried  by  rail  across  the 
Embarcadero  to  the  Southeast  and  Northpoint  Sewage  Treatment  plants.

2)  Continued. 

He  stated  that  chlorine  is  an  extremely  hazardous  material  and  there  is 
always  a  potential  danger  in  its  transportation,  but  the  Fire  Department 
has  taken  every  possible  precaution  to  assure  the  proper  safety  procedures. 

The  Fire  Department  recommended  last  year  that  chlorine  not  be  used  at 
the  sewage  treatment  plant,  but  it  is  required  by  State  regulations. 
Meetings  have  been  held  over  the  last  year  with  the  Director  of  the 
Wastewater  Management  Program  on  this  subject.    The  responsibility  for 
the  chlorine  while  transported  across  the  Bay  is  the  United  States 
Coast  Guard's,  and  when  transported  by  rail  car  is  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Department  of  Transportation. 

It  could  be  the  Fire  Department's  responsibility  if  transported  by 
tank  trucks  and  it  is  when  stored  at  the  sewage  treatment  plant.  The 
Fire  Department  continually  monitors  the  safety  procedures  at  the  plant 
and  trains  the  plant  personnel  in  the  handling  of  this  chemical.  The 
Fire  Department's  two  rescue  squads  drill  with  plant  personnel  on  what 
to  do  in  case  of  a  leak.    If  there  was  a  major  leak,  which  is  highly 
unlikely  due  to  the  construction  of  the  tank  cars  and  the  procedures 
followed,  all  first  alarm  companies  have  been  involved  in  pre-planning 
and  would  be  ready  to  handle  the  situation. 

Chief  Casper  also  stated  that  on  September  22  a  seminar  on  chlorine 
will  be  held  by  the  Dow  Chemical  Company  and  the  Coast  Guard,  railroad 
personnel  and  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  will  participate. 

Also,  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  will  conduct  a  seminar 
in  San  Francisco  in  October  on  how  to  handle  hazardous  transportation 
emergencies. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  the  trucks  carrying  the  chlorine  follow 
any  particular  route  through  the  City.    Chief  Casper  explained  that 
the  chlorine  is  transported  by  railroad  tank  car  and  not  by  truck. 
The  Fire  Department  opposed  its  transportation  by  truck  as  being 
too  hazardous. 

Commissioner  Ream,  referring  to  Chief  Casper's  statement  that  while 
being  transported  by  barge  and  by  railroad  car  the  chlorine  is  not 
the  Fire  Department's  responsibility,  asked  at  what  point  it  does 
come  within  the  Fire  Department's  jurisdiction.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  the  Fire  Department's  responsibility  begins  once  the  chlorine 
reaches  the  sewage  treatment  plant. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  the  area  of  concern  seems  to  be  in 
the  safe  transportation  of  the  chlorine  rather  than  in-plant  operations 
and  asked  if  it  is  possible  for  the  Fire  Department  to  require  any 
additional  safety  procedures  on  the  barge  or  during  its  transportation 
by  rail.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Fire  Department  can  only  make 
recommendations  to  the  Coast  Guard,  which  it  has  done  regarding  the 
availability  of  more  Scott  Air-Paks  for  the  crew  on  the  barge. 

Vice  President  Ream  thanked  Chief  Casper  for  his  report  and  asked 
that  he  furnish  the  Commission  with  a  periodic  progress  report  on 
this  situation. 
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3)    Benicia  Muster o 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  Bill  Koenig  of  the  Sto  Francis  Hook  and 
Ladder  Society  had  informed  her  that  the  restored  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department  hand  pumper  that  was  to  be  displayed  at  the  Benicia  Muster 
this  Sunday,  is  not  ready  to  be  released  yet  by  the  California  Correctional 
Institution  at  Tehachapi,  where  the  restoration  work  is  being  done. 


There  were  no  representatives  from  Firefighters  Local  798  present  at 
this  meeting.

G)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Submitted  biweekly  report  of  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
disability  injuries  and  men  off  duty  on  sick  pay,  August  16  through 
August  29,  1978. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Dro  Bonfilio  about  the  progress  of 
the  Department's  Physical  Fitness  Program.    Dr.  Bonfilio  stated 
that  he  is  currently  in  the  process  of  examining  the  new  candidates 
for  H2  Firefighter  and  the  Like-Work-Like-Pay  physical  examinations 
are  being  conducted  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital.    It  is  hoped 
that  after  they  are  completed  we  can  begin  the  Physical  Fitness 
Program. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Dr.  Bonfilio  to  explain  the  difference 
between  the  LWLP  examinations  and  physical  fitness  program  examina- 
tions.   Dr.  Bonfilio  stated  that  the  Department  is  required  to  give 
a  physical  examination  to  all  personnel  who  are  temporarily  assigned 
to  a  higher  rank.    This  protects  the  person  who  may  be  disabled 
while  serving  in  such  a  temporary  position. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  this  requirement  is  contained  in  the 
current  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  and  is  subject  to  change 
when  a  new  ordinance  is  enacted.    He  commented  that  this  LWLP 
examination  process    is    very  expensive  and  time-consuming. 


G)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business 


1)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  it  is  necessary  for  every  man 
who  is  assigned  temporarily  to  a  higher  rank  to  receive  a  physical 
examination  first,  and  if  every  firefighter  must  be  given  such 
an  exam.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  Department  has  targeted 
the  men  who  are  likely  to  be  working  temporarily  in  a  higher 
classification  and  they  have  been  sent  to  S.Fo  General  Hospital 
for  physical  examinations.    Approximately  150  men  in  all  ranks 
were  targetedo 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  how  long  this  requirement  has  been  in 
existence.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  ordinance  has  been 
in  effect  for  some  time,  but  it  has  been  only  recently  that  there 
have  been  funds  available  and  the  examination  procedure  established. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  these  LWLP  examinations  will  insure 
that  men  who  are  disabled  while  working  temporarily  in  a  higher  rank 
will  be  paid  at  the  higher  rate  while  disabled.    Chief  Casper 
responded  affirmatively. 

President  Figone  thanked  Dr.  Bonfilio  for  his  report. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


2)    Request  for  Leave  of  Absence  with  Pay  for  10  days  for  Investigator 
John  To  Ricketts  to  attend  the  National  Fire  Academy  Arson  Course 
in  Sacramento,  California,  September  18-29,  1978. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  this  request  is  made  in  order  that 
Investigator  Ricketts  may  attend  this  advance  course  in  arson 
detection  and  investigation  which  will  enable  him  to  train  our 
other  investigators  and  battalion  chiefs o 

Commissioner  McClain  moved  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded. 

Commissioner  Ream  expressed  concern  regarding  the  funding  for  this 
item,  in  light  of  the  City's  policy  against  using  budgeted  funds 
for  travel.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  funds  used  for  this 
purpose  were  donations  to  the  Arson  Task  Force  by  private  sources 
and  are  not  budgeted  ad  valorem  tax  funds. 

President  Figone  asked  how  much  money  was  in  the  Arson  Task  Force 
fund.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  various  donations  had  been  received 
totaling  approximately  $750.    In  addition,  funds  were  received  from 
the  Mayor's  Office  which  were  specifically  earmarked  for  equipment. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  she  felt  the  expenditure  of  funds  for 
the  advanced  training  of  one  of  our  arson  investigators  was  certainly 
worthwhile,  and  merely  wanted  to  make  it  clear  that  no  ad  valorem 
tax  money  was  being  used. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  request  for 
leave  of  absence  with  pay  was  unanimously  approved. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION  (Continued) 


3)    Hearing  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Health  and  Environment 
Committee  regarding  the  chlorine  problem. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  asking  him  to  appear  before  the  Health 
and  Environment  Committee  on  Tuesday,  September  19,  1978,  at 
2:00  p.m.  to  testify  on  the  chlorine  problem,,    Other  heads  of 
City  departments  involved  in  the  problem  will  also  attend. 

Chief  Casper  also  stated  that  the  problem  of  transportation  of 
hazardous  materials  will  be  the  subject  of  discussion  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Fire  Safety  and  Disaster  Preparedness  Task  Force 
which  he  will  be  attending  in  Philadelphia  this  week. 


4)    Meeting  with  National  Guard  Representatives  Regarding  Disaster 
Planning. 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  a  meeting  with  Colonel  Finch  and  General 
Leonardi  of  the  National  Guard  held  this  week  to  discuss  emergency 
operations  in  the  event  of  a  major  earthquake  or  other  disaster. 
Because  of  the  large  number  of  Fire  Department  personnel  living 
out  of  town,  there  has  been  an  effort  to  make  helicopters  available 
to  have  out-of-town  personnel  air-lifted  to  San  Francisco.  Other 
military  organizations  with  helicopters  have  also  been  contacted 
in  this  regard.    This  was  the  first  in  a  series  of  meetings  to  be 
held  on  this  subject,  and  the  State  Office  of  Emergency  Services 
has  been  contacted  as  well. 

President  Figone  stated  that  in  the  event  of  a  major  earthquake 
it  is  probable  that  all  communications  would  break  down,  and 
asked  how  the  Fire  Department  would  reach  its  out-of-town  personnel. 
Chief  Casper  explained  that  a  new  system  has  been  worked  out  with 
radio  and  television  stations  which  can  be  contacted  by  a  hot-line 
from  the  Fire  Department  communications  center  in  order  to  reach 
areas  outside  San  Francisco. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  Deputy  Chief  Condon  is  a  member  of  the 
Governor's  Seismic  Safety  Commission,  as  well  as  Colonel  Finch  of 
the  National  Guard,  and  they  will  bring  this  problem  to  the 
Commission's  attention  as  well. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  how  many  San  Francisco  firefighters 
are  living  out  of  town.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  at  least  60% 
live  out  of  town.    Since  there  is  an  average  of  343  firefighters 
on  duty  in  San  Francisco  each  day,  and  it  is  not  known  how  many  of 
them  will  be  unable  to  perform  their  duties  after  a  major  earthquake 
because  of  injury,  etc.,    it  will  be  imperative  to  make  some  provision 
to  contact  out-of-town  personnel.    Since  it  it  probable  that  many 
routes  of  travel  will  not  be  passable  and  the  two  bridges  would  be 
out  of  service,  some  means  of  transporting  personnel  by  air  must 
be  devised. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  and  Commissioner  Ream  each  stated  that  they 
were  pleased  to  see  that  constructive  efforts  were  being  made  in 
the  area  of  disaster  planning  and  asked  that  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Commission  be  kept  informed  of  progress  made  on  this  subject. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION  (Continued) 


5)    BARTD  Safety  Procedures. 

Commissioner  McClain  noted  that  BARTD  has  now  begun  extended  hours 
of  service  and  asked  if  any  progress  has  been  made  regarding  BARTD 
safety  procedures  and  protective  breathing  equipment  for  use  in 
BARTD  tunnels. 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  a  meeting  held  yesterday  with  BARTD 
representatives  and  stated  that  BARTD  has  agreed  to  provide 
4-hour  protective  breathing  equipment  for  use  by  firefighters 
within  the  BARTD  system. 


6)    Christmas  Toy  Program. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  any  work  has  been  done  regarding 
the  Christmas  Toy  Program  for  1978,  and  stated  that  she  would 
like  to  see  a  meeting  held  in  the  near  future  in  order  to  start 
getting  the  information  out  to  the  public,  contact  potential 
donors,  etc. 

Mr.  Ernest  Aitken  of  Firefighters  Local  798  stated  that  he  would 
speak  to  Mr.  James  Ferguson,  President,  Local  798,  and  ask  him 
to  contact  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  in  this  regard. 

Chief  Casper  suggested  that  a  meeting  be  held  with  members  of 
the  Fire  Commission  and  Union  representatives  in  order  to  get  as 
many  people  involved  as  possible  and  avoid  the  last  minute 
arrangements  that  had  to  be  made  last  year. 


7)    Proposed  Budget  for  1979-80. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  the  Fire  Commission  would  like 
to  receive  the  new  time  schedule  for  next  fiscal  year's  budget. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  they  are  waiting  to  hear  from  the 

Mayor's  budget  staff,  and  that  there  should  be  a  meeting  with 

the  Mayor's  Office  in  the  near  future  regarding  budget  procedures. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  that  the  Commissioners  be  informed  as  the 
budget  process  moves  along,  and  would  like  to  participate  in  this 
process. 


8)    Report  of  Mayor's  Management  Team  regarding  Bureau  of  Fire 
Prevention  Forms  and  Procedures. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  the  report  of  the  Mayor's  Management 
Team  regarding  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  was  due  to  be  received 
August  31,    and  stated  that  copies  should  be  sent  to  the  Commission 
and  the  report  calendared  for  discussion  by  the  Fire  Commission. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  Mayor's  Office  be  contacted  to  ask  when 
the  report  is  likely  to  be  received. 


Mr.  Ernest  Aitken,  Director,  Firefighters  Local  798  was  present 
at  this  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  0930  Hours.

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  about  the  current  manpower 
situation  in  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention.    Chief  Casper  stated  that 
the  Bureau  is  down  to  23  Inspectors,  from  their  budgeted  total  of 
37  positions.    He  stated  that  the  workload  for  each  inspector  has 
increased  greatly,  with  each  inspector  handling  three  or  four  districts; 
and  commented  that  the  manpower  shortage  in  the  Bureau  has  seriously 
affected  the  Department's  public  education  and  school  inspection  programs. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  for  his  recommendations  as  to 
what  can  be  done  to  improve  this  situation.    Chief  Casper  explained  that 
there  are  many  reasons  why  inspectors  have  been  leaving  the  Bureau, 
including  retirements,  the  pending  examination  for  H20  Lieutenant,  and 
the  fact  that  an  eight-hour  day  is  not  very  attractive  to  firefighters 
who  are  used  to  working  a  24-hour  tour  of  duty.    Firefighters  in  the 
field  also  have  the  opportunity  to  be  paid  for  overtime  watches  because 
of  the  current  manpower  shortage,  thus  narrowing  the  wage  gap  between 
H4  Inspector  and  H2  Firefighter. 

Chief  Casper  suggested  that  possibly  the  implementation  of  "flex-hours" 
in  the  Bureau,  if  approved  by  the  Fire  Commission,  would  make  the 
position  of  Inspector  more  attractive.    The  inspectors  would  still  work 
a  40-hour  week,  but  perhaps  could  work  ten  hours  a  day,  four  days  a 
week,  at  least  on  a  trial  basis. 

Chief  Casper  also  stated  that  he  plans  to  include  in  next  year's  budget 
three  positions  of  Fire  Protection  Engineer  for  assignment  to  the  Bureau 
of  Fire  Prevention.    These  are  approved  classifications  that  have  never 
been  filled,  and  they  would  perform  more  advanced  type  of  work  such  as 
plan-checking,  high-rise  inspections,  etc. 

President  Figone  directed  that  Chief  Casper  submit  his  recommendations 
on  this  matter  and  calendar  this  item  for  discussion  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Fire  Commission. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  resignations  and 
reinstatements  were  approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department.

Raymond  Backstedt,  and  Firefighters  Frank  D.  Buckley,  William  T.  Mitchell, 
Joseph  Skow  and  Francis  Waskey  were  present  to  receive  their  Retirement 
Certificates.    They  were  warmly  congratulated  by  Chief  Casper  and  the 
members  of  the  Fire  Commission. 

Deputy  Chief  Emmet  Condon  presented  the  retirement  certificate  to 
Chief's  Operator  Raymond  Backstedt,  who  had  served  as  the  Deputy 
Chief's  aide. 


F)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Discussion  of  possible  lease  of  unused  portion  of  Pumping  Station 
#1,  Second  and  Townsend  Streets. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  this  item  previously  had  been  discussed 
by  the  Fire  Commission  when  representatives  of  the  firm  interested 
in  obtaining  the  lease  made  a  presentation  to  them.    The  terms  of 
the  offer  made  at  that  time  were  not  acceptable. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  portion  of  the  property  which  could 
be  declared  surplus  to  the  Fire  Department's  needs  is  the  boiler 
room  floor,  approximately  7500  square  feet  of  space.    If  it  is 
declared  surplus  by  the  Fire  Commission,  it  would  be  out  of  the 
Fire  Department's  hands  and  would  become  the  responsibility  of 
the  Director  of  Property  to  explore  the  possibility  of  arranging 
the  lease. 

Commissioner  Barnhill,  referring  to  a  memorandum  received  from  the 
Commission  Secretary  on  this  subject,  noted  that  if  the  property 
is  declared  surplus  the  Director  of  Property  would  submit  an 
estimate  to  the  Fire  Department  of  funds  required  to  conclude  the 
professional  and  administrative  work  associated  with  the  lease. 
She  asked  what  the  source  of  these  funds  would  be.    Chief  Casper 
stated  that  the  funds  would  come  from  the  Fire  Department's  budget, 
which  has  $3,000  for  Realty  Services. 
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F)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business 


1)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  if  it  is  his  recommendation 
that  this  portion  of  Pumping  Station  #1  be  declared  surplus,  and  if 
it  has  any  possible  future  use  to  the  Fire  Department. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  recommended  to  the  Commission  that  it 
be  declared  surplus,  since  it  is  just  one  particular  section  and 
not  the  entire  property.    The  Pumping  Station  is  needed  by  the 
Department  but  not  the  particular  area  being  declared  surplus. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  expressed  concern  regarding  safety  if  the 
lessee  uses  the  facility  for  such  purposes  as  shops  and  restaurants, 
and  wondered  whether  or  not  they  would  interfere  in  any  way  with 
the  operation  of  the  Pumping  Station.    Chief  Casper  stated  that 
he  felt  there  would  be  no  problem  with  safety  and  there  would  be 
no  interference  with  the  operation  of  the  pumping  station. 

President  Figone  asked  Assistant  Chief  Robert  Rose  if  he  would 
be  in  charge  of  this  project  if  the  property  is  declared  surplus. 
Assistant  Chief  Rose  stated  that  he  would  since  the  Division  of 
Planning  and  Research  would  be  responsible  for  the  property  and 
would  work  with  the  Director  of  Property  and  other  City  agencies 
involved  in  carrying  out  the  Commission's  piano 

Commissioner  McClain  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Barnhill, 
that  the  Fire  Commission  declare  the  boiler  room  floor  (approximately 
7500  square  feet)  of  Pumping  Station  #1,  Second  and  Townsend  Streets, 
Assessor's  Block  3788,  is  surplus  to  the  Fire  Department's  needs, 
that  leasing  the  described  portion  of  Pumping  Station  #1  would  not 
conflict  with  the  Fire  Department's  operations,  and  request  the 
Director  of  Property  to  explore  the  possibility  of  arranging  a 
lease. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that 
the  Fire  Commission  would  have  final  approval  of  any  lease  of 
this  property.    Secretary  Connors  explained  that  once  the  property 
is  declared  surplus,  and  a  lease  arranged  by  the  Director  of 
Property,  the  final  approval  is  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
He  stated  however,  that  the  Fire  Department's  interests  would  be 
represented.    The  Director  of  Property  would  be  working  closely 
with  Chief  Casper  and  Assistant  Chief  Robert  E.  Rose  throughout 
this  process  to  insure  that  the  Fire  Department's  interests  are 
protected,  that  the  security  of  the  building  would  be  insured, 
and  that  nothing  would  interfere  with  the  operations  of  the  Fire 
Department.    Once  the  lease  is  prepared  by  the  Real  Estate  Department 
it  is  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval    If  at  that 
time  the  Fire  Commission  objects  to  any  portion  of  the  proposed  lease, 
it  could  appear  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Committee  considering 
the  lease  and  submit  its  objections. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  this  property  is  to  be  leased  and  not  sold, 
and  he  had  no  objections  to  declaring  the  property  as  surplus  as  long 
as  the  Fire  Department's  interests  are  protected.    The  rents  from 
such  a  lease  would  be  collected  by  the  Director  of  Property  and 
deposited  to  the  Fire  Department's  Land  Account.    In  light  of 
Proposition  13  and  current  budget  restraints,  this  potential  source 
of  revenue  should  certainly  be  considered. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  to 
declare  this  portion  of  Pumping  Station  #1  as  surplus  was  unanimously 
adopted. 
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F)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business 


2)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  Andrew  Co  Casper  concerning  school 
inspections,  violations  and  correctionSo 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  the  status  of  the  School  Inspection  Program 
which  was  started  last  spring.  A  written  report  on  this  subject  was 
given  to  each  member  of  the  Commission. 

Chief  Casper  noted  that  a  total  of  3,234  citations  were  issued  for 
violations  in  various  elementary,  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 
They  have  all  been  corrected  with  the  exception  of  an  alarm  system 
at  John  McLaren  Elementary  School,  which  is  now  in  the  process  of 
being  corrected.    A  total  of  1,182  notices  of  violation  were  sent 
to  the  City  Attorney's  office  as  part  of  the  sum  total  that  have 
been  corrected.    Chief  Casper  reported  that  a  double  check  is  being 
made  to  see  that  all  abatements  have  been  made.    Because  of  the 
shortage  of  fire  inspectors.  Battalion  Chiefs  will  be  used  to  make 
these  inspections  to  see  that  violations  have  been  corrected. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  noted  that  many  of  the  violations  found  in 
the  schools  were  the  results  of  vandalism.    Chief  Casper  agreed 
that  vandalism  was  responsible  for  many  cases  where  fire  extinguishers 
were  stolen,  fire  protection  equipment  damaged,  etc.,  and  is  a  very 
difficult  problem. 

President  Figone  stated  that  Chief  Casper  is  to  be  commended  for 
his  efforts  in  this  area,  as  well  as  Assistant  Chief  Graham  and 
his  staff  in  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


3)  Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  meeting  of  Board  of  Supervisors 
Health  and  Environment  Committee  re  Chlorine. 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  testimony  given  before  the    Health  and 
Environment  Committee  at  its  meeting  held  yesterday  afternoon 
regarding  the  use  and  transportation  of  chlorine  and  protective 
measures  used  by  the  Fire  Department.     He  stated  that  the 
Committee  voted  to  recommend  to  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  hypochlorite  be  substituted  for  chlorine  in  the  City's 
sewage  treatment  plants,  with  a  ten-month  period  to  implement 
the  change.    He  commented  that  hypochlorite  is  not  totally  safe, 
but  is  not  as  hazardous  as  chlorine. 

Chief  Casper  also  stated  that  the  transportation  and  use  of 
chlorine  was  discussed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Fire  Safety  and 
Disaster  Preparedness  Task  Force  which  he  attended  in  Philadelphia 
last  week,  and  reported  on  efforts  being  made  to  improve  safety 
procedures  during  its  transportation. 

4)  Report  regarding  Accident  #2811,  caused  by  defective  tiller  steering 
mechanism. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  noted  that  Accident  #2811,  which  was  reported 
on  by  the  Accident  Review  Committee  at  its  last  meeting,  was  caused 
by  a  defect  in  the  steering  mechanism  of  the  tiller,  and  that  other 
Fire  Department  trucks  may  be  equipped  with  a  similar  steering 
mechanism.    She  asked  for  a  progress  report  on  this  situation. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION 


4)  Continued. 

Captain  Clayton  B.  Frazee  of  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  stated  that 
this  was  the  second  time  within  approximately  one  year  that  the 
failure  of  a  defective  tiller  steering  mechanism  has  caused  an 
accident.    There  are  eight  aerial  ladder  trucks  in  the  Department 
which  were  suspected  of  having  the  same  type  of  steering  mechanism. 
They  were  all  inspected  and  three  were  found  to  have  the  defective 
tiller  steering  mechanism.    These  three  vehicles  were  immediately 
put  out  of  service.    American  LaFrance  has  been  informed  of  this 
problem,  and  they  are  now  in  the  process  of  replacing  the  entire 
steering  mechanism  on  these  vehicles.    They  will  not  be  placed 
back  in  service  until  the  defect  is  corrected. 

President  Figone  asked  how  long  these  trucks  have  been  out  of 
service.    Captain  Frazee  stated  that  they  have  been  out  of  service 
two  to  three  weeks,  and  are  being  replaced  by  relief  aerials  at 
this  time. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  commented  that  this  was  a  major  accident 
involving  damage  to  four  parked  cars,  and  it  was  fortunate  that 
no  lives  were  lost  or  more  damage  done.  She  asked  Chief  Casper 
about  the  Fire  Department's  liability  for  this  damage. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  a  letter  had  been  sent  to  American 
LaFrance  informing  them  that  the  defective  tiller  steering  mechanism 
had  been  responsible  for  these  accidents,  with  a  copy  to  the  City 
Attorney  to  explore  the  possibility  of  instituting  litigation  in 
this  matter. 


5)    Grand  Jury  Report. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Grand  Jury  Report  for  Fiscal  Year 
1977-78  had  been  received.    The  Fire  Department  Committee  made  a 
recommendation  that  the  Fire  Department  take  a  10%  budget  cut, 
but  did  not  take  into  consideration  the  reductions  already  made 
from  the  Department's  original  budget. 

President  Figone  asked  if  there  were  any  other  significant 
comments  made  in  the  report.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Fire 
Department  was  complimented  on  several  aspects  of  its  operation, 
and  a  recommendation  was  also  made  that  the  Fire  Department 
take  over  full  cost  of  the  operation  of  the  Fireboat. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  copies  of  the  report  would  be  distributed 
to  each  member  of  the  Cormiission  for  their  review. 


6)    SECRETARY  CONNORS  ANNOUNCED  THAT  THERE  WOULD  BE  NO  FIRE  COMMISSION 
MEETING  HELD  ON  WEDNESDAY,  SEPTEMBER  27,  1978,  AND  THAT  THE  NEXT 
REGULAR  MEETING  OF  THE  COMMISSION  WOULD  BE  HELD  ON  WEDNESDAY, 
OCTOBER  4,  1978.

Commissioner  McClain  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 
There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  request  for  leave  of 
absence  with  pay  was  approved. 


I)    Submitted  for  approval  proposed  amendment  to  Section  24.02  of  the 
Fire  Code,  "Other  Water  Supplies,  Outside  Pipe". 

Commissioner  Ream  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  to  briefly  explain  the  purpose 
of  this  proposed  amendment.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  existing 
provisions  of  the  Fire  Code  require  that  any  water  tank  capable  of 
holding  5,000  gallons  of  water  or  more  (which  includes  most  swimming 
pools)  must  be  connected  to  a  pipe  leading  from  the  bottom  of  the  tank 
to  the  street.    The  reason  for  this  requirement  was  to  provide  a  water 
source  for  Fire  Department  apparatus  if  needed^    This  requirement  is  no 
longer  practical  since  the  pumping  capacity  of  our  apparatus  is  such 
that  a  5,000  gallon  tank  would  be  quickly  emptied.    Also,  the  requirement 
presents  a  hardship  for  many  persons  constructing  swimming  pools,  etc. 
The  amendment  would  change  the  requirement  to  include  only  those  water 
storage  tanks  with  a  capacity  of  25,000  gallons  or  more. 

This  amendment  to  the  Fire  Code  requires  approval  of  the  Fire  Commission 
before  its  submission  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  enactment.. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  proposed  amendment 
to  Section  24.02  of  the  Fire  Code  was  approved  on  recommendation  of 
Chief  of  Department. 
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Introduction  of  new  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Submitted  biweekly  report  of  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
disability  injuries  and  men  off-duty  on  sick  pay,  August  30 
through  September  12,  1978. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  gave  a  progress  report  on  the  like-work-like-pay 
physical  examinations  which  are  to  be  given  to  150  members. 
Approximately  105  of  the  examinations  have  been  completed  and 
he  is  in  the  process  of  reviewing  the  results.    By  the  middle 
of  this  month  it  is  hoped  that  the  examinations  for  the 
Department's  Physical  Fitness  Program  will  begin. 


2)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  Andrew  C.  Casper  on  flex-hours 
plan  for  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention. 

President  Figone  stated  that  each  Commissioner  had  received  a 
written  proposal  and  a  detailed  schedule  for  the  proposed 
flex-hours  plan.    He  stated  that  the  Commissioners  would  like 
an  opportunity  to  review  the  reports  before  any  action  is  taken 
and  asked  Chief  Casper  for  an  explanation  of  the  plan. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  proposed  plan  is  to  provide  for 
flexible  working  hours  on  a  trial  basis.    He  briefly  reviewed 
the  current  manpower  situation  in  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention 
and  the  reasons  that  many  Inspectors  have  left  the  Bureau, 
including  the  upcoming  examination  for  H20  Lieutenant  and  the 
fact  that  the  work  schedule  in  the  Bureau  is  not  as  attractive 
as  the  schedule  of  firefighters  working  in  the  field. 

The  flex-hour  plan  being  proposed  would  retain  the  40-hour  work 
week  for  the  Inspectors  but  rather  than  working  five  days  a  week 
for  eight  hours,  they  would  work  4  days  for  ten  hours.  There 
would  be  one  day  mid-week  when  the  entire  staff  would  be  working 
(Wednesday),  with  approximately  one-fourth  of  the  staff  being  off 
on  other  week  days.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  other  jurisdictions 
have  adopted  a  similar  plan  and  have  found  it  to  be  very  productive. 
Under  this  plan  the  inspectors  would  be  able  to  be  out  in  the  field 
working  at  an  earlier  hour,  and  it  would  also  give  them  time  in  the 
evening  to  work  on  their  reports  in  the  office. 

President  Figone  noted  that  this  would  mean  27  Inspectors  would  be 
working  each  day  under  this  plan,  if  the  Bureau  was  up  to  its 
budgeted  strength,  and  asked  how  this  would  affect  the  workload 
in  the  Bureau.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  did  not  foresee  any 
adverse  effect  under  this  plan,  and  there  would  be  an  advantage 
in  that  the  inspectors  would  have  more  time  to  work  on  their 
reports  and  records,  which  have  been  falling  behind  under  the 
current  work  schedule.    He  also  stated  that  the  inspectors  would 
have  more  productive  time  in  the  field  under  the  proposed  system. 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  there  are  several  potential  ways 
of  off-setting  the  current  exodus  from  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Preven- 
tion and  stated  that  she  felt  the  implementation  of  a  flex-hours 
program  appears  to  be  a  valuable  proposal  that  deserves  to  be 
considered.    She  did,  however,  express  the  following  concerns 
regarding  the  flex-hours  proposal  which  she  asked  that  Chief 
Casper  respond  to  when  this  item  is  re-calendared  for  discussion 
at  a  future  meeting. 


Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


2)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Ream  noted  on  the  proposed  tour  chart  that  when  a 
tour  is  off,  that  position  is  not  coveredo    She  wants  to  be  assured 
that  school  inspections  will  be  adequately  covered  under  this  plan, 
and  hoped  that  an  inspector  would  be  assigned  on  a  daily  basis 
regardless  of  the  work  schedule. 

Referring  to  public  assembly  inspections,  she  expressed  concern 
that  there  are  no  inspectors  working  evenings,  or  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday  to  make  public  occupancy  inspectionSo 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  Inspector  assigned  to  public 
assembly  inspections  has  resigned  and  that  inspectors  working 
overtime  have  been  assigned  to  public  assembly  inspections 
on  Thursdays,  Fridays  and  Saturdays.    The  Bureau  is  too  short 
of  manpower  to  assign  a  full-time  inspector  to  public  assembly. 

Commissioner  Ream  also  suggested  that  Chief  Casper  consider 
including  Saturdays  and  Sundays  as  part  of  the  regular  work 
schedule,  rather  than  assigning  inspectors  to  work  overtime  on 
weekends.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  felt  that  regular  work 
assignments  during  the  week  would  suffer  if  Inspectors  were  assigned 
to  work  on  weekends,  since  manpower  is  currently  so  low.  President 
Figone  asked  if  Chief  Casper  would  consider  assigning  inspectors  to 
work  on  weekends  if  manpower  in  the  Bureau  is  increased.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  it  would  be  considered. 

Conmissioner  McClain  noted  that  the  report  states  that  the  Los 
Angeles  Fire  Department  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  works  a  ten-hour 
day  schedule,  and  asked  if  they  noted  an  increase  in  overtime  hours 
as  a  result  of  this  flex-hour  schedule.    Chief  Casper  stated  that 
he  didn't  think  there  was  any  increase,  but  stated  that  Los  Angeles 
has  a  different  situation  in  that  they  do  not  have  the  same  manpower 
shortage. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  when  he  felt  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
Prevention  would  be  up  to  its  normal  manpower  strength.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  there  was  no  way  of  knowing  until  after  the 
H20  examination  is  held  and  a  list  is  posted  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  hopefully  by  December  31. 

Commissioner  Ream  also  expressed  concern  over  the  need  for  inspec- 
tions of  public  occupancies  at  night,  and  stated  that  the  proposed 
flex-hour  plan  does  not  seem  to  meet  this  need.    Chief  Casper 
stated  that  at  the  present  time  there  is  not  sufficient  manpower 
to  assign  night  inspectors. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  that  Chief  Casper  present  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  Fire  Department's  responsibilities  in  the  area 
of  school  inspection,  public  assembly  inspection,  etc.,  what  the 
problems  are  in  meeting  these  responsibilities,  and  plans  to 
resolve  those  problems. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  Battalion  Chiefs  are  already  responsi- 
ble for  places  of  public  assemblage  in  their  districts,  but  that 
they  are  not  specialists  in  this  area  as  fire  inspectors  would  be. 

President  Figone  directed  that  this  item  be  calendared  for  further 
discussion  in  three  weeks,  at  the  regular  meeting  to  be  held  on 
Wednesday,  October  25,  1978. 
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J)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


3)    Presentation  from  Corporate  Benefit  Associates  re  audio-visual 
program  for  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department. 

Mr.  Don  Stelzer  addressed  the  Commission,  and  read  a  letter  which 
briefly  outlined  the  type  of  audio-visual  program  they  would  like 
to  present  to  the  Fire  Department.    It  would  include  a  background 
history  of  the  Fire  Department  and  a  review  of  its  special  programs. 
Also,  the  film  could  be  used  in  schools  and  for  training  new  recruits. 
The  film  would  include  an  explanation  of  employee  benefits  as  well. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  Mr.  Stelzer  had  made  a  presentation  to 
members  of  the  staff,  and  it  was  suggested  that  he  make  a  presen- 
tation to  Firefighters  Local  798  since  this  is  an  employee  rather 
than  a  management  program. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  the  Firefighters  Union  had  an 
opportunity  to  review  this  proposal  and  Mr.  Stelzer  stated  that 
they  thought  it  should  be  presented  first  to  the  Fire  Commission 
for  its  approval  before  approaching  the  union. 

President  Figone  asked  Mr.  Stelzer  what  type  of  program  he  is 
proposing.    Mr.  Stelzer  explained  that  he  is  employed  as  a 
consultant  for  Corporate  Benefit  Associates,  and  introduced 
Mro  Herbert  Rich.    Mr.  Rich  explained  that  they  are  proposing  a 
plan  for  insurance  coverage  on  a  voluntary  basis  which  does  not 
disturb  any  existing  benefits  currently  enjoyed  by  employees. 
For  example,  they  have  a  proposal  for  a  dental  plan. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  Mr.  Rich  if  he  was  an  insurance  broker 
and  stated  that  her  experience  with  supplemental  insurance  plans 
for  employees  had  not  been  very  favorable.    Mr.  Rich  stated  that 
they  had  been  doing  business  with  hospitals  all  over  the  country 
and  have  a  good  reputation  with  the  Insurance  Department  of  the 
State  of  California.    The  audio-visual  portion  of  the  program 
would  involve  no  cost  to  the  City. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  he  felt  the    proper  procedure 
would  be  for  Mr.  Rich  to  make  his  presentation  directly  to  the 
firefighters  union.    If  accepted  by  Firefighters  Local  798, 
they  could  request  that  the  Fire  Commission  calendar  this  item 
for  discussion. 

President  Figone  agreed  with  Commissioner  McClain,  and  directed 
that  the  proposal  be  presented  to  Firefighters  Local  798  for 
their  approval  prior  to  any  further  discussion  by  the  Fire  Commis- 
siono    President  Figone  thanked  Mr.  Stelzer  and  Mr.  Rich  for  their 
presentation.

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  if  the  H20  and  H30  promotional 
examinations  are  still  scheduled  to  be  held  on  October  14,  1978. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  notice  of  the  examination  had  not 
been  sent  out  yet.    Commissioner  Ream  asked  who  is  responsible 
for  sending  such  notices.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  Assistant  Chief  Sherratt  had  just 
informed  him  that  Civil  Service  plans  to  mail  out  the  examination 
notices  today.

Dear  Chief  Casper: 

This  letter  is  to  commend  Robert  Willett,  an  Inspector  for  the  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department,  for  his  thorough  and  professional  handling  of  a  most  serious 
accident  which  occurred  to  our  eight-year  old  daughter,  Terry,  this  past 
weekend. 

At  about  4:30  p.m.,  Saturday  afternoon,  our  family  was  attending  the 
Western  Weekend  Celebration  in  Novato,  and  while  standing  in  line  for  a 
ride  on  the  ferris  wheel,  a  large  and  pointed  metal  object  fell  from  one 
of  the  chairs  above  from  a  distance  estimated  by  several  observers  to  be 
from  10  to  20  feet,  striking  Terry  in  the  forehead  with  a  slightly 
glancing  blow,  but  splitting  her  forehead  completely  from  hairline  to 
her  eyes  with  a  nasty  gash. 

While  the  employees  of  the  carnival  were  concerned  only  with  recovering 
and  disposing  of  the  metal  object  and  removing  Terry  from  the  scene.  Bob 
Willett  appeared  to  take  charge.    Terry  was  bleeding  profusely  from  the 
head  and  he  applied  sufficient  pressure  to  reduce  the  blood  flow  and 
directed  a  call  to  the  Paramedics  at  the  Novato  Fire  Department,  who 
responded  within  five  minutes.    After  a  quick  but  thorough  examination 
of  Terry,  they  took  her  to  the  Novato  Community  Hospital.    Bob  Willett 
continued  to  stay  at  the  scene,  answering  questions  of  the  Novato  Police 
Department  and  other  officials  in  a  most  thorough  and  professional,  yet 
humane  manner. 

At  the  Novato  Community  Hospital,  Terry's  mother  and  I  learned  from  the 
doctor  that  she  had  a  multiple  compound  fracture  of  the  skull  and  that 
the  sharp  metal,  had  it  struck  her  slightly  differently,  could  have 
crushed  the  skull,  put  out  an  eye,  obliterated  her  nose,  or  even  killed 
her.

F)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Agreement  between  Fire  Department  and  Triple  A  Machine  Shop  for 
fire  protection  at  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  the  subject  agreement  has  been  signed 
by  all  parties  and  was  approved  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  Monday,  October  16,  1978. 


2)    Polk  Street  Closing  on  Halloween. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  the  Fire  Department  is  opposed  to  the 
concept  of  such  a  large  gathering  of  people  in  the  streets  because 
of  the  difficulty  in  moving  men  and  equipment  in  the  immediate 
area  and  the  adverse  effects  on  the  surrounding  areas.    The  Department 
realizes  however  that  the  event  will  take  place,  and  feels  that  the 
street  should  be  closed  or  the  situation  would  be  completely  out  of 
controls    A  similar  event  was  held  last  year  and  a  plan  was  worked 
out  with  the  Police  Department  in  an  effort  to  control  traffic  and 
provide  for  emergency  access.    There  were  severe  traffic  problems 
at  that  time,  with  fire  hydrants  blocked  and  several  intersections 
impassableo 

This  year  the  Fire  Department  requested,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
granted  the  request  that  the  perimeters  of  the  street  closing  be 
widened  to  include  Larkin  Street  and  that  no  cross  traffic  be 
allowed.    The  Police  Department  has  had  some  objections  to  this 
plan  because  of  their  manpower  problems,  but  the  Fire  Department 
feels  it  is  necessary  to  establish  this  control  in  order  to 
provide  adequate  fire  protection  in  this  area. 


3)    Management  Seminar  for  City  Department  Heads. 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  the  Mayor's  Management  Seminar,  held  this 
week,  sponsored  by  the  Bank  of  America  and  Lewis  Allen  Associates. 
It  was  a  three-hour  seminar,  and  Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  was 
very  interesting  and  informative. 


4)    Effects  of  Proposition  13  on  San  Francisco  Fire  Department. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  to  report  on  what  cuts 
were  made  and  what  programs  eliminated  in  the  Fire  Department  as 
a  result  of  the  passage  of  Proposition  13„ 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  on  Monday,  October  16,  1978,  a  meeting 
was  held  with  representatives  of  the  State  Department  of  Finance  on 
this  same  subject. 

The  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  had  a  1%  budget  cut,  over  the 
4%  budget  >cut  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    With  that  1%  cut, 
the  department  had  to  take  a  21%  cut  in  our  maintenance  account 
(17%  in  maintenance  of  equipment  and  4%  in  maintenance  of  fire 
stations)o    No  programs  were  curtailed  as  a  result  of  Proposition  13. 
This  applies  of  course  only  to  this  fiscal  year.    Chief  Casper  also 
reported  that  the  Department  is  currently  working  on  a  "worst  case" 
budget  for  next  fiscal  year  as  directed  by  the  Mayor's  Office. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


4)  Continued. 

Commissioner  McClain  noted  that  no  photographer  was  present  at 
today's  meeting,  and  asked  if  that  was  a  result  of  Proposition  13 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  was  not,  and  that  the  Fire  Department 
Photographer  was  doing  some  work  for  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Investiga 
tion  and  was  not  available  for  ceremonial  picture  taking. 


5)    Gay  Advisory  Task  Force  Meeting. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  if  there  had  been  any 
recent  meetings  of  the  Gay  Advisory  Task  Force,  particularly 
regarding  bathhouse  legislation.    She  noted  that  there  had  been 
another  fatality  in  a  bathhouse  fire  in  recent  weeks.

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  noted  that  the  sample  Report  of  Incident  Not 
Involving  Fire  given  to  the  Commissioners  for  this  item,  included  the 
names  of  the  persons  involved,  and  asked  if  this  was  the  usual  practice, 
or  if  this  information  was  confidential.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  all 
the  information  contained  on  the  report  was  a  matter  of  public  record. 

Conmissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 
There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  revised  fee 
schedule  was  approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


F)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Halloween  Celebration  -  Polk  and  Castro  Streets. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Chief  Casper  for  a  report  on  last  night's 
Halloween  celebration  on  Polk  Street,  and  any  problems  encountered 
by  the  Fire  Department  as  a  result  of  the  street  congestion. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


1)  Continued. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  eight  additional  firefighters  were  hired 
to  work  overtime  to  handle  situations  on  Polk  and  Castro  Streets. 
The  Polk  Street  closing  was  the  main  area  of  concern,  and  the 
Fire  Department  asked  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  extend  the  area 
of  the  street  closing  in  order  to  provide  better  control  of  the 
area.    Fire  Department  personnel  were  assigned  to  the  Police  Command 
Post  on  Polk  Street,  and  maintained  a  communications  link  with 
Central  Fire  Alarm  and  units  in  the  field.    There  were  also  three 
mini-pumpers  in  the  Polk  Street  area. 

There  was  a  crowd  of  approximately  70,000  people  on  Polk  Street, 
which  increased  later  in  the  evening.    Many  incidents  occurred 
during  the  evening,  including  fights,  stabbings,  shootings,  and 
a  liquor  store  break-in.    There  was  a  large  crowd  on  Castro  Street, 
but  it  was  more  controlled  and  less  trouble  occurred  in  that  area. 
There  were  a  number  of  false  alarms  in  the  Polk  Street  area  which 
were  checked  out  by  Fire  Department  personnel,  and  a  number  of  false 
alarms  throughout  the  Cityo 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  Mayor  Moscone,  Chief  of  Police  Gain,  and 
Supervisors  Silver  and  Molinari  were  at  the  Command  Post  at  some 
time  during  the  evening;  and  that  Supervisor  Milk  had  made  a  statement 
that  he  hoped  there  would  not  be  another  event  of  this  type  on  Polk 
Street  since  the  whole  thing  had  gotten  completely  out  of  control. 


2)    Report  on  Pier  39. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Chief  Casper  for  a  report  on  the  fire 
protection  situation  at  Pier  39„ 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  as  he  had  reported  earlier  to  the  Fire 
Commission,  there  have  been  a  number  of  precautions  taken  to  insure 
fire  protection  at  Pier  39,  including  an  eight-inch  water  main, 
sprinklering  of  every  occupancy,  a  fire  alarm  enunciator  system, 
five  additional  fire  hydrant  outlets,  and  enough  clearance  around 
the  pier  to  bring  in  Fire  Department  units.    There  has  been  a  problem 
of  severe  traffic  congestion  for  the  past  several  weekends,  however, 
which  could  cause  a  problem  in  getting  Fire  Department  units  to  the 
area. 

Supervisor  Molinari  called  a  meeting  of  several  City  department 
heads  involved,  and  also  with  Warren  Simmons  and  his  staff  in  an 
attempt  to  develop  a  plan  to  deal  with  the  parking  problem  in  the 
area.    The  1,000  car  garage  at  Pier  39  is  not  completed,  and  a 
temporary  agreement  has  been  worked  out  to  provide  parking  on 
weekends  at  Pier  31,  and  also  in  certain  lots  along  Battery  and 
Sansome  Streets.    Muni  shuttle  service  to  the  area  is  being  pro- 
vided and  a  public  education  campaign  has  begun  to  advise  people 
about  public  transportation  available  in  the  area. 

Commissioner  Ream  thanked  Chief  Casper  for  his  report  and  asked 
that  the  Commission  be  given  a  progress  report  from  time  to  time 
on  the  situation  at  Pier  39. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  traffic  problem  in  this  area 
has  been  aggravated  by  several  different  construction  projects 
going  on  simultaneously. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


2)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  she  had  been  at  Pier  39  last 
weekend  and  noticed  the  traffic  problem  and  also  that  every  hydrant 
in  the  area  had  a  parked  car  in  front  of  it.    She  also  noted  that 
the  entrance  to  Pier  39  has  several  small  steps  and  there  are  boats 
docked  on  either  side  of  the  pier.    She  asked  if  these  factors 
present  any  problem  to  the  Fire  Department. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Fire  Department  does  not  plan  to 
drive  any  unit  beyond  the  steps  at  the  front  entrance  of  the  Pier. 
There  is  a  driveway  completely  around  the  Pier  with  enough 
clearance  to  bring  in  Fire  Department  units.    Also,  the  Fireboat 
can  connect  hoses  at  the  water  end  of  the  pier  and  would  not  be 
going  into  the  side  wharves  where  the  boats  are  docked. 


3)    Report  on  Bernal  Heights o 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  about  the  recent  fire  in  the  Bernal 
Heights  area  and  the  complaints  regarding  Fire  Department  response 
time  and  problems  in  maneuvering  Fire  Department  apparatus  because 
of  narrow  streets  and  parking  problems. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  a  written  report  had  been  submitted  to 
Mayor  Moscone  on  this  incident,  and  meetings  held  with  residents 
of  the  area,  and  it  has  been  found  that  the  Fire  Department's 
response  time  was  within  the  average  time  limit,  in  spite  of 
problems  with  the  wrong  address  being  given  and  difficult 
access  to  the  area. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  Fire  Department  continually  alerts 
the  Police  Department  regarding  problems  caused  by  illegally  parked 
cars  in  the  Bernal  Heights  area  as  well  as  other  problem  areas 
such  as  the  Marina,  which  may  interfere  with  Fire  Department 
access.    There  has  been  some  difficulty  in  achieving  adequate 
support  from  the  Police  Department  on  this  problem. 


4)    Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1979-80. 

Secretary  Connors  reported  on  the  Budget  Meeting  held  last 
Monday,  for  various  City  officials  and  staff,  regarding  the 
budget  process  for  fiscal  year  1979-80. 

An  incremental  budget  system  will  be  implemented,  with  each 
department  submitting  a  budget  reflecting  83%,  88%,  92%,  and  95% 
of  their  current  budget.    Indications  are  that  the  maximum  budget 
received  by  any  department  will  be  95%  of  their  current  budget. 
For  the  Fire  Department  this  will  mean  a  budget  approximately 
$3.2  Million  less  than  the  current  budget,  under  the  best  of 
circumstances.    The  department  may  be  able  to  submit  a  supplemental 
budget  request  for  the  additional  5%  if  additional  funding  becomes 
available. 

The  budget  estimates  workbook  presented  to  the  Chief  of  Department 
and  to  the  Fire  Commission  for  approval  will  be  revised  this  year 
to  show  the  incremental  effect  of  the  budget  format,  and  narrative 
budget  explanations  will  be  revised  to  show  different  levels  of 
funding.    Computers  will  be  used  more  extensively  in  this  budget 
process,  and  documents  may  be  presented  to  the  Conmission  in 
computerized  form. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


4)  Continued. 

The  budget  timetable  for  fiscal  year  1979-80  has  been  moved  up 
two  weeks,  which  means  the  budget  will  have  to  be  approved  by  the 
Fire  Commission  by  the  end  of  December,  1978.    It  is  hoped  that 
the  budget  estimates  will  be  prepared  by  mid-Decembero 

Commissioner  Ream  stated  that  she  hoped  any  budget  reduction  would 
be  done  department  by  department,  and  commented  that  she  considered 
a  17%  budget  cut  to  be  crippling  to  the  Fire  Department. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  each  Department  would  be  assigned  a 
program  monitor.    Mr.  Thomas  Baker  of  the  Mayor's  budget  staff 
has  been  assigned  as  the  Fire  Department's  program  monitor. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  any  of  the  Fire  Department's  opera- 
tions are  Federally  funded.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  83%  of  our 
funding  is  from  ad  valorem  taxes.    Federal  Revenue  Sharing  funds 
have  been  received,  but  cannot  be  considered  when  the  budget 
estimates  are  prepared,  since  exact  levels  of  funding  are  not 
known. 

A  brief  discussion  followed  regarding  the  effect  that  various 
proposed  budget  reductions  would  have  on  the  Fire  Department  in 
terms  of  levels  of  manpower. 


5)    Promotional  Examination  for  H20  Lieutenant  and  H30  Captain. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  for  a  progress  report  on  the  recent 
promotional  examination,  and  stated  that  she  had  received  complaints 
from  several  of  the  participants  concerning  the  content  and  method 
of  conducting  the  examination.    She  also  stated  that  she  felt  the 
Fire  Commission  should  have  had  some  opportunity  to  have  input  in 
the  examination  process. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  a  General  Order  had  been  sent  out,  asking 
for  a  written  report  of  any  complaints  regarding  the  examination. 
Only  two  responses  had  been  received  to  date.    Chief  Casper  also 
commented  that  a  committee  of  three  Fire  Department  chief  officers 
reviewed  the  examination  extensively,  and  felt  that  certain  questions 
should  be  removedo    He  felt  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  staff 
should  rely  on  their  expert  advice  regarding  the  examination  content. 
Chief  Casper  also  stated  that  approximately  900  protests  had  been 
filed  with  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  which  is  no  more  than  the 
usual  number  of  protests  filed  after  a  Fire  Department  examination. 


Mr.  Ernest  Aitken,  Director,  Firefighters  Local  798,  was  present 
at  today's  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  0950  Hours.

A)    Submitted  monthly  report  of  Assistant  Chief,  Division  of  Training,  for  the 
month  of  October,  1978. 

President  Figone  directed  that  copies  be  sent  to  each  Commissioner  and 
filed  for  the  recordo 

Chief  Casper  called  the  Commission's  attention  to  Item  3  (d)  of  the 
subject  report,  referring  to  the  demonstration  of  certain  breathing 
equipment. 

Chief  Casper  reviewed  the  events  of  the  past  several  months  in  which 
attempts  have  been  made  to  have  BARTD  accept  responsibility  for 
providing  4-hour  protective  breathing  apparatus  for  firefighters 
who  respond  to  emergencies  in  the  BARTD  tunnels.    The  City  Attorney 
has  ruled  that  it  is  the  Fire  Department's  responsibility  to  provide 
manpower  and  equipment  to  fight  fires  in  the  BARTD  system,  but  it  is 
BARTD's  responsibility  to  provide  special  equipment  (4-hour  breathing 
apparatus)  for  firefighters. 

A  tentative  agreement  has  finally  been  reached,  and  BARTD  is  going 
to  begin  purchasing  the  necessary  equipment  for  San  Francisco,  Oakland, 
Berkeley  and  Orinda  Fire  Departments.    There  are  two  types  of  4-hour 
breathing  equipment  available  -  Drager  and  Bio-Pak  -  the  second  of 
which  was  recently  demonstrated  at  the  Division  of  Training.  Chief 
Casper  commented  that  if  the  Bio-Pak  equipment  receives  OSHA  approval, 
it  will  probably  be  the  one  chosen  for  use  by  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  why  the  Bio-Pak  equipment  will  be  chosen. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  is  less  expensive  and  lighter-weight. 
Also,  it  is  manufactured  by  a  California  firm,  whereas  the  Drager 
equipment  is  manufactured  in  Germany  and  distributed  by  a  firm  in 
Pittsburg,  Pennsyl vania„ 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  where  this  equipment  will  be  kept  once 
it  becomes  available,  and  if  it  will  be  carried  on  the  Fire  Department's 
apparatus.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  will  either  be  kept  on  Rescue 
Squad  No.  1  or  stored  at  Station  13.    It  will  be  up  to  the  BARTD

Chief  Casper  introduced  Mr.  Farrow  and  Mr.  John  McCann  of  the 
Insurance  Information  Institute,  the  latter  has  worked  closely 
with  San  Francisco's  Arson  Task  Force.    Factory  Mutual  handles 
commercial  and  industrial  insurance  and  is  very  concerned  with 
the  problem  of  arson.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  this  generous 
donation  to  the  Arson  Task  Force  will  be  extremely  helpful  in 
the  Task  Force's  public  education  program  and  will  help  provide 
advanced  training  for  arson  investigators  and  purchasing  items 
of  equipment o 

Mr.  Farrow  stated  that  he  was  pleased  to  be  able  to  make  this 
donation  on  behalf  of  Factory  Mutual  System  and  stated  that 
he  felt  the  only  way  to  prevent  arson  is  to  make  the  public 
aware  that  it  is  a  serious  problem. 

President  Figone,  on  behalf  of  the  Fire  Commission,  thanked 
Mr.  Farrow  and  Factory  Mutual  for  this  tremendous  contribution 
and  stated  that  he  was  sure  it  will  be  put  to  good  use. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  for  a  report  on  the  amount 
of  funds  received  to  date  by  the  Arson  Task  Force.    Chief  Casper 
stated  that  approximately  $7,000  had  been  received.  Factory 
Mutual 's  donation  is  the  largest  single  donation  received.

D)    Submitted  Emergency  Request  for  Supplemental  Appropriation  in  the  amount 
of  $140,000.    Funds  are  required  for  Like-Work-Like-Pay. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  these  additional  funds  for  like-work-like-pay 
are  necessary  because  of  the  shortage  of  manpower  in  the  department. 
Chief  Casper  explained  that  these  funds  are  necessary  primarily  because 
of  the  delay  in  receiving  a  new  eligible  list  for  H20  Lieutenant  and 
H30  Captain,  which  requires  that  the  department  assign  men  in  lower 
ranks  to  work  temporarily  in  higher  classifications  to  fill  these 
vacant  positions. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  this  situation  will  be  relieved  by  the 
examination  for  Lieutenants  and  Captain  held  in  October,  and  also 
if  this  supplemental  appropriation  request  will  provide  sufficient 
funds  for  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  department  to  date  has  expended  $145,000 
from  the  total  appropriation  of  $200,000,  and  the  additional  $140,000 
will  be  sufficient  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year.    This  estimate 
of  required  funds  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  a  new  H20  and  H30 
eligible  list  will  be  adopted  and  promotions  made  by  January  1,  1979. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded.  There 
were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  emergency  request 
for  supplemental  appropriation  was  approved  on  recommendation  of 
Chief  of  Department. 


E)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Report  from  Chief  of  Department  on  results  of  General  Order  78  A-130, 
requesting  written  reports  on  complaints  concerning  administration 
of  H20  Lieutenant  and  H30  Captain  promotional  examinations. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  a  General  Order  had  been  sent  to  all 
participants  in  the  examinations,  asking  for  written  reports  of 
any  complaints.    The  reports  have  been  received  and  Chief  Casper 
.  briefly  reviewed  the  major  complaints  (included  in  his  written 
'report  to  the  Fire    Commission  dated  November  14,  1978).  Assistant 
Chief  John  Sherratt  will  be  contacting  some  of  the  participants  for 
further  information  regarding  the  examination.    The  comments  from 
the  Chief  Officers  Committee  that  served  as  a  review  board  for  the 
elimination  of  questions  that  were  either  out  of  scope,  ambiguous 
or  improper,  have  also  been  reviewed.    When  final  information  has 
been  compiled.  Chief  Casper  will  send  a  letter  to  the  General 
Manager  of  Personnel,  stating  his  critical  views  on  the  examination 
process  for  the  H20  and  H30  promotional s. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  noted  that  a  number  of  the  complaints 
received  concerned  the  conduct  of  the  proctors  at  the  examinations, 
and  asked  if  the  proctors  were  regular  Civil  Service  employees. 
Chief  Casper  explained  that  for  this  particular  examination  many 
of  the  proctors  were  CETA  employees  and  commented  that  the  low 
wages  paid  makes  it  difficult  to  get  qualified  personnel  to  serve 
as  proctors.    He  commented  that  they  apparently  were  not  properly 
instructed  on  their  duties  and  responsibilities  as  proctors  during 
the  examinations. 
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E)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  Chief  Casper  had  any  specific  recommenda- 
tions at  this  time  for  action  by  the  Fire  Commission.    Chief  Casper 
stated  that  he  would  wait  for  all  the  facts  regarding  the  examination 
to  be  received  and  would  write  to  the  General  Manager  of  Personnel. 
He  stated  further  that  perhaps  the  Fire  Commission  would  want  to 
send  a  letter  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  expressing  their 
disappointment  in  the  content  and  administration  of  these  examina- 
tions and  the  hope  that  a  better  type  of  examination  would  be  held 
in  the  future. 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


2)    Report  on  availability  of  carbon  dioxide  for  use  at  ship  fires. 

President  Figone  referred  to  the  ship  fire  which  occurred  on 
November  4,  1978.    At  that  time  the  Fire  Department  requested 
a  tanker  of  carbon  dioxide  and  was  told  by  the  supplying  company 
that  it  was  not  available.    President  Figone  asked  if  any  response 
had  been  received  from  the  company  on  this  subject. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  had  been  in  contact  with  Liquified 
Carbonic,  the  company  supplying  the  carbon  dioxide,  and  they  explained 
that  there  has  been  a  shortage  of  this  substance  throughout  the  Bay 
Area.    The  company  was  asked  for  a  written  explanation  on  this  subject. 
He  commented  that  there  is  no  way  the  Fire  Department  can  require  the 
company  to  have  this  substance  on  hand  unless  we. had  a  contract  with 
them  to  do  so. 

President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  if  he  is  satisfied  with  this 
procedure  for  obtaining  carbon  dioxide.    Chief  Casper  stated  that 
it  is  seldom  used,  the  City  and  County  does  not  pay  for  it,  and 
the  procedure  seems  to  be  adequate  for  the  Fire  Department's  needs. 
The  shipping  firm  or  insurance  company  pays  for  the  carbon  dioxide. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  about  the  Fire  Department's  jurisdiction  in 
the  case  of  a  ship  fire.    Chief  Casper  explained  that  the  Fire 
Department  has  complete  re5p0nsib.il ity  for  a  fire  which  occurs  on 
a  ship  that  is  docked  at  our  port,  and  shares  responsibility  with 
the  Coast  Guard  for  ship  fires  which  occur  in  waters  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Ream  expressed  her  concern  that  the  Fire  Department 
have  the  materials  available  which  are  necessary  to  meet  its 
responsibilities  in  fighting  ship  fires,  and  asked  if  there  was 
any  way  to  insure  that  a  supply  of  carbon  dioxide  will  be  available 
when  needed.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
store  a  huge  amount  of  the  substance,  which  is  not  practical,  or 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  supplying  company,  perhaps  through 
the  Port  Commission.    He  stated  further  that  he  felt  the  cost  would 
be  prohibitive  and  suggested  waiting  until  a  response  was  received 
from  Liquified  Carbonic,  since  they  may  offer  a  reasonable  solution 
to  this  problem. 

President  Figone  asked  how  the  Oakland  Fire  Department  handles 
the  problem  of  ship  fires  at  their  port.    Chief  Casper  stated  that 
they  follow  a  similar  procedure  and  commented  that  no  Fire  Department 
has  such  a  large  amount  of  carbon  dioxide  on  hand. 
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OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION 


3)    Fire  Commissioners'  Parking  Spaces  at  Headquarters. 

President  Figone  stated  that  the  Commissioners  had  been  experiencing 
a  problem  with  unauthorized  cars  parked  in  their  spaces  on  the  day 
of  the  Commission  meeting,  and  asked  Chief  Casper  for  a  report  on 
this  situation  within  24  hours.    President  Figone  gave  Chief  Casper 
a  list  of  the  license  plates  of  the  cars  presently  parked  in  Fire 
Commission  stalls. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  would  investigate  this  matter  and 
report  back  to  the  Commission. 


4)    Fire  and  Burn  Prevention  Month. 

Commissioner  Ream  commended  Chief  Casper  and  all  the  people  who 
worked  on  Fire  and  Burn  Prevention  Month  in  San  Francisco  this 
year.    She  noted  that  there  seemed  to  be  more  and  better  publicity 
for  this  important  program  than  ever  before. 

Commissioner  Ream  expressed  concern,  however,  over  one  particular 
advertisement  by  a  major  department  store  describing  a  Fire 
Prevention  Month  event,  and  showing  what  appeared  to  be  a  San 
Francisco  firefighter  holding  a  particular  brand  of  smoke  detector. 
It  implied  that  there  was  some  endorsement  of  this  product  by  the 
San  Francisco  Fire  Department,  and  she  wanted  it  made  clear  that 
the  Fire  Department  did  not  endorse  any  particular  brand. 

Chief  Casper  explained  that  certain  members  of  the  Junior  League 
worked  on  publicity  and  scheduled  events  for  Fire  and  Burn  Pre- 
vention Month,  and  the  Chief  was  to  have  final  approval  on  any 
advertisements  or  press  releases.    The  Junior  League  representative 
responsible  for  publicity  apologized  for  this  oversight.    Chief  Casper 
agreed  that  the  Fire  Department  should  not  endorse  any  particular 
brand  of  smoke  or  heat  detector.

My  name  is  Ronald  Roth.    I  am  a  San  Francisco  Police  Officer  from 
Ingleside  Station.    Yesterday  morning  my  partner.  Off.  Roddy  Glover, 
and  I  responded  to  Sears  &  Sickles  Streets  on  a  "man  with  a  knife"  call. 
We  arrived  with  a  ten  minute  delay  due  to  the  lack  of  manpower  and  the 
severity  of  other  calls  we  handled  first.    The  suspect,  Mr.  Spavone,  was 
being  held  by  about  three  firemen. 

We  learned  from  the  victim,  Mr.  LaMark,  that  for  no  reason  the  suspect 
approached  Mr.  LaMark  with  knife  in  hand  and  began  to  attack  him. 
Engine  33,  along  with  Battalion  Chief  William  Bassett,  were  in  the 
area  returning  from  a  false  alarm  when  they  saw  this  occurring.  Chief 
Bassett  and  Lt.  McGreevy,  along  with  unidentified  firemen  from  Engine  33 
came  to  the  aid  of  Mr.  LaMark,  subdued  the  suspect,  and  disarmed  him. 
They  then  held  the  suspect  until  we  arrived  and  could  take  him  into 
custody.    The  suspect  was  subsequently  booked  for  245a  P.C.  (assault 
with  a  deadly  weapon.) 

I  believe  that  Chief  Bassett,  Lt.  McGreevy,  and  the  men  of  Engine  33 
should  be  highly  commended  for  their  great  courage  in  stepping  forward 
in  this  very  dangerous  situation.    I  would  like  to  thank  them  for  making 
my  job  that  much  easier  and  I'm  sure  Mr.  LaMark  is  also  very  grateful 
to  them  for  their  help.

Chief  Casper  briefly  reviewed  the  events  which  occurred  last  April, 
in  which  the  Fireboat  was  deactivated  for  one  week  because  of 
lack  of  funding  by  the  Port  Commission. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  the  City  Attorney  on  October  24,  1978,  stating 
that  funds  for  permanent  salaries  for  the  Fireboat  would  be  expended 
by  mid-January,  1979,  and  requesting  that  action  be  taken  to  assure 
that  the  Port  Commission  would  provide  the  necessary  funding  for 
the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year.    A  second  letter  was  sent  to 
the  City  Attorney  on  November  13,  1978,  asking  for  a  reply  on 
the  matter  of  funding  for  the  Fireboat. 

On  November  17,  the  City  Attorney  verbally  stated  to  Chief  Casper 
that  the  Port  Commission  had  been  instructed  to  submit  a  request 
for  supplemental  appropriation  for  funds  to  maintain  the  Fireboat 
through  the  next  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  (January  1  through 
March  31,  1979).    He  also  stated  that  attempts  would  be  made  to 
have  the  Port  Commission  agree  to  fund  the  operation  of  the 
Fireboat  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year.    If  no  agreement 
is  reached  with  the  Port  Commission,  the  matter  will  be  taken  to 
court.

2)  Continued. 

The  City  Attorney  also  requested  that  Chief  Casper  provide 
information  showing  that  an  increased  level  of  fire  service, 
with  proportionate  financial  increase,  has  not  occurred  since 
the  transfer  of  the  Port  from  the  State.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  these  figures  are  available  and  will  be  provided  to  the 
City  Attorney.    He  also  stated  that  he  felt  the  figures  would 
indicate  that  a  drop  in  the  level  of  fire  protection  has 
occurred  during  this  time. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  if  Chief  Casper  recommended  that  any 
action  be  taken  at  this  time  by  the  Fire  Commission.  Chief 
Casper  suggested  that  a  letter  be  sent  by  the  Commission  to 
the  City  Attorney  on  this  subject.

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  Barnhill  seconded. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  how  long  Firefighter  Clark  had  been  with 
the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  prior  to  his  resignation.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  he  had  been  with  the  Department  approximately 
seven  years,  but  had  been  on  sick  leave  without  pay  for  over  three 
years.    He  resigned  for  medical  reasons. 

Commissioner  Berman  stated  that  it  might  be  helpful  in  the  future 
to  include  a  brief  explanation  on  the  Commission  Calendar  of  the 
circumstances  of  any  resignation  and  the  length  of  service  in  the 
departmento    Chief  Casper  stated  that  this  information  would  be 
included  in  the  future o 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  resignation 
was  accepted  on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department.

Andrew  C.  Casper  for  two  days,  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Urban 
Consortium's  Fire  Safety  and  Disaster  Preparedness  Task  Force  to  be 
held  in  Houston,  Texas,  December  7  and  8,  1978.    Trip  will  be  made 
at  no  cost  to  the  City. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved  and  Commissioner  McClain  seconded. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  the  Urban  Consortium  would  pay  for 
Chief  Casper's  travel  and  other  expenses.    Chief  Casper  responded 
affirmatively  and  for  the  benefit  of  Commissioner  Berman  explained 
that  the  Urban  Consortium  is  made  up  of  32  cities  with  populations 
over  500,000o    There  are  various  task  forces  within  the  Consortium 
to  work  on  specific  problems.    The  Fire  Safety  and  Disaster  Preparedness 
Task  Force  is  made  up  of  fifteen  members  to  deal  with  problems  such  as 
manning  levels,  public  safety  information,  various  aspects  of  disaster 
planning,  etc.    Funding  for  this  Task  Force  comes  from  the  U.S. 
Government,  U.S.  Fire  Administration,  and  no  cost  to  the  City  is 
involvedc 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  request  for 
leave  of  absence  with  pay  was  approved.

I)    Submitted  for  approval  proposed  amendment  to  Section  24.30  of  the  Fire 
Code,  relating  to  the  regulations  for  use  of  Fire  Department  salvage 
covers . 


Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  McClain  seconded. 

Vice  President  Ream  asked  Chief  Casper  to  explain  briefly  the 
purpose  of  this  amendment.    Salvage  covers  are  covers  or  tarpaulins 
the  Fire  Department  uses  to  protect  property  from  damage  by  smoke, 
fire,  water  or  weather  conditions.    The  rate  now  charged  by  the 
Department  for  this  service  is  $2.00  per  cover  per  day.    In  light 
of  budget  restraints  caused  by  Proposition  13  and  inflation,  these 
charges  should  be  increased.    This  amendment  to  the  Fire  Code  gives 
the  Fire  Commission  the  authority  to  change  the  fees  to  be  charged 
for  salavage  covers,  with  the  approval  of  the  Controller. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Fire  Code  was  approved  on  recommendation  of 
Chief  of  Department.

Captain  Ryan  and  Mrc  Koel  both  stated  that  they  were  grateful  for 
the  opportunity  to  serve  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department.

1)    Submitted  biweekly  report  of  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
disability  injuries  and  men  off  duty  on  sick  pay,  November  8 
through  November  21,  1978. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  reported  that  medical  examinations  have  been 
given  to  the  new  class  of  H2  Firefighters,  the  like-work-like-pay 
examinations  have  been  completed,  and  the  Physical  Fitness  Program 
is  under  way. 


K)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)  Continued. 

Vice  President  Ream  noted  on  the  Physician's  Report  that  one 
firefighter  was  off  duty  for  seven  days  due  to  a  smoke  inhalation 
injury  incurred  while  not  wearing  protective  breathing  apparatus. 
She  noted  that  the  problem  of  firefighters  not  wearing  protective 
breathing  equipment  is  one  of  her  major  concerns,  and  reported  that 
recently  a  battalion  chief  of  a  Southern  California  fire  department, 
without  protective  breathing  apparatus,  was  killed  by  toxic  chemical 
fumes  while  fighting  a  fire.    She  realized  that  it  is  a  tradition 
with  some  departments  not  to  wear  this  equipment,  and  stated  that 
it  is  an  extremely  dangerous  practice. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  the  smoke  inhalation  injury  noted 
on  this  Physician's  Report  was  one  that  occurred  in  a  "first-due" 
engine  company,  and  the  department  is  hesitant  in  requiring  the 
first  arriving  companies  to  put  on  breathing  apparatus  since  it 
causes  a  dely  in  getting  to  the  fire.    All  other  engine  companies 
that  follow  on  major  alarms  are  required  to  wear  the  apparatus. 
Chief  Casper  commented  further  that  the  Boston  Fire  Department 
has  a  similar  rule  and  has  been  praised  for  lowering  their  smoke 
inhalation  injuries  by  50%  -  our  rate  of  injury  has  been  lowered 
by  an  even  greater  percentage. 

Vice  President  Ream  stated  that  she  had.  noted  the  decrease  in 
this  type  of  injury  and  that  the  Department  is  to  be  commended 
for  its  efforts  in  this  important  area. 

2)  Report  from  Messrs.  John  Hummel  and  William  Wang,  members  of 

the  Mayor's  Management  Assistance  Team,  concerning  recommendations 
on  Fire  Prevention  forms  and  procedures. 

Vice  President  Ream  stated  that  this  is  an  area  that  the  Chief 
of  Department,  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  and  the  Fire  Commis- 
sion have  had  an  interest  in  for  a  long  period  of  time  and 
congratulated  Messrs.  Hummel  and  Wang  for  their  excellent  report. 

Commissioner  Berman  commented  that  he  was  very  pleased  to  see 
this  type  of  study  which  was  conducted  in  a  very  business-like 
and  efficient  manner,  and  which  did  not  require  the  services  of 
a  private  consulting  firm,  but  rather  made  use  of  the  resources 
available  through  the  Mayor's  Management  Assistance  Team,  at 
no  extra  cost  to  the  City. 

Vice  President  Ream  asked  Mr.  Wang  and  Mr.  Hummel  if  they  had 
any  comments  to  make  regarding  their  report. 

Mro  Hummel  stated  that  the  real  value  in  this  type  of  report 
is  in  its  implementation.    It  is  very  essential  that  something 
be  done  with  it  and  the  recommended  changes  be  made. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  was  pleased  with  the  report  and 
with  the  time  and  effort  which  was  expended  by  Messrs,  Hummel 
and  Wang.    He  agreed  that  the  record-keeping  system  in  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  is  archaic  and  needs  revision.  He 
stated  that  he  would  kike  to  do  further  staff  work  on  the 
report  and  stated  that  probably  90  to  95%  of  it  would  be 
agreed  upon  for  implementation  by  the  Fire  Department  Adminis- 
tration.   He  felt  the  recommendation  that  a  Fire  Department 
coordinator  oversee  the  implementation  of  the  recommended 
changes  might  be  difficult,  because  of  our  serious  manpower 
shortage. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


2)  Continued. 

Vice  President  Ream  asked  that  Chief  Casper's  specific 
recommendations  regarding  this  report  and  an  estimated  timetable 
for  implementation  be  calendared  for  discussion  by  the  Fire 
Commission  in  the  near  future.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  he 
would  do  so. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  noted  that  the  recommended  revision  of 
forms  did  not  make  any  provision  for  a  specific  hotel  inspection 
form,  and  commented  that  the  area  of  fire  safety  in  the  City's 
hotels  is  of  major  concern  to  her. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  a  specialized  form  for  this  purpose 
would  probably  not  be  needed;  that  a  standard  form  for  various 
types  of  multi-unit  occupancies  could  be  used  with  the  particular 
type  of  occupancy  noted  on  the  form. 

Mr.  Huiimel  commented  that  the  most  efficient  procedure  would  be 
to  use  a  standard  form  for  several  purposes,  and  still  provide 
the  necessary  information  on  the  form. 

Vice  President  Ream  stated  that  she  was  particularly  pleased 
to  note  that  the  report  included  both  a  recommendation  to  develop 
fairly  simple  and  standardized  forms,  and  prototypes  of  the  forms 
which  can  be  used. 

Vice  President  Ream  questioned  one  of  the  recommendations  on 
Page  28  of  the  report,  regarding  the  use  of  a  filing  system 
strictly  by  street  address  and  alphabetical  order.    She  thought 
there  might  be  some  difficulty  in  retrieval  of  information  under 
this  system  if  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  data  on  a  particular 
category;    for  example,  to  obtain  inspection  reports  on  all 
schools,  or  a  representative  sample  of  hotels,  etc.    She  thought 
it  might  be  necessary  to  maintain  a  cross-file  by  subject,  or 
some  other  method  to  reconcile  that  need  with  the  recommended 
system. 

Chief  Casper  and  Commissioner  Berman  both  offered  suggestions 
(such  as  colored  tabs  to  identify  particular  categories  of 
occupancy  in  the  files,  or  perhaps  color-coded  file  folders  or 
file  folder  labels)  to  overcome  this  problem. 

Vice  President  Ream  also  expressed  the  hope  that  this  type  of 
study  might  reduce  the  amount  of  red-tape  involved  in  various 
permit  procedures,  the  large  number  of  inspections  and  approvals 
required  and  the  various  locations  an  applicant  for  permit  must 
visit.    Perhaps  a  consolidation  of  permit  procedures  can  some 
day  be  made  on  a  City -wide  basis. 

Mr.  Hunmel  agreed  that  such  a  consolidation  would  be  ideal, 
but  stated  that  there  is  no  way  to  force  various  City  depart- 
ments to  cooperate  in  such  a  program,  and  there  are  often 
disagreements  between  the  several  departments  involved  that 
are  difficult  to  overcome. 

Commissioner  Berman  agreed  with  Vice  President  Ream's  suggestion 
that  an  effort  be  made  to  improve  these  permit  procedures  City- 
wide,  and  commented  that  impact  made  in  the  Fire  Department  by 
the  implementation  of  this  report  might  prompt  a  coordinated 
effort  on  a  City -wide  basis  by  the  new  administration.

Vice  President  Ream  asked  that  Chief  Casper  meet  with  Messrs. 
Hummel  and  Wang  regarding  implementation  of  this  report  and 
report  back  to  the    Fire  Commission. 

Mr.  Hummel  commented  further  that  it  is  imperative  that  a  person 
be  directed  to  oversee  the  implementation  of  this  report  on  a 
full-time  basiSc    While  he  appreciates  the  problem  of  personnel 
being  available  for  such  an  assignment,  the  demands  of  the  daily 
operations  of  the  office  would  prevent  any  of  the  regular  staff 
personnel  from  doing  an  adequate  job  on  this  project  if  it  were 
merely  added  to  their  regular  duties. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  how  many  positions  are  currently 
unfilled  in  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  there  are  currently  12  vacancies, 

Mr,  Wang  commented  that  in  addition  to  the  initial  implementation 
of  the  report,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  a  continuing 
process  of  evaluation  and  review  of  the  changes  made. 

Vice  President  Ream  thanked  Messrs.  Wang  and  Hummel  for  their 
excellent  report  and  for  their  presence  at  today's  meeting.

3)    Christmas  Tree  Safety. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  for  a  report  on  current 
Christmas  tree  regulations  and  safety  recommendations. 

Chief  Casper  reported  that  an  amended  ordinance  regulating 
Christmas  trees  in  public  occupancies  has  been  sent  out  to 
all  hotel  and  apartment  owners,  florists,  Christmas  tree 
distributers,  etCo    There  were  some  mof ifications  made  in  the 
ordinance  which  was  passed  last  year.    Several  public  service 
announcements  regarding  Christmas  tree  safety  have  been  made 
on  various  radio  and  television  stations,  and  the  information 
has  been  sent  out  to  the  newspapers.    It  is  hoped  that  the  media 
will  continue  to  carry  this  information  as  a  public  service 
throughout  the  Christmas  season. 

Chief  Casper  also  reported  that  the  Division  Chiefs  are  going 
into  the  department  stores  on  a  regular  basis  to  inspect 
Christmas  trees  and  decorations  for  safety.

Commissioner  McClain,  referring  to  the  vacancies  mentioned  in  Item  1  of 
the  Chief's  report,  asked  Chief  Casper  if  this  meant  the  Department  is 
now  short  75  men.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  there  are  129  vacancies, 
of  which  54  are  retirees  receiving  accumulated  sick  pay,  leaving 
75  vacancies  unfilled. 

Chief  Casper  also  commented  that  there  are  many  vacancies  in  the  rank 
of  Captain  and  Lieutenant  which  will  create  additional  vacancies  in 
the  rank  of  Firefighter  when  the  new  promotional  list  is  posted  and 
those  appointments  made. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  how  this  number  of  vacancies  affects  the 
total  manpower  and  operation  of  the  Department,    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  the  Department  has  280  firefighters  less  than  it  did  in  1975. 
There  are  now  1500  firefighters. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  there  had  been  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  fires  since  1975  as  a  result  of  this  reduction  in 
manpower.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  there  have  actually  been  fewer 
fires  in  recent  years,  but  commented  that  the  number  of  resuscitation 
calls  has  increased  dramatically  since  1975  -  approximately  1500  calls 
per  year  as  opposed  to  approximately  400  in  1975.    He  also  stated  that 
even  though  there  are  now  fewer  fires,  they  are  much  more  difficult 
to  fight  because  of  the  shortage  of  manpower.    Firefighters  are  hired 
to  work  overtime  to  compensate  for  this  shortage  (W.D.O.). 

Commissioner  Berman  asked  Chief  Casper  if  hiring  firefighters  to 
work  W.D.O.'s  rather  than  hiring  new  firefighters  to  fill  these 
vacancies  doesn't  result  in  a  savings  to  the  Department  since  it 
is  not  necessary  to  pay  fringe  benefits  on  W.D.O.'s. 

Chief  Casper  responded  affirmatively.    He  commented  further  that 
he  is  not  opposed  to  the  practice  of  hiring  firefighters  to  work 
W.D.O.'s  but  feels  that  firefighters  consistently  working  overtime 
shifts  in  order  to  compensate  for  the  current  manpower  shortage 
leads  to  a  greater  number  of  on-duty  injuries.    He  also  stated 
that  there  are  certain  times  when  it  is  difficult  to  get  personnel 
to  work  W.D.O.'s,  especially  on  holidays. 
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COMMUNICATIONS  FROM  CHIEF  OF  DEPARTMENT 


E)  Continued. 

Commissioner  Berman  asked  if  overtime  is  worked  on  a  voluntary  basis. 
Chief  Casper  responded  affirmatively. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  he  felt  the  firefighters'  safety  is 
of  primary  importance,  and  any  savings  which  might  result  from  the 
practice  of  hiring  overtime  firefighters  to  compensate  for  the 
shortage  of  manpower  would  not  be  worth  an  increased  rate  of  injury. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  these  129  vacancies  excluded  the 
new  class  of  Probationary  H2  Firefighters  currently  at  the  Division 
of  Training.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  these  129  vacancies  are  in 
addition  to  those  30  new  H2  Firefighters  now  in  training. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  report  of 
the  Chief  of  Department  was  approved. 


F)    Reported  suspension  of  H2  Firefighter  Robert  P.  Muniz,  Engine  29, 
for  two  days,  December  7  and  December  9,  1978,  for  violation  of 
Section  3922  -  Disobedience,  and  Section  3948  -  Personal  Appearance, 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Vice  President  Ream  directed  that  this  suspension  be  filed  for  the 
record. 


G)    Recommended  that  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  be  requested  and 
authorized  to  install  the  following  low  pressure  hydrants: 

On  the  northeast  corner  of  Ankeny  and  Alden  Streets;  and 
on  Innes  Avenue  approximately  300  feet  east  of  Ingalls. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved  and  Commissioner  McClain  seconded. 
There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  installations  were 
approved  on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department. 


H)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)    Submitted  biweekly  report  of  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
disability  injuries  and  men  off-duty  on  sick  pay,  November  22 
through  December  5,  1978. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  reported  that  he  was  conducting  physical  exams  for 
the  January  class  of  H2  Firefighters;  that  the  like-work-like-pay 
physical  exam  process  has  been  completed;  and  that  the  Physical 
Fitness  Program  will  begin  next  week.

3}    Availability  of  Carbon  Dioxide  from  Liquid  Carbonic  Corporation. 

Commissioner  McClain,  referring  to  a  copy  of  a  letter  received 

from  Mr.  Bob  Williams  of  Liquid  Carbonic  Corporation,  asked 

Chief  Casper  to  comment  on  the  notification  procedure  to  be 
followed  in  case  of  a  product  supply  shortage. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  a  letter  had  just  been  sent  to 
Liquid  Carbonic  asking  that  in  the  event  there  is  an  anticipated 
shortage  of  carbon  dioxide  they  will  send  a  letter  to  the  Chief 
of  Department,  and  in  the  event  of  a  sudden  shortage  they  will 
notify  the  Watch  Commander  at  the  Fire  Department's  Command  and 
Control  Center. 


4)    Transportation  of  Off-Duty  Firefighting  Personnel  in  Case  of 
a  Major  Earthquake. 

Commissioner  McClain,  referring  to  correspondence  with  Mr.  Alex 
Cunningham,  Director  of  the  State  Office  of  Emergency  Services, 
asked  Chief  Casper  to  comment  on  the  procedures  outlined  therein. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Cunningham 
dated  November  15,  1978,  which  stated  that  it  was  the  consensus 
of  representatives  from  the  nine  Bay  Area  Counties  that  it  was 
not  feasible  to  commit  helicopters  to  a  plan  to  transport  off-duty 
firefighting  personnel  from  their  homes  into  San  Francisco  in  case 
of  a  major  disaster. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  was  not  satisfied  with  this  response 
and  intends  to  pursue  this  matter  further.    He  feels  that  San 
Francisco  is  unique  because  of  its  population  density  and  its 
physical  location,  and  that  the  airlifting  of  firefighting 
personnel  into  San  Francisco  is  both  necessary  and  feasible. 
The  Air  National  Guard  is  in  agreement  and  feels  that  helicopters 
can  be  made  available  since  they  will  be  in  use  to  transport 
medical  and  other  emergency  personnel  into  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Berman  asked  if  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department 

was  included  in  the  Nine  Bay  Area  County  conference  on  disaster 

planning.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  it  was  not,  and  commented 
further  that  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  was  not  included  in 
the  6th  Army's  Disaster  Planning. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  he  will  continue  to  pursue  this  matter 
and  will  keep  the  Commission  informed. 


5)    Letter  of  Commendation. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  that  a  letter  of  commendation 
from  the  Fire  Commission  be  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Department 
who  participated  in  the  funeral  and  memorial  service  for  Mayor 
Moscone.    She  also  asked  that  a  personal  letter  of  commendation 
be  sent  to  the  following  members  for  their  outstanding  efforts:

Commissioner  Barnhill  moved  and  Commissioner  McClain  seconded. 
There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  motion  was 
unanimously  adopted. 
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THE  FIRE  COMMISSION  THEN  RETURNED  TO  CONSIDERATION  OF  ITEM  H(2)  ON 
THE  CALENDAR  OF  MATTERS. 


2)    Submission  of  Proposed  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1979-80  and 
explanation  of  Budget  Estimates  Workbook,. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  members  of  the  Fire  Commission 
had  received  the  Budget  Estimates  for  Fiscal  Year  1979-80. 

This  year,  acting  under  direction  by  the  Mayor's  Office, 
the  department  was  requested  to  submit  a  budget  reflecting 
various  levels  of  spending  and  various  levels  of  curtailed 
services  and  personnel. 

The  Budget  Estimates  Workbook  for  next  Fiscal  Year  represents 
a  total  budget  of  $69.7  Million.    However,  the  Mayor's  Office 
has  asked  that  we  submit  a  budget  that  is  approximately  95% 
of  this  year's  budget,  or  $62.3  Million. 

Budget  cuts  will  have  to  be  made  in  contractual  services,  supplies, 
and  equipment  accounts,  but  since  personnel  comprises  the  largest 
portion  of  the  Fire  Department's  budget,  that  is  where  the  largest 
cuts  will  be  made. 

It  may  not  be  possible  to  hire  replacement  personnel  after  the 
January  1979  class  of  H2  Firefighters  begins  training.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  he  would  be  meeting  tomorrow  morning  with 
a  member  of  the  Mayor's  Budget  Staff  and  would  have  more 
definite  information. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  estimated  budget  submitted  to  the 
Fire  Commission  is  in  no  way  a  finalized  budget  and  that  at 
this  point  he  is  prepared  to  give  the  Commission  a  general 
overview  of  the  budget  and  that  at  tonight's  public  meeting 
on  the  budget  he  would  submit  some  specific  cuts  for  the 
Fire  Commission's  review  and  analysis. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  one  item  in  the  budget  which  will 
probably  undergo  some  revision  is  the  structure  of  the  Bureau 
of  Fire  Prevention.    There  are  currently  12  vacancies  in  the 
position  of  H4  Inspector.    There  may  be  a  proposal  submitted 
to  delete  three  of  those  vacant  positions  and  replace  them  with 
four  Fire  Protection  Engineers.    They  will  be  trained  personnel 
with  expertise  in  the  field  of  fire  prevention  and  inspection, 
high-rise,  plan-checking,  etc.    The  cost  of  four  Fire  Protection 
Engineers  would  be  lower  than  the  cost  of  three  H4  Inspectors. 

Commissioner  Berman  asked  if  they  were  available  within  the 
Fire  Department  ranks  or  would  be  recruited  from  outside.  Chief 
Casper  stated  they  would  be  non-uniformed  personnel  certified 
as  fire  protection  engineers,  similar  to  a  civil  engineer. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  several  questions  about  the  "base 
budget"  and  "add-on"  format  introduced  this  budget  year. 
Chief  Casper  stated  that  every  City  department  must  use  the  new 
format.    He  stated  that  it  was  not  expected  that  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment would  have  to  actually  accept  an  83%  budget.    He  felt  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco  would  not  accept  such  a  drastic 
reduction  in  fire  protection  services. 
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2)  Continued. 

Coirmissioner  McClain  commented  that  he  didn't  see  where  there 
is  room  to  cut  in  the  Fire  Department's  budget,  and  that  he 
would  find  it  difficult  to  vote  to  approve  a  budget  with  any 
cuts  such  as  those  discussed  by  Chief  Casper. 

Commissioner  Berman  asked  if  a  95%  budget  is  more  likely 
for  the  Fire  Department.    Chief  Casper  responded  affirmatively, 
but  added  that  even  a  95%  budget  would  mean  we  would  have  to 
trim  back. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  asked  if  a  95%  budget  would  allow  for 
any  replacement  or  new  equipmento    Chief  Casper  stated  that 
it  probably  would  not,  but  that  we  may  attempt  to  get  new 
equipment  from  Community  Development  funds. 


Vice  President  Anthony  Sacco,  Firefighters  Local  798,  was 
present  at  today's  meetingo 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  0955  Hours.

2.    Public  Discussion  of  Fire  Department's  Proposed  Budget  for  Fiscal 
Year  1979-80. 

Vice  President  Ream  stated  that  the  purpose  of  this  special  evening 
session  of  the  Fire  Commission  is  to  allow  members  of  the  public  to 
comment  on  the  proposed  Fire  Department  budget.    She  stated  that 
she  would  first  turn  the  meeting  over  to  Chief  Casper  in  order  that 
he  might  give  a  brief  overview  of  the  proposed  budget. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  proposed  budget  being  discussed  is  only 
an  estimated  budget.    In  the  next  few  weeks  the  proposed  budget  will 
be  modified  where  necessary.    He  stated  that  he  would  be  meeting 
tomorrow  morning  with  the  Mayor's  Budget  Analyst  and  will  receive 
more  definite  word  as  to  the  type  of  budget  to  be  submitted. 

The  proposed  budget  outlined  in  the  Budget  Estimates  Workbook 
exceeds  100%  of  the  current  budget  and  will  have  to  be  reduced. 
He  felt  these  items  should  be  included  in  the  budget  estimates 
as  department  needs,  even  though  we  realize  that  cuts  must  be  taken. 

In  order  to  achieve  even  a  $65  Million  budget,  the  Department  would 
have  to  stop  hiring  new  firefighters  for  next  fiscal  year.  Chief 
Casper  also  stated  that  various  other  positions  would  have  to  be 
abolished.    There  is  a  possibility  that  one  station,  various  fire 
department  units,  one  assistant  chief,  and  one  battalion  district 
would  be  deleted.    He  also  stated  that  three  H4  Inspector  positions 
would  be  deleted  and  the  vacancies  filled  by  four  non-uniformed 
fire  protection  engineers.    There  will  also  be  other  line-item 
deletions,  exclusive  of  personnel. 


2.  Continued. 


Commissioner  Berman  asked  what  is  the  rate  of  attrition  in  the  Fire 
Department.    Chief  Casper  stated  there  are  approximately  80  to  100 
vacancies  per  year  through  attrition. 

Vice  President  Ream  thanked  Chief  Casper  for  his  summary  and  asked 
if  there  were  any  members  of  the  public  present  who  wished  to  speak. 

Mr,  Walter  G'Donnell  spoke  for  several  minutes  in  support  of  increased 
Fire  Department  manpower  and  in  opposition  to  any  budget  cuts  which 
would  reduce  personnel.    He  emphasized  the  increase  in  fire  insurance 
rates  which  would  occur  if  the  level  of  fire  protection  services  in 
San  Francisco  were  reduced. 

Vice  President  Ream  thanked  Mr.  O'Donnell  for  his  testimony  and 
stated  that  the  Fire  Department  is  grateful  for  friends  like  him  in 
the  community.    Chief  Casper  commented  that  Mr.  O'Donnell  has  always 
been  a  champion  of  the  Fire  Department  before  many  City  boards  and 
commissions. 

Mr.  Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary,  Firefighters  Local  798,  made  a 
suggestion  that  perhaps  one  way  to  achieve  a  reduced  budget  without 
the  necessity  of  personnel  reductions  would  be  to  attempt  to  have 
the  insurance  companies,  who  benefit  most  from  good  fire  protection 
services,  contribute  in  some  way  to  the  operating  costs  of  the 
Fire  Departmento    He  suggested  that  they  might  be  asked  to  pay  for 
fringe  benefits  or  purchase  equipment,  etc. 

Commissioner  Berman  asked  if  there  were  any  precedent  for  such  a 
proposal.    Mr.  Bruschera  stated  that  he  believed  New  York  State 
requires  the  insurance  industry  to  contribute  towards  firefighters' 
fringe  benefits.     Mr.  Berman  asked  for  further  information  and 
documentation,  such  as  whether  it  is  done  on  a  voluntary  basis  or 
required  by  statute,  the  amount  paid,  etc.,  since  it  is  certainly 
an  idea  worth  exploring.    Mr.  Bruschera  stated  that  he  would  furnish 
the  Commission  with  this  information  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  Bruschera  also  stated  that  various  proposals  regarding  personnel 
in  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  had  been  brought  to  his  attention 
by  Chief  Casper,  and  that  the  Union  would  like  to  have  a  meet  and 
confer  session  on  this  matter  before  any  decisions  are  made.  He 
also  asked  that  the  Union  have  the  opportunity  to  discuss  other 
budget  cuts  in  a  meet  and  confer  session.      Chief  Casper  stated 
that  they  would  meet  and  confer  on  these  items. 

Vice  President  Ream  stated  that  no  decision  on  the  final  budget 
will  be  made  at  this  meeting.    There  will  be  several  more  meetings 
on  this  subject  and  meet  and  confer  sessions  with  the  Union. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  budget  will  not  be  finalized  for  two 
to  three  weeks.  The  department  is  still  looking  into  a  number  of 
different  alternatives. 

Vice  President  Ream  stated  that  the  meeting  would  now  be  open  to 
specific  questions  from  members  of  the  Fire  Commission. 
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2.  Continued. 


Commissioner  McClain  referred  to  a  letter  Chief  Casper  had  written  to 
Federal  Judge  Sweigert  which  mentioned  serious  manpower  shortages  and 
also  commented  on  a  KCBS  Editorial  which  quoted  Chief  Casper's  comments 
regarding  the  fifth  alarm  fire  at  the  Dante  Hotel  and  the  seriousness 
of  the  manpower  problem.    Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  he  would 
find  it  difficult  to  vote  to  approve  any  of  the  proposed  reductions 
discussed  tonight  which  would  compound  the  manpower  shortage. 

Chief  Casper  commented  that  he  will  know  more  after  tomorrow's  meeting 
with  the  Mayor's  budget  staff  as  to  which  direction  to  take.  He 
realizes  that  the  department  will  have  to  take  some  budget  reduction 
but  doesn't  know  at  this  point  exactly  how  much. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  he  was  against  any  budget  cuts 

and  that  he  felt  fire  protection  is  one  of  the  most  important  services 

to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco. 

Vice  President  Ream  stated  that  she  wished  to  raise  some  questions  on 
minor  budget  items.     She  referred  to  Page  23,  Sewer  Service  Charge, 
and  Page  27,  Realty  Services.    She  felt  that  the  paying  of  fees  from 
one  City  Department  to  another  doesn't  make  much  sense.    Chief  Casper 
explained  that  these  items  are  not  something  the  department  chooses 
to  include  in  the  budget  -  the  budget  rules  set  down  by  the  Controller 
require  that  they  be  included. 

Commissioner  Berman  stated  that  these  items  in  no  way  affect  the 
taxpayer  or  the  tax  rate.    They  are  simply  a  bookkeeping  tool. 

Vice  President  Ream  stated  that  she  would  like  to  see  more  cooperation 
between  City  departments  in  these  matters.    Commissioner  Del  Carlo 
also  stated  that  she  didn't  see  the  need  for  these  charges  between 
City  departments. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  we  have  to  operate  with  last  year's 
budget,  will  there  be  cuts  in  personnel?    Chief  Casper  responded 
affirmatively. 

Vice  President  Ream,  referring  to  replacement  helmets  shown  on 
Page  35,  asked  if  we  couldn't  phase  in  these  new  helmets.  Chief 
Casper  stated  that  he  will  establish  a  three-year  replacement 
program  and  next  year's  budget  request  will  include  470  helmets. 

Vice  President  Ream  stated  that  she  realized  that  most  of  these 
items  seem  insignificant  compared  to  the  total  budget  and  the 
serious  matter  of  personnel  reductions.    She  stated  that  she 
hoped  Chief  Casper  would  have  better  news  regarding  the  department's 
proposed  budget  after  his  meeting  with  the  Mayor's  budget  staff. 

Secretary  Connors  stated  that  the  proposed  Fire  Department  budget 
will  be  on  every  succeeding  Fire  Commission  Calendar  until  it  is 
adopted.    It  may  be  necessary  to  have  an  additional  special  meeting 
prior  to  its  adoption.

Commissioner  Herman  moved  and  Commissioner  McClain  seconded. 
There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  report  of  permanent 
appointments  was  approved. 


D)    Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION: 


Commissioner  Berman  requested  that  before  discussing  the  Budget,  he  would 
like  to  ask  a  few  questions  about  General  Order  78  A-150,  dated 
December  22,  1978,  regarding  an  "Operational  Risk  Analysis"  course  to  be 
provided  through  the  National  Fire  Academy  1979  Field  Program  in 
San  Francisco  on  February  10  and  11,  1979.    He  asked  how  many  Assistant 
Chiefs  and  Company  Officers  are  in  our  department,  and  how  would  appli- 
cants be  selected  for  course  opening. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  there  are  approximately  350  Chief  Officer  and 
Company  Officer  budgeted  positions.    The  course  is  limited  to  approximately 
30  or  40  openings,  and  will  be  offered  in  four  major  cities.    San  Francisco 
is  the  first  city  to  be  chosen.    Attendance  will  consist  of  firefighters 
from  California,  Nevada,  Oregon,  Hawaii  and  Arizona.    The  Superintendent 
of  the  National  Fire  Academy  is  looking  for  550  students  from  fire  depart- 
ments to  take  part.    The  sixteen  courses  will  cover  fire/arson  investi- 
gation, fire  arson  detection,  fire  service  physical  fitness  program,  and 
other  related  subjects. 

Chief  Casper  will  submit  recommendations  to  the  Superintendent  on  how  many 
firefighters  we  have  who  want  to  take  the  course  and  the  Superintendent  will 
make  the  decision  on  who  will  attend. 

Connissioner  Berman  inquired  whether  those  who  attend  the  courses  can  then 
in  turn  teach  those  who  did  not  attend. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


OFF-CALENDAR  DISCUSSION:  Continued. 


Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  plan  is  "train  the  trainer"  so  that  he  can  go 
back  to  the  field  to  teach  others,  and  that  we  will  need  instructors  in 
the  group  of  enrol  lees.    The  course  will  run  14  days  right  through  weekends, 
and  we  will  have  money  in  our  arson  fund  to  pay  the  $15.00  registration  fees 
for  those  members  taking  the  arson  courses.    Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if 
classes  would  be  held  during  the  day  and  evening.    Chief  Casper  stated  that 
classes  will  be  conducted  only  during  the  day. 

1)  Submission  of  Proposed  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1979-80  and  discussion  of 
Budget  Estimates  Workbook  (continued  from  meetings  of  December  13,  1978 
and  December  20,  1978.) 

Chief  Casper  gave  each  commissioner  a  priority  list  that  contains  suffi- 
cient personnel  cuts  and  unit  deactivations  to  achieve  budget  cuts  from 
106%  to  95%,  to  92%,  to  88%,  and  to  83%.    These  priorities  will  be  shown 
to  the  Assistant  Chiefs  for  their  analysis  and  they  will  prepare  today  a 
written  report  on  possible  cuts  which  can  be  made  from  106%  to  83%,  in 
order  to  meet  the  directive  of  the  Mayor. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  Mr.  Connors  has  been  in  contact  with  the 
Mayor's  office  and  we  may  be  able  to  include  funds  for  120  firefighters 
that  we  will  have  hired  this  fiscal  year,  in  arriving  at  a  base  budget 
level  for  1979-80.    Mr.  Connors  also  learned  that  we  may  be  able  to 
offset  $2.4  million  dollars  in  funds  for  firefighting  services  at  the 
Airport. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  what  we  were  talking  about  in  dollar  amounts, 
the  reduced  budget  or  the  100%  that  we  had  in  1978-79. 

Chief  Casper  stated  the  100%  is  the  present  budget  and  we  are  supposed 
to  work  down  from  there. 


Commissioner  McClain  inquired  when  was  the  last  time  that  we  received 
a  wage  increase.    Chief  Casper  stated  it  has  been  about  two  years  ago, 
and  was  1 .28  percent. 

Commissioner  McClain  inquired  whether  we  have  information  on  the  salaries 
and  fringe  benefits  in  the  police  department. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  salaries  for  the  police  and  fire  department 
are  the  same. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  inquired  as  to  whether  there  will  be  a  salary 
increase  next  July.    Chie1^  Casper  stated  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  will  be  reviewing  the  matter  at  Salary  Standardization 
meetings  and  that  any  increase  will  be  handled  through  a  supplemental 
appropriation. 

Commissioner  Berman  asked  about  the  funds  at  the  Airport. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  the  Airports  Commission  provides  money  in  its 
budget  for  the  Airport  Firefighting  Division,  and  this  money  is  trans- 
ferred to  the  Fire  Department  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.  The 
personnel  are  shown  in  our  budget,    and  the  money  is  provided  in  the 
Airport  budget. 

Commissioner  McClain  expressed  his  concern  over  the  continued  reliance 
on  Overtime  funds  to  provide  minimum  manning.    He  felt  that  we  should 
have  the  proper  number  of  firefighters  in  our  budget  to  provide  the 
citizens  with  necessary  fire  protection. 

Chief  Casper  stated  we  had  moved  from  a  gradual  phasing  out  of  overtime 
money  as  we  hired  new  firefighters,  but  now  we  are  having  to  go  back  to 
overtime,  especially  if  we  are  not  able  to  hire  probationary  firefighters. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


1)  Continued. 


Acting  President  Del  Carlo  inquired  whether  with  the  95%,  97%,  and 
100%  cuts, if  will  we  still  have  to  close  stations.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  if  we  sustained  a  95%  cut  it  may  have  to  be  necessary  to  close 
Station  4,  and  deactivate  Engine  8. 


2)    Christmas  week  manpower  shortages. 


Chief  Casper  stated  that  on  December  24th  at  0800  we  had  319  total 
firefighters  on  duty,  thus  we  were  24  firefighters  short  of  the  minimum 
count  of  343.    We  deactivated  Engine  8  and  Rescue  Squad  1,  which  gave 
us  more  firefighters  to  put  on  truck  companies.    On  Christmas  Day  at 
0800  hours  we  had  322  firefighters  working,  thus  we  were  21  fire- 
fighters short  of  the  minimum.    That  morning  we  deactivated  Engine  4 
and  Engine  35.    At  2000  hours  six  men  were  hired.    At  midnight  we 
remained  at  328  and  stayed  that  way  until  the  morning  of  December  26th. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  inquired  how  we  recruit  men  to  work  overtime, 
and  Chief  Casper  replied  we  have  to  go  down  a  list  and  call  the  men 
individual ly . 

3)    Letter  to  Chief  Casper  from  Edward  Joyce,  Director,  OoEoSo,  dated 
December  18,  1978. 


Commissioner  McClain  brought  up  the  subject  of  a  letter  signed  by  the 
director  of  OoEoSo,  Edward  P.  Joyce,  regarding  a  Bay  Area  earthquake 
exercise  to  be  held  on  two  weekends  in  April,  1979.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  if  San  Francisco  should  be  struck  by  an  earthquake  that  we  would 
need  to  have  a  way  of  getting  firefighters  into  San  Francisco.  The 
Director  in  Sacramento  is  not  very  receptive  to  bringing  firefighters 
in,  but  the  matter  is  still  under  discussion.    Director  Cunningham 
would  like  the  firefighters  to  go  to  the  fire  stations  in  the  cities 
in  which  they  live,  but  the  fire  department  is  not  in  favor  of  this 
procedure  at  all.    The  problem  in  San  Francisco  is  that  the  routes  of 
entrance  and  exit  are  congested,  not  like  those  in  the  outlying  areas. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  in  his  last  conversation  with  General  Schober 
of  the  National  Guard,  the  General  agreed  that  San  Francisco  should 
get  the  major  amount  of  help,  but  that  there  is  still  much  discussion 
to  take  place,  one  of  the  major  problems  would  be  how  the  communications 
networks  would  work  out  schedules. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  inquired  how  we  could  make  firefighters  come  back 
to  the  city. 

Chief  Casper  stated  we  will  request  that  firefighters  come  back  after 
the  first  24  hours.    We  have  approximately  900  firefighters  who  do  not 
1 ive  in  San  Francisco. 


4)    Hearing  LosSo 

Chief  Casper  brought  up  the  subject  of  last  evening's  newspaper  article, 
which  indicated  that  firefighters  are  experiencing  hearing  problems 
because  of  sirens,  air  horns,  diesel  engines,  and  radios.    He  stated 
Phoenix,  Arizona  is  experimenting  with  some  equipment  to  reduce  noise 
levels,  and  we  will  be  studying  their  progress  very  closely. 
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Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 


4)    Hearing  Loss.  Continued. 

Dr.  Victor  Bonfilio  reported  that  an  analysis  of  the  Like-Work  Like-Pay 
physical  examinations  of  155  firefighters  showed  that  a  number  of  fire- 
fighters are  experiencing  hearing  problems. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  informed  the  Commission  that  a  study  on  "NOISE  EXPOSURE" 
is  being  conducted  at  the  University  of  California,  Irvine,  and  he 
will  analyze  their  findings  to  learn  if  we  can  take  steps  to  solve 
this  problem.    The  loss  of  hearing  is  in  the  high  pitch  range.  He 
stated  that  the  Airport  fire  station  had  a  particularly  serious  problem 
in  that  they  were  revving  the  motors  of  jet  planes  right  next  to  the 
station,  making  a  very  hazardous  hearing  situation,  but  that  this 
problem  has  been  relieved  by  moving  the  servicing  area  for  the  jet 
planes  to  another  area. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  stated  that  the  diagnosis  of  hearing  loss  is  a  very 
difficult  one  because  the  hearing  loss  is  such  a  gradual  one,  which 
most  people  are  not  aware  of,  and  also  because  the  aging  process  has 
an  affect  on  hearing,  so  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  distinguish 
between  the  cause. 


There  were  no  representatives  of  Firefighters  Local  798  present  at 
today's  meeting. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  1000  Hours.
